- ORDINANCE.

Ordinance passed December 28, 1831. 


An Ordinance providing for the appointment of an Attorney and Solicitor, 
for the District of Southwark, and defining his duties. 


Sec. I. Be it ordained and enacted by the Commis- 
stoners and Inhabitants of the District of Southwark, in 
council assembled, and it ts hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of the same, That on the first Friday succeeding 
the second Tuesday in the month of October, in each year, 
and as often as a vacancy may occur by death, resigna- 
tion or otherwise, there shall be elected by the Board of 
Commissioners, a member of the bar, who has been ad- 
mitted to practice as an Attorney and Counsellor at Law 
in this Commonwealth, to be the Attorney and Solicitor of 
this Corporation. 

Sec. II. 2nd be it further ordained and enacted by 
the authority aforesaid, That it shall be the duty of such 
Attorney and Solicitor, to draft all bonds, obligations, con- 
tracts, leases, conveyances and assurances, which may be 
required of him by any ordinance or resolution, passed or 
to be passed, or which are necessary to be done and made, 
between this Corporation and any person or persons con- 
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tracting with it; it shall also be his duty to commence and 
prosecute, and to defend all and every suit or suits, action 
or actions necessary to be commenced, prosecuted or de- 
fended, to which this Corporation, or any officer of the 
same, shall be a party, wherein or whereby any of the 
estates, rights, privileges, ordinances or acts of this Cor- 
poration, or any branch thereof, may be brotght into ques- 
tion in the courts of this Commonwealth, and shall do all 
and every professional act incident to the office, or which 
may be required of him by the Board of Commissioners, or 
its committees; and shall, when required, furnish the said 
Board or its committees with his opinions, on any subject 
which may be submitted to him. 

Sec. Ill. And be it further ordained and enacted by 
the authority aforesaid, That the said Attorney and 
Solicitor shall receive as a full compensation for his ser- 
vices, the annual sum of one hundred dollars, to be paid 
him in quarterly payments, by orders drawn on the Trea- 
surer of the District, for that purpose.

Act of the Legislature passed 4th May, 1832. 
Relating to Aldermen for the County of Philadelphia. 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That from and after the first Mon- 
day in January next, the Governor shall appoint and com- 
mission a number of persons of known integrity and ability, 
resident of the county of Philadelphia, to be Aldermen,

that is to say:—In the district of the Northern Liberties 
he shall commission seven, in the district of Southwark he 
shall commission six, in the townships of Moyamensing and 
Passyunk four, in the district of Spring Garden four, and 
in the district of Kensington four. 

Sec. 2. nd be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That said Aldermen respectively shall have, 
possess and exercise, all the powers, authority and jurisdic- 
tion, in all causes of action arising from contract, actions 
of trover and conversion, actions for trespass done or com- 
mitted against real or personal estate: also, in all other 
civil causes of action that are now vested in justices of the 
peace of this commonwealth, under the laws thereof. 

Sec. 3. nd be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, 'That said Aldermen respectively shall be en- 
titled, in virtue of their offices, to all the authorities, im- 
munities and perquisites, and be subject to all the duties, re- 
sponsibilities and penalties of justices of the peace. 

Src. 4. And be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, 'That said Aldermen respectively shall, by vir- 
tue of their offices, be justices of the peace, so far as relates 
to criminal matters. | 

Src. 5. And be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, 'That all suits and prosecutions had and deter- 
mined before any of said Aldermen, may be removed b 
appeal or certiorari, in the same manner, and with like 
effect, as similar suits and prosecutions are under existing 
laws taken up from justices of the peace. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, 'That from and after the said first Monday of 
January next, it shall not be competent or lawful for any 
justice of the peace, resident within the above named dis- 
tricts, to exercise jurisdiction in any civil cause of action 
whatever, except so far as may be requisite to finish or 
carry into final effect any suit or proceeding instituted pre- 
viously to that time.

BOUNDS OF THE DISTRICT. 
ACT OF ASSEMBLY. 


Limits of the District, 1. 
Act of the Legislature, passed 26th March, 1762. 


An Act for erecting the southern suburbs of the city of Philadelphia, inte 
the district of Southwark, for making the streets and roads, already laid 
out therein, public roads and highways, and for regulating such ether 
streets and roads as the inhabitants thereof may hereafter lay out, and 
for other uses and purposes therein mentioned. 


Wuereas there is a certain tract of land adjoining to 
and bounding by the southernmost bounds of the city of 
Philadelphia, beginning at South street, in the said city, 
and running thence along the several courses of the road 
commonly called the Passyunk road including the same, 
two hundred and ninety-six perches to a corner; thence 
south forty-five degrees east, to a road called the Moya- 
mensing road; thence along a lane, known by the name of 
Keeler’s lane, to Greenwich road ; thence east to the river 
Delaware ; thence up the several courses of the said river 
to South street; and thence along the south side of said 
street to the place of beginning; on which said tract of 
land the owners and possessors thereof have built and 
erected, at a very great expense, a large number of houses, 
messuages, wharves, stores and other buildings, and have 
continued by agreements among themselves made, the 
several streets of the said city, running north and south, 
through part of the said improved ground, and have also 
opened, in the same manner, cross streets, running west- 
ward from the said river towards the river Schuylkill, with 
many convenient roads, lanes and alleys, leading to and 
from the said streets; but as the said roads, streets, lanes 
and alleys, are not laid out and confirmed by any legal au- 
thority, ill-disposed persons have frequently committed nui- 
sances therein, to the great annoyance, impediment and 
disturbance of the inhabitants passing through them, on 
their lawful occasions: For remedy whereof, Be it enacted, 
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That the said tract of land, before described shall, be 
henceforth called The District of Southwark, and is here- 
by declared to be allotted and divided off into one district ; 
and that all and every of the streets, lanes, alleys and 
roads, laid out by agreement as aforesaid, shall be, and are 
hereby declared to be, public streets, roads, alleys and 
lanes, for ever, to all intents and purposes, as if the same 
had been public roads and highways laid out according to 
law, by order of the Governor and Council, or by order of 
any Court of Quarter Sessions in this province; and that 
all and every nuisance or nuisances committed in them or 
any of them, shall and may be heard, tried and determined, 
in the County Court of Quarter Sessions in and for the 
county of Philadelphia, in the same and as full and ample 
a manner, as any nuisance committed in any public high- 
way in the said county may and ought to be heard, tried 
and determined. 


BONDS. 


May, 1838. 
Resolved, That an additional Standing Committee be 
appointed whose duty it shall be to superintend the execu- 
tion of all bonds to be hereafter given to secure the Dis- 
trict, and it shall be further the duty of said Committee, 
to inquire and make searches into the sufficiency of all 


proposed security; excepting only the security of the 
Watchmen. 


CULVERTS AND WATER COURSES: 


Supplement to an Act of the Legislature, passed Oct. 4, 
1788. 


Supervisors to regulate water Obstructing water courses or 
courses, 1 sewers, 2 


No. 1.—Sac. 5. And be it further enacted, That the said 
supervisors, or a majority of them, for the time being, and 
the said regulators, or a majority of them, by and with the 
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consent and approbation of one or more of the justices of 
the peace of the said district, shall have full power and 
authority, and they are hereby enjoined and required as 
soon as conveniently may be, to regulate and direct the 
courses and degrees of descent, and the distances from the 
sides of the streets, lanes and alleys, of all and every the 
gutters, natural water-courses, and common sewers within 
the said district, and to fix and ascertain the same, so that 
the freeholders shall hereafter know with certainty how to 
erect their buildings and enclose their grounds in conformi- 
ty thereto; and if it shall be necessary to carry any com- 
mon sewer through the ground of any private person or 
body politic, the damages (if any) which shall or may ac- 
crue to the owner or owners of such ground, shall be ascer- 
tained by two indifferent persons, mutually to be chosen by 
the said supervisors and the said owner or owners, which per- 
sons, not agreeing, shall have power to choose a third per- 
son, and the sum of money to be fixed by them, or any two 
of them, shall be paid to the owner or owners by the said 
supervisors, in satisfaction of the said damages, out of the 
public monies in their hands; and thereupon it shall be 
lawful for the said supervisors, with all necessary work- 
men, tools, implements, carts, carriages and horses to enter 
upon the said private grounds, whenever and as often as 
it shall be necessary, to make, amend, cleanse and scour 
such water-courses and common sewers, doing nevertheless 
as little damage as possible to the adjoining grounds, and 
always putting up and leaving all inclosures and improve- 
ments thereon in as good a state as they were at the time 
of their entry thereupon. 

No. 2.—Src. 7. And be it further enacted, That if any 
person or persons shall wilfully or maliciously obstruct or 
stop up any public water-course or common sewer, already 
made, or to be made, and established within the said 
district, and shall be thereof legally convicted in any 
court of record, having jurisdiction within the county 
of Philadelphia, he, she or they, shall forfeit and pay, 
for such offence, any sum, to be fixed and assessed by 
such court, not less than ten, nor exceeding fifty pounds, 
and for a repetition of the offence after the first conviction, 
any sum not less than twenty, nor exceeding one hundred 
pounds, which sums shall go to the said supervisors for the 
purpose of carrying this act into execution. {Authority of 
Supervisors vested in Commissioners.

Act of the Legislature, passed 18th of April, 1794. 


Wuereas the laws now in force, have, in consequence 
of the improvements in the district of Southwark, become 
inadequate to the purposes for which they were originally 
intended : and whereas it is the duty of the legislature, not 
only to remedy defects which a change of circumstances 
has created, but also to make such further regulations, as 
will tend to the advancement of public happiness and pub- 
lic order. ek 

No. 1.—Suc. 1. Be it therefore enacted by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, in General Aesembly met, and it is here- 
by enacted by the authority of the same, That the inha- 
bitants of the district of Southwark, as the same is bounded 
and described in the act, entitled “ An Act for erecting the 
Southern Suburbs of the city of Philadelphia into the dis- 
trict of Southwark,” for making the streets and roads al- 
ready laid out therein public roads and highways, and for 
regulating such other streets and roads as the inhabitants 
thereof may hereafter lay out, and for other uses and pur- 
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poses therein mentioned, be, and they and their successors 
for ever, are hereby constituted a corporation and body 
politic, in fact and in law, by the name and style of “ The 
Commissioners and Inhabitants of the district of South- 
wark ;” and by the same name shal] have perpetual suc- 
cession, and they, and their successors, shall at all times 
for ever be able and capable in law to have, purchase, 
take, receive, possess and enjoy lands, tenements and here- 
ditaments, liberties franchises and jurisdictions, goods, chat- 
tels and effects, to them, and their successors for ever, or 
for any other or less estate, and the same lands, tenements 
and hereditaments, goods, chattels and effects, to grant, 
bargain, sell, alien and convey, mortgage, pledge, charge 
and incumber, or demise and dispose of, at their will and 
pleasure: Provided always, That no sale be made of any 
of the lands, tenements or hereditaments, except such as 
hereafter may be acquired, and that no part of the estate 
be mortgaged or incumbered for any sum, exceeding the 
amount of three years taxes within the said district, nor 
for a longer term than three years. [This proviso repeal- 
ed. See Post. 30. ] 

No. 2.—Src. 2. 4nd be it further enacted, That a ma- 
jority of the commissioners shall be a quorum for transacting 
all business, except for the purchase or sale of real estate, for 
the mortgaging or incumbering of the same, or for bor- 
rowing any money as aforesaid, for which purposes the con- 
currence of ten members shall be essential and the said 
commissioners shall receive no pecuniary compensation for 
their services. 

No. 3.—Src. 3. And be it further enacted, That the said 
corporation, by the name and style aforesaid, are, and for 
ever shall be, able and capable in law to sue and be sued, 
pleadand be impleaded, answer and beanswered unto, defend 
and be defended, in all courts of record and elsewhere, in 
all actions, suits, complaints, pleas, causes and matters 
whatsoever, and to do and execute all things that to them, 
as a body politic and corporate, shall and may appertain ; 
and for that purpose shall have and use one common seal, 
and the same from time to time shall and may, at their 
will and pleasure, change and make anew. 

No. 4.—Sgc. 4. [The fore part of this section repealed and 
obsolete.| Provided always, That no person shall be ex- 
cluded from the choice of the people, on account of his 
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having before filled the office of commissioner : nd pro- 
vided also, Thatin all cases wherein the number of votes 
shall he equal for two or more candidates, the preference 
shall be decided by lot, to be drawn by the inspectors of 
the election. | 

[Section 5th, 6th and:7th, repealed and obsolete. | 

No. 5.—Src. 8. nd be it further enacted, That the 
fifteen persons, who shall, at the next election, to be held 
in pursuance of this act, have the highest number of votes 
for the office of commissioners, shall meet together, at the 
house now occupied by Catharine Fritz, between the hours 
of nine and eleven of the clock in the forenoon of the 
fourth day next following the said election; and that the 
five persons, who shall, at every subsequent election have 
the highest number of votes for the said office of commis- 
sioners, together with the ten commissioners whose time 
shall not have expired, shall meet together, at such place 
as may be legally appointed, between the hours of nine and 
eleven in the forenoon, on the fourth day next following 
each and every election to be held in pursuance of this act, 
and shall then and there receive the said returns of com- 
missioners elect, and shall forthwith proceed to examine 
the same, and to judge and determine thereon. And for 
that purpose the said commissioners so met, or a majority 
of them, shall be judges of the said elections, and shall 
have full power and authority to approve thereof, or to set 
aside the same, and to order new elections, as the law may 
require, to be held in the manner herein before directed, 
and at such times as shall be by them appointed, of which 
they shall give at least six days previous notice, by hand- 
bills, posted up in at least ten of the most public places 
within the district. This section supplied in part. See 
No. 42, No. 44. ; 

No. 6.—Src. 9. 4nd be it further enacted, That each 
and every commissioner, who shall be elected and returned, 
and whose election shall be approved in manner aforesaid, 
shall, before he enters on the execution of his said office, 
take a solemn oath or affirmation, well and faithfully to 
execute the office of a commissioner of the said district. 
And shall thereupon, without any further or other com- 
mission, enter upon the duties thereof, and shall hold and 
exercise the same for the term for which he shall have 
heen elected as aforesaid. 
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No. 7.—Sec. 10. nd beit further enacted, That if any 
commissioner of the said district shall misbehave in his said 
office, or shall fail or neglect well and faithfully to dis- 
charge the duties thereof, it shall and may be lawful for 
any number, not less than ten, of the said commissioners, 
on the petition and complaint in writing of thirty electors 
of the said district, fifteen of whom at least shall be free- 
holders, to remove, in a summary way, any such commis- 
sioner from his said office: Provided nevertheless, That 
the said petition and complaint in writing shall fully and 
minutely state all the causes assigned for such removal, 
and no other cause whatever shall be assigned, heard or 
inquired into: And provided also, That a copy of the 
said petition and complaint, with a notice of the time and 
place appointed for hearing and inquiring into the same, 
shall be served on such commissioner, at least ten days be- 
fore any such hearing or inquiry shall be made. 

No. 8.—Sec. 11. 4nd be it further enacted, 'That in case 
two or more vacancies shall happen, by death, removal, or 
otherwise, a majority of the board of commissioners may 
appoint special elections for supplying such vacancies, and 
for that purpose, a writ, under the hand of their president 
and seal of the corporation, shall issue, directed to the pro- 
per officers; and every special election shall be held and 
conducted, and the proper return thereof made in manner 
and form, as is herein before directed for the general elec- 
tion; and the persons so legally chosen shall be commis- 
sioners for the remainder of the time, that the commis- 
seu in whose places they were elected had been elected 
or. 

No.9.—Sxrc. 12. And be it further enacted, That the said 
commissioners, when assembled together for that purpose, 
shall have full power and authority to make, ordain, consti- 
tute and establish such and so many laws, ordinances, regula- 
tions and constitutions, not inconsistent with the constitu- 
tion and laws of this commonwealth, as shall be necessary 
and convenient for the purposes of ascertaining the toll 
and rates of wharfage of all articles brought to public 
landings in the said districts, for directing the conduct of 
all persons concerned in buying, selling, or acting on any 
part of the estate belonging to the said district ; for fixing 
the compensations of the officers appointed by the said 
commissioners, for their respective services; for lighting, 
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watching, watering, pitching, paving, repairing and cleans- 
ing the streets, lanes and alleys; and for preventing and 
removing nuisances therein, on the wharves, in the docks, 
or elsewhere; and directing, appointing and regulating the 
time, order and manner of lighting, watching, watering, 
pitching, paving, repairing and cleansing the said streets, 
lanes and alleys; and the same to enforce, put in use and 
execution, by the proper officers, under such penalties as 
they may prescribe, and at their pleasure to revoke, alter 
and make anew; Provided always, That nothing herein 
contained shall vest in the said commissioners an authority 
to regulate the prices of property or labour. 

No. 10.—Skc. 13. And be tt further enacted, That the 
court of general Quarter Sessions of the peace for the county 
of Philadelphia shall have and they are hereby vested with, 
full power and authority to inquire of, hear, try and de- 
termine all offences which shall be committed within the 
said district, contrary to this act, or against any of the 
laws, ordinances, regulations or constitutions, that shall be 
made, ordained or established, in pursuance of this act, 
and to punish the offender or offenders, as by the said laws, 
ordinances, regulations or constitutions, shall be prescribed 
or directed. [Penalties under $14 recoverable before 
justices of the peace. See Fines under ordinance. } 

No. 11.—Src. 14. And be it further enacted, 'That such 
and so many of the said laws, ordinances, regulations and con- 
stitutions, as shall not be published in two or more of the pub- 
lic newspapers published in the said district, or in the city 
of Philadelphia, and in hand bills, within ten days from 
and after their being severally passed, ordained and estab- 
lished, and also recorded in the office of the master of the 
rolls, who shall be allowed and paid for recording thereof 
at the same rate as is allowed for recording the laws of this 
commonwealth, within thirty days from and after their 
being so as aforesaid passed, ordained and established, shall 
be null and void. 

No. 12.—Ssc. 15. 4nd be it further enacted, That be- 
fore any of the said laws, ordinances, regulations and con- 
stitutions, shall be so as aforesaid recorded, the publica- 
tions thereof, respectively shall be proved, by the oath or 
solemn affirmation of some credible person, which oath or 
affirmation shall be recorded therewith, and at all times be 
deemed and taken as sufficient evidence of the time of such 
publication. 
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No. 138.—Sec. 16. And be it further enacted, That 
the said commissioners shall have full power and authority 
to limit, direct and appoint the depth of all vaults, wells 
and sinks, hereafter to be dug in the said district, for privies 
or necessaries, which regulation, being so made as afore- 
said, shall be published and recorded, and the publication 
proved in the same manner, and within the same period, 
as is herein before directed ; and if any person or persons 
shall dig or cause to be dug, any such vault, well or sink, 
for privy or necessary houses, of any greater depth than 
shall be limited or appointed as aforesaid, every such per- 
son or persons so offending, and being thereof legally con- 
victed in the court of Quarter Sessions of the peace for the 
eounty of Philadelphia, shall forfeit and pay the sum of 
fifty pounds, and the said vaults, wells and sinks shall be 
filled up, at the expense of the owners. 

No. 14.—Segc. 17. nd be it further enacted, That no 
person or persons shall Jay any foundation or party wall 
within the said district, before they shall have applied to 
the regulators appointed by the said commissioners, who are 
hereby required and empowered to appoint three or more 
discreet and skilful persons for that purpose. 

No. 15.—Serc. 18. 4nd be it further enacted, That the 
said regulators, upon application to them made, shall have 
full power and authority to enter upon the land of any 
person or persons, in order to set out the foundation and 
regulate the walls to be built between party and party, as 
to the breadth or thickness thereof, which foundation shall 
be laid equally upon the lands of the persons between 
whom such party walls are to be made, and the first builder 
shall be reimbursed one moiety of the charge of such party 
wall, or for so much thereof as the next builder shall have 
occasion to make use of, before such next builder shall use 
or break into the said wall, the charge or value whereof 
to be fixed by the said regulators, or by arbitrators mu- 
tually chosen.

2. nd be it further enacted, by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the said commissioners be and they 
are hereby authorized to appoint, at a meeting to be held 
by them on the second Monday of May annually, one of the 
Justices of the Peace residing in the said district of South- 
wark, as Police Magistrate. 

No. 31.—Szc. 3. nd be it further enacted, by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the proviso in the first section of 
the act to which this is a supplement, be, and the same is 
hereby repealed, and the said commissioners are hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow on loan, any sum or 
sums of money that they may deem necessary for the im- 
provement of the said district of Southwark. 


Act of the Legislature passed 31st March, 1836. 


An Act for dividing the incorporated district of Southwark, in the county 
of Philadelphia, into five wards, and for other purposes. 


No. 32.—Srec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the commonwealth of Penn- 
syloania, in General Assembly met, and it is hereby enact- 
ed by the authority of the same, That the incorporated 
district of Southwark, in the county of Philadelphia, shall 
be, and hereby is divided into five wards, in manner follow- 
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ing, that is to say: So much of the said district as lies east 
of the centre of Third street, and north of the centre of Ca- 
tharine street, shall be the first ward: so much of the said 
district as lies east of the centre of Third street, and south 
of the centre of Catharine street, to the centre of the rail 
road of the “ Southwark Rail Road Company,” as at pre- 
sent located, shall be the second ward: so much of the said 
district as lies west of the centre of Third street, and north 
of the centre of Catharine street, shall be the third ward: 
so much of the said district as lies west of the centre of 
Third street, and south of the centre of Catharine street, 
to the centre of the said rail road of the “ Southwark Rail 
Road Company,” as at present located, shall be the fourth 
ward: and so much of the said district as lies south of the 
centre of the rail road of the ‘“ Southwark Rail Road Com- 
pany,’ as at present located, shall be the fifth ward. 

No. 33.—Sec. 2. It shall henceforth be lawful for the 
electors of each and every of the said wards, annually, to 
elect for the wards, in which they, the said electors, respec- 
tively shall reside, two inspectors of the general election, 
who shall be residents of the ward for which they shall be 
elected; and that the said election for inspectors shall be 
opened and held at the time, and conducted, superintended 
and regulated in the manner provided and prescribed by 
the existing laws of this commonwealth, regulating the 
elections of inspectors of the general elections. | 

No. 34.—Sec. 3. The aforesaid elections shall be held at 
the following named places, that is to say:—For the first 
ward, at the public house lately occupied by Sarah Moose, 
in Front street above Mead street or alley: for the second 
ward, at the public house now occupied by John Macon- 
nell, at the south-west corner of Catharine and Second 
streets: for the third ward, at the public house now occu- 
pied by Robert Tait, south-east corner of Fourth and Ship- 
pen streets: for the fourth ward, at the public house now 
occupied by William C. Nolen, south-east corner of Queen 
and Fifth streets: and for the fifth ward, at the public 
house now occupied by George Diamond, in Front street 
below Federal street. Provided, that if at any time hereafter 
it shall be necessary, it shall and may be lawful for the 
qualified voters of each of the said wards, to change the 
place of holding the said elections of their respective wards, 
to such other place in the same ward as may be most con-

Act of the Legislature, passed 7th March, 1799. 


An act for the appointment and regulation of Constables in the District 
of Southwark. 


No. 1.—Serc. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That from and after the passing of 
this act, the electors of the district of Southwark shall, on 
the same day and at the same place where they meet to 
choose Inspectors for the election of Commissioners for said 
district, annually elect six suitable citizens residing in the 
district aforesaid, and return the name of the persons so 
elected to the next General Court of Quarter Sessions to be 
held for the county of Philadelphia, and the said Court 
shall appoint three of them Constables for the said district; 
and if either of the said Constables, elected and appointed 
as aforesaid, refuse or neglect to take upon him the office 
to which he shall be appointed as aforesaid, or in case of 
vacancy by dismission from office for misconduct, death, 
resignation, or removal from the said district, the Court 
may and shall appoint another proper person to serve the 
office of Constable for and during the term or residue of the 
term which the person in whose room he shall be so ap- 
pointed was entitled to serve. _ | | 

No. 2.—Suc. 2. 4nd be it further enacted, That be- 
fore any Constable of the said district, elected and appoint- 
ed as aforesaid, shall enter on the duties of his office, he 
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shall become bound by recognizance with two or more 
good and sufficient sureties, inhabitants and citizens of the 
said district, to be approved by the Justices of the said 
General Court of Quarter Sessions, for the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of the office jointly and severally, 
in the sum of two hundred dollars, payable to the com- 
monwealth, in trust for the use and benefit of all and 
every person or persons, who may be injured or aggrieved 
by the neglect or improper conduct of such Constable in 
the execution of the duties of his said office. 

No. 3.—Src. 3. vnd be it further enacted, 'That. if 
any Constable or Constables, elected and appointed under 
this act, or any person or persons by his or their direction, 
shall at any time hereafter purchase, on account or for the 
use of the said Constables or any them, at his or their re- 
spective sales, any goods, chattels, wares or merchandizes, 
taken in execution by the said Constables, or any of them, 
and the same be proved on the oath or affirmation of one 
or more credible witness or witnesses, such Constable shall 
forfeit and pay for every such offence any sum not less than 
ten, nor more than one hundred dollars, one half for the 
use of the state, and the other for the use of the person 
who shall inform of and prove the buying aforesaid, to be 
recovered in any Court of Record in the county of Phila- 
delphia; and on conviction as aforesaid the said Constable 
shall be disqualified from holding said office for and during 
the term for which he shall have been appointed. 

No. 4.—Sec. 4. 4nd be it further enacted, That so 
much of the act, entituled “ A Supplement to the act, en- 
titled An Act to extend the powers of the Justices of the 
Peace in thisstate,’’ passed the thirteenth day of February, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and 
ninety-six, as relates to the election and appointment of 
High Constable for the district of Southwark, be, and the 
same is hereby repealed. 


Act of the Legislature, passed 29th March, 1824. 


A further supplement to the act, entitled An act to amend and consoli- 
date, with its supplements, the act, entitled “ An act for the recovery of 
debts and demands, not exceeding one hundred dollars, before a justice 
of the peace, and for the election of Constables and for other purposes.” 


No. 5.—Sxc. 2. nd be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That in all cases where judgment shall 
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be rendered by any alderman or justice of the peace, 
against any Constable in this commonwealth, under the 
twelfth section of the act to which this is a further supple- 
ment, in addition to the remedies provided by the existing 
laws, it shall be lawful for the plaintiff or plaintiffs, his, her 
or their legal representatives, to take out a transcript of 
such judgment, and file the same in the office of the Pro- 
thonotary of the Court of Common Pleas of the proper 
county; and it shall be the duty of the Prothonotary, at 
the request of such plaintiff or plaintiffs, to issue a fieri 
facias, or capias ad satisfaciendum, against such Constable, 
to be proceeded in, as in other cases; or the said plaintiff 
or plaintiffs may apply to the Court of Common Pleas, who 
shall have power to issue an attachment against such Con- 
stable: Provided, That such proceedings shall. in no case 
be deemed or construed to exonerate the surety or sureties 
of such constable. — ah 

No. 6.—Src. 3. And be it further enacted by the authority 

aforesaid, That it shall be the duty of the several courts 
of quarter sessions, or mayors courts in this commonwealth, 
to require of all Constables hereafter elected or appointed, 
who by the present laws would be obliged to give security 
before they enter into the execution of their duty, an ob- 
ligation, in the name of the commonwealth with one or 
more sureties, to be approved by the court, in a sum not 
less than five hundred nor exceeding three thousand dollars, 
at the discretion of the court, conditioned for the just and 
faithful discharge of his office of Constable, according to 
law ; and the said obligation shall be held in trust, for the 
use and benefit of all persons who may sustain any injury 
from him in his official capacity, and for the true and faith- 
ful execution of all process placed in his hands, to all in- 
tents and purposes, as sheriffs’ bonds are usually given; and 
such obligations may be proceeded in as other official bonds 
are by law directed: Provided, That if any person or 
persons elected or returned as Constables, shall neglect to 
enter such security, it shall be the duty of the said court to 
appoint a competent person or persons in his or their stead, 
who shall, before he acts, give surety as aforesaid. 

No. 7.—Sec. 4. And be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, 'That suits against the sureties mention- 
ed in the third section of this act, shall not be sustained, 
unless the same be instituted within three years after the 
date of such obligation. 
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No. 8.—Src. 5. And be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That so much of any act or acts as are 
hereby altered or supplied, be, and the same are hereby 
repealed. [or the election of constables in wards.

Ordinance of the District of Southwark, passed 17th June, 
1806. 


An Ordinance fixing the stands for carts, wagons, &c. within the District of 
Southwark. 


No. 1.—Skrc. 1. Be it ordained and enacted, §c. That 
from and after the first day of July next, all carts, drays, 
wagons, sleighs, sleds, or other carriages of burden or plea- 
sure, that are not loaded, or that may be waiting for em- 
ploy within the district aforesaid, shall stand in the follow- 
ing places, and in the following order, viz: In Argyle or 
Almond street, from Water and Swanson streets to Second 
street, leaving a clear distance of ten feet from the west 
line of Water and Swanson streets and the east line of Se- 
cond street; as also on the east and west sides of Front and 
Penn streets; likewise ten feet clear distance on each side 
of each and every pump. 

No. 2.—Suc. 2. “nd be it further enacted, That the 
carts, drays, wagons, sleighs, sleds or other carriages of bur- 
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den or pleasure, shall stand in the following order, viz: On 
the north side of said Argyle or Almond street, from the 
first day of November to the first day of May in each and 
every year, with the hindmost part towards the foot-way, 
and their horse, horses or beasts’ heads in a slanting or south- 
westward direction, so as the off wheel shall stand against 
the curb-stone. And on the south side of said Argyle or 
Almond street, from the first day of May to the first day of 
November in each and every year, with their horses or 
beasts’ heads in a slanting or north-westward direction, so 
that the near wheel shall stand against the curb-stone. 
[ Repealed in part, see No. 15| 

No. 3.—Src. 3. 4nd be it further enacted, That the east 
side of Swanson street, from Parham’s alley to Christian 
street, be, and it is hereby assigned, as a stand for carriages 
as aforesaid, observing the same distances from the inter- 
sections of streets and alleys, commonly used as carriage 
ways, and also from pumps, as is directed respecting Argyle 
or Almond street; and the horses or beasts’ heads to stand 
in a northerly direction, as near to the curbstones as cir- 
cumstances may permit. 

No. 4.—Src. 4. 4nd be it further enacted, That all 
and every person or persons, owning or driving any carts, 
drays, wagons, sleighs, sleds, or other carriages of burden 
or pleasure, who shall transgress any regulation contained 
in this ordinance, shall forfeit and pay, to any person or per- 
sons suing for the same, the sum of one dollar for every such 
offence ; one moiety or half part thereof shall be paid to the 
treasurer of said district, and the other moiety retained by 
the person or persons suing for and recovering the same; 
any ordinance, resolution, rule or regulation, to the contrary 
in any wise notwithstanding. 


Ordinance of the District of Southwark, passed 26th Feb. 
1818. 


An Ordinance for numbering the wagons, carts and drays, in the District 
of Southwark. 


Whereas from the increased number of wagons, carts 
and drays, within the district of Southwark, it has become 
necessary to subject the owners and drivers thereof to such 
regulations as may secure the inhabitants from injury by 
their misconduct, and prevent a violation of the duty the 
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carriers owe to the citizens, owning the property carried, or 
readily lead to a discovery of the offender ; and it being 
reasonable and necessary, that some security should be pro- 
vided for the owners of such articles, as may be intrusted to 
the carters, wagoners and porters, employed in transporting 
them, it is in the first place necessary that they should be 
easily discoverable when guilty of any fraud or neglect : 
Therefore, | 

No. 5.—Src. 1. Beit ordained, §c. That from and af- 
ter the first day of May next, no owner of any wagon, cart 
or dray, employed in the transportion of articles within the 
district of Southwark, for hire or pay, shall himself employ 
his wagon, cart or dray, or suffer it or them to be used or 
employed by any person or persons for the purpose afore- 
said, within the said district, unless such wagon, cart or 
dray, be first numbered and entered in the manner herein- 
after directed, and a certificate thereof be obtained from 
the district clerk, by such owner in the manner hereinafter 
directed. - 

No. 6.—Skc. 2. And be it further ordained and enacted, 
That all wagons, carts, and drays, employed in transport- 
ing articles for hire or pay, within the said district, shall on 
or before the said first day of May next, be numbered with 
plain and conspicuous figures of metal, and secured on the 
off shaft, not less than three inches in length, each of the 
several mentioned description to begin with 8. 1. and so 
on progressively, to the extent of the number of carriages. 

No. 7.—Sxc. 3. And be it further ordained and enact- 
ed, That the said district clerk shall keep a book for the ex- 
press purpose of entering and registering the names and 
places of abode of the owner of every wagon, cart, or dray, 
to be used for the transportation of articles within the said 
district for hire or pay, and shall cause to be entered there- 
in, under the proper head of each separate description, the 
number of each wagon, cart, or dray, beginning with No. 
1, and going on progressively, and the name or names, and 
place or places of abode of the owners thereof, which entry 
shall be acknowledged by the signature of such owner, or 
owners, with his or their proper hand or firm. 

No. 8.—Sxc. 4. 4nd be it further ordained and enacted, 
That the owner or owners of such wagon, cart or dray, 
shall on or before the first day of May next, appear at the 
district clerk’s office, and there enter his or their name or 
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names, and place or places of abode, and description of 
every such wagon, cart, or dray, by him or them owned, 
and the number thereon, to be affixed in the book to be kept 
for that purpose, which entry shall be acknowledged by the 
signature of such owner or owners, with his or their proper 
hand or firm. 

_ No.9.—Src. 5. And be it further ordained and enacted, 
That the owner or owners of such wagon, cart, or dray, 
shall, after having made such entry as aforesaid, receive 
from the said district clerk, a certificate thereof, stating 
the number of each wagon, cart, or dray, so entered, and 
the place or places of abode of the owner or owners there- 
of, and the owner or owners of such wagon, carts, or drays, 
shall thereupon pay to the said district clerk, for the use 
of said district, for each wagon, cart, or dray, so by him or 
them entered, the sum of seventy-five cents. — 

No. 10.—Src. 6. nd be it further ordained and enact- 
ed, That the owner or owners of such wagon, cart, or dray, 
shall annually, between the first and tenth day of May, 
appear at the offices of the said district clerk, and take 
out a new certificate of their wagons, carts, or drays, 
respectively, having been entered agreeably to the provi- 
sions of this ordinance, for which certificate they shall re- 
spectively pay to the district clerk, the sum of twenty-five 
cents for the use of the district. | 

No. 11.—Serc. 7. 4nd be it further ordained and enact- 
ed, That it shall be the duty of every owner of such wagon, 
cart or dray, who, after having entered the same, shall 
change his place of abode, within ten days after his re- 
moval, to appear at the office of the said district clerk, and 
state the place to which he has removed, and have his cer- 
tificate altered accordingly ; for which alteration no charge 
shall be made by the district clerk; and every such owner 
removing as aforesaid, who shall neglect or refuse to com- 
ply with the provisions of this section, or neglect to have 
the number aflixed to his wagon, cart or dray, shall forfeit 
and pay the sum of jive dollars, to be recovered with costs 
by any person who will sue for the same before any magis- 
trate or justice of the peace of the district, in the same 
manner as debts under one hundred dollars are by law re- 
coverable, one moiety thereof shall be for the use of the 
person who shall sue for the same, and the other moiety 
the magistrate or justice of the peace, before whom the 
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suit is brought, shall receive and pay to the district trea- 
surer, for the use of the district.

mentioned) or shall forge or cause to be forged or counter- 
feited, any such certificate, every person so offending, shall 
for every such offence, forfeit and pay the sum of ten dol- 
Jars, to be recovered with costs, by any person that shall 
sue for the same, in the manner and for the uses herein 
before mentioned. 

4nd be it further ordained and enact- 
ed, That any wagoner, carter, drayman, or porter, who shall, 
when he is not actually employed, keep his horse or horses, 
wagon, cart or dray, standing in any other part of the 
streets, lanes, or alleys, of this district, than those which 
are, or shall be appointed for them as stands, by the com- 
missioners or inhabitants of the district of Southwark, or 
when at those stands, shall not place or range his horse, or

An Ordinance declaring Second street and Moyamensing road, in the Dis- 
trict of Southwark, Stands for Market Wagons, Carts and Sleds, and for 
other purposes. 


No. 16.—Src. 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the 
Commissioners and Inhabitants of the District of South- 
wark, in council assembled, and itis hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That from and after the passage of 
this ordinance, the east side of Second street and Moya- 
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mensing Road in the said District, from the first day of 
April until the first day of October, in each and every 
year, and the west side of said Second street and Moya- 
mensing Road, from the tirst day of October until the first 
day of April in each and every year, as the said Second 
street and Moyamensing Road extend from the south side 
of South or Cedar street, unto the north side of Prime 
street, shall be stands for wagons, carts, sleds and other 
vehicles of country people bringing the produce of their 
farms to market, the said vehicles to stand in a single row 
with their front to the south, to be placed as near as possi- 
ble to the posts or curb-stones, by the side of the street, and 
leaving the middle and other parts of the said street open 
for the passage to and fro of other horses and vehicles: 
Provided, that no horses or vehicles of any description shall 
be placed so near to the intersection of any street or foot- 
way as to obstruct the passage across or over the same, or 
so near to each other as to prevent foot passengers from 
passing freely between the same; and if any person or per- 
sons shall place their wagons, carts, sleds, or other vehicles 
in any other manner than is herein described, or shall ob- 
struct the said passage or footway, every such person or 
persons shall for each and every offence, forfeit and pay 
the sum of two dollars, to be recovered with costs before 
any Justice of the Peace of the said district, as debts under 
forty shillings are recoverable, and the same shall be paid 
into the treasury for the use of the said district. 

No. 17.—Sec. 2. nd be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That if from and after the passage of 
this ordinance the horses or empty vehicles of those persons 
who bring their produce to the city market, shall be put or 
left in any part of the public streets, lanes or alleys of the 
said district, the owners or persons having charge of such 
horse or vehicle, shall for each and every offence forfeit and 
pay the sum of two dollars, to be recovered with costs, in 
the same manner and for the uses before mentioned, any 
ordinance to the contrary notwithstanding.

An Ordinance passed 6th November, 1835. 


An Ordinance for appointing District Colleetor, defining his duties, and 
fixing his compensation. 


Sec. 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the Commis- 
stoners and Inhabitants of the district of Southwark, in 
council assembled, and it is hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of the same, 'That on the first meeting of the 
board, subsequent to the passage of this ordinance, and on 
the first Monday in January, annually thereafter, there 
shall be elected a district collector, whose duty it shall be 
to collect all debts due, or coming due, or which shall here- 
after come due, to this corporation, with the exception of 
taxes. 

Sec. 2. The said collector, before he enters upon the 
duties of his office, shall give bond, with approved security, 
in such sum as the board may deem necessary, conditioning 
for the paying over to the treasurer of the said commis- 
sioners at the times prescribed, all sums of money which he 
shall collect, and for the faithful performance of his duties 
generally. : 

Sec. 3. The said collector shall pay over weekly all sums 
of money which he shall receive to the treasurer of the 
commissioners aforesaid, and shall take his receipt for the 
same. 

Sec. 4. The account and vouchers of the said collector 
shall be examined and compared at the termination of 
every month, by the committee of accounts, and a state- 
ment thereof presented to the board. 

Sec. 5. The said collector shall be under the superin- 
tendence, and obey the instructions of the watering com- 
mittee, so far as it regards all accounts placed in his hands 
by the said committee, and in regard to all other accounts 
he shall obey the instructions of the committee of outstand- 
ing debts. 

Sec. 6. The said collector shall receive such compensa- 
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tion for his services as shall be determined by the board, 
provided that the same shall not exceed five per centum 
on all sums paid by him to the treasurer.

Ordinance passed March 1, 1832. 


An Ordinance, supplementary to an Ordinance, entitled “an Ordinance 
for the Suppression of Nuisances, &c.” passed renrenoG 22, 1794. 


Sec. 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the Commis- 
sioners and Inhabitants of the District of Southwark, in 
council assembled, and it is hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of the same, That from and after the publication 
of this ordinance, if any person shall build or place, or 
cause to be built or placed on any street, lane or alley, 
within the limit of this district, any cellar- door, porch or 
step, so that the same shall extend on or over the footway, 
at a greater distance from the regulation line of the house 
or lot, fronting on said street, lane or alley, than the follow- 
ing proportions, to wit: four feet six inches to a street, 
lane or alley of the width of fifty feet or upwards; three 
feet nine inches to any street, lane or alley of the width of 
forty feet and upwards; three feet to any street, lane or alley 
of the width of thirty feet and upwards; two feet six inches 
to any street, lane or alley of the width of twenty feet and 
upwards; and ten inches to all streets, lanes or alleys of a less 
denomination than twenty feet. Allsuch person or persons, or 
the owner or owners of such house or houses, and lot or lots, 
shall be notified by the Superintendent of the Highways, 
or his deputy, to remove the same within thirty days, when 
if such person or persons, owner or owners, shall fail to 
comply with the requisition of such notice, he, she or they 
shall pay a fine of five dollars, to be recovered, with costs, 
before any Justice of the Peace of said district, as debts 
under forty shillings are by law recoverable, for the use of 
the district, and it shall be the duty of the said Superin- 
tendent to remove the same at the expense of the owner 
or owners thereof.

Ordinance passed August 3, 1831. 


An Ordinance to consolidate, alter and amend the ordinances to prevent 
dogs from running at large in the District of Southwark. 


WuerEas much alarm exists in the public mind, in con- 
sequence of the great number of dogs running at large in 
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the district of Southwark, excitings fears and apprehen- 
sons of that dreadful malady, HYDROPHOBIA, 

Sec. 1.—Be it ordained and enacted by the Commis- 
sioners and Inhabitants of the District of Southwark, in 
council assembled, and it is hereby enacted by the autho- 
rity of the same, That from and after the passage of this 
ordinance, it shall not be lawful for any dog to go at large 
in the district of Southwark, except under the following 
restrictions: that is to say, every dog going at large within 
the said district, shall have round its neck a collar of metal, 
or a collar of leather with a metal plate, on which metal 
collar or plate shall be inscribed the name of the owner of 
said dog, and his or her place of residence; also, that each 
and every dog so going at large, shall have securely put on, 
a good, strong, substantial and safe muzzle, so’as effectu- 
ally to prevent said dog from biting or snapping ; and if any 
doubt shall arise as to the strength or safety of said muz- 
zle worn by any such dog, it shall be the duty of the Con- 
stables, or any person acting under this ordinance, forth- 
with to take the said dog before any Justice of the Peace 
of the said district, whose decision shall be conclusive. But 
that nothing herein contained shall be construed to permit 
any female dog when in heat, whether muzzled or other- 
wise, to run at large in the district of Southwark, but any 
such female dog so going at large, to be taken up and de- 
stroyed in the mode hereinafter provided. 

Src. 2.—The owner or agent, or other person, at whose 
house or premises, building, store or dwelling-place, any fe- 
male dog is usually found, or permitted to remain, or any 

other person having or exercising agency or ownership in 
or over any female dog, if such female dog be found when 
in heat, going at large in the district of Southwark, such 
owner, agent, or other person, shall be liable to a penalty 
of ten dollars, to be recovered with costs, as debts under 
one hundred dollars are by law recoverable before any Jus- 
tice of the Peace of the said district, one half for the use of 
the person suing for the same, and the other half for the 
use of the Commissioners and Inhabitants of the District of 
Southwark. 

Sec. 3.—The President of this Corporation is hereby 
authorized to appoint as many persons as he may deem ne- 
cessary, whose duty it shall be to carry this ordinance into 
strict effect, by causing all dogs found running at large in 
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the district of Southwark, to be taken up, killed and bu- 
ried, when not within the exceptions in the foregoing sec- 
tions—or in cases of clearly established accident or emer- 
gency, may be disposed of at the discretion of the President 
of this Corporation.—And for the services to be performed 
in taking up, and killing and burying each dog, the person 
so to be appointed shall receive the sum of fifty cents, as 
well for all other necessary expenses that may be incurred 
in executing this ordinance, to be paid out of the District 
Funds. 

Sec. 4.—Any person who shall obstruct the officers, 
constables or other persons, to be appointed as aforesaid, in 
carrying into effect the provisions of this ordinance, or wil- 
fully or maliciously obstruct or molest the persons employed 
in the seizure or transportation of the dogs by them arrest- 
ed, or in the burial of their carcases, or shall wilfully or 
maliciously destroy or injure any public or private proper- 
ty connected with the execution of this ordinance, every 
such person shall be liable to forfeit and pay the sum of one 
hundred dollars for every such offence, to be sued for, and 
recovered with costs, before any Justice of the Peace of the 
said district, as debts under one hundred dollars are by law 
recoverable, one half to the use of the person suing for the 
same, and the other half for the use of the Commissioners 
and Inhabitants of the District of Southwark. 

Sec. 5.—All ordinances heretofore passed in order to pre- 
vent dogs from running at large in the district of South- 
wark, shall be, and the same are hereby repealed. 


FIRING CHIMNIES. 
Act of 26th March, 1762. 


Sec. 5.—And for the preventing of accidents that may 
happen by fire in the said district, Be it enacted, That if 
any person or persons, within the said district, shall set on 
fire his or their chimney or chimnies, to cleanse them, or 
shall suffer the same to be done, or that shall suffer any of 
them to blaze out of the top, and be thereof legally con- 
victed before any Justice of the Peace of the county of Phi- 
adelphia, such person or persons shall forfeit and pay the 
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sum of twenty shillings to the Overseers of the Poor of the 
said district, for the use of the poor thereof. 


FIRING OF GUNS. 
ACT OF ASSEMBLY. 


To sell or fire squibs or fire-works, &c. 1 


Act of the Legislature, passed 9th February, 1750. 
An act for the more effectual preventing accidents, &c. 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted, That if any person shall fire any , 
gun or other fire-arm, or shall make, or cause to be made, or 
sell or utter, or offer to expose to sale, any squibs, rockets 
or other fire-works, or shall cast, throw or fire any squibs, 
rockets or other fire-works, within any of the said towns or 
boroughs, without the Governor’s special license for the 
same, every such person or persons, so offending, shall be 
subject to the like penalties and forfeitures, and to be re- 
covered in like manner, as in and by an act, passed in the 
eighth year of the reign of King George the first, entitled, 
“ An act for preventing accidents,” &c. are directed to be 
levied and recovered.

Act of the Legislature, passed 24th December, 1774, 


An act to suppress the disorderly practice of firing guns, &c. on the times 
therein mentioned. 


Sec. 1. That whereas a disorderly practice prevails in 
many parts of this province, of firing guns at or near new- 
year’s day, which is frequently attended with much mischief 
and greatly disturbs the public peace: for remedy whereof 
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for the future, Be it enacted, That if, after the publication 
of this act, any person or persons shall, on any thirty-first 
day of December, or first or second day of January, in every 
year, wantonly, and without reasonable occasion, discharge 
and fire off any hand-gun, pistol or other fire arms, or shall 
cast, throw or fire any squibs, rockets or other fire-works, 
within the inhabited parts of this province, to the distur- 
bance of any of his majesty’s subjects there inhabiting and 
being, every such person so offending, and being thereof con- 
victed before any one justice of the peace of the county, or 
mayor or other head officer, a justice of the peace of any 
city or town corporate, where such offence shall be com- 
mitted, either by confession of the party so offending, or the 
oath or affirmation of one or more credible witnesses (which 
oath or affirmation the said justice or other officer aforesaid 
is hereby empowered and required to administer) shall for 
every such offence forfeit, for the use of the poor of the 
township or district where such offender lives, the sum of 
ten shillings, to be levied by distress and sale of the offend- 
er’s goods and chattels, by warrant, under the hand and 
seal of the justice or other officer before whom such offend- 
er shall be convicted, returning the overplus, if any, to the 
owner, the reasonable charge of distraining being first de- 
ducted ; and for want of such distress, such offender shall be 
committed to prison for the space of five days, without bail 
or main prize. paths 

Src. 2. If any person or persons, after the publication of 
this act, shall willingly permit or suffer, within the time 
aforesaid, any person or persons to discharge or fire off, at 
his or her house, any hand-gun, pistol or other fire arms, or 
to cast, throw or fire any squibs, rockets, or other fire-works, 
as aforesaid, every person so as aforesaid offending, and 
being thereof convicted in manner aforesaid, shall for every 
such offence forfeit and pay, for the use aforesaid, the sum 
of twenty shillings, to be recovered in manner aforesaid. 

Sec. 3. The constable of each respective city, borough, 
township or place, in every county of this province, having 
any knowledge of any offences against this act, shall, and 
he is hereby required under the penalty of twenty shillings, 
to present on oath or affirmation, every such offence to one 
of the next justices of the peace of their respective coun- 
ties, or before the justices of the general quarter sessions of 
the peace for the same county, together with the name or 
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names of all such offenders, that they may be tried, agreea- 
ble to the directions of this act. 

Sec. 4. Provided always, That if any person shall con- 
ceive him or herself aggrieved by the judgment of any such 
justice, he or she may appeal to the next county court of 
quarter sessions of the said county, who shall, on the peti- 
tion of the party, take such order therein, as to them shall 
appear just and reasonable, and the same shall be conclu- 
sive to all parties. | 

Sec. 5. Provided always, That no person or persons shall 
be prosecuted or troubled for any offence against this act, 
unless the same be prosecuted within four months after the 
offence committed. | ati

without having first obtained permission of the President of 
the Board of Commissioners for the time being, every such 
person or persons shall pay a fine of two dollars. 

Sec. 9. And whereas the firing of cannon, or other great 
pieces of artillery or small arms, and the illuminating of 
houses within the district, on occasions of public rejoicings, 
have been attended with many great mischiefs and incon- 
veniences: /¢ is therefore enacted by the authority afore- 
said, ‘That no person or persons whatsoever, shall fire or 
discharge any cannon, or other piece of artillery or small 
arms, or illuminate, or cause to be illuminated any house 
within the regulated parts of this district, without the per- 
mission of the President of the Board of Commissioners, for 
the time being, first had and obtained in writing, under his 
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hand, shall be subject to the penalty of forfeiting, and ay- 
ing for every piece of cannon or other artillery, or s Pe 
arms so fired, or house so illuminated, the sum of ten ‘dol- 
lars. ;

No. 1.—Src. 30. And be it further enacted, That the 
Commissioners of the district of Southwark, shall have full 
power and authority to assess upon the real and personal 
estate of said district, such a tax as they may consider ne- 
cessary, to purchase the proper number of engines and 
hose carriages with the requisite quantity of hose, and also 
to keep the same in good repair from time to time. 


AN ORDINANCE 


Making appropriations for the use of the Fire Department of the Distridt 
of Southwark, 


Passed May 10th, 1838. 


No. 2.—Sxc. 1. Be zt ordained and enacted by the 
Commissioners and Inhabitants of the District of 
Southwark, in council assembled, and it is hereby or- 
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dained and enacted by the authority of the same, That 
from and after the passage of this ordinance there shall be 
annually appropriated from the funds of the district, the 
sum of fifteen hundred dollars for the use of the fire depart- 
ment of the district of Southwark. 

No. 3.—Sec. 2. The said sum of fifteen hundred dollars 
shall be divided into five equal parts of three hundred dol- 
lars each, and one part shall be given to the Southwark 
Engine Company, one part to the Weccacoe Engine Com- 
pany, one part to the Franklin Engine Company, one part 
to the Niagara Hose Company, and the other part to the 
Marion Hose Company: provided the committee on en- 
gines and hose companies shall, after an examination, (as 
is hereafter provided) report to the Board that the said 
companies are in a good and serviceable condition. 

No. 4.—Src. 3. It shall be the duty of the committee 
on engines and hose, on or before the first Monday in June 
in each and every year, to notify the several fire compa- 
nies aforenamed, that on the following Monday they will 
visit each of the said companies for the purpose of inspec- 
tion. And it shall be the duty of the said committee so to 
visit and inspect the property of the several fire compa- 
nies aforementioned, and report to the Board of Commis- 
sioners at their next stated meeting thereafter, the state 
and condition of each of the several companies; and if the 
report of the said committee be that the said companies 
are in a good and serviceable condition, it shall then be 
the duty of the committee of accounts to report the names 
of the several presidents in whose favour warrants for the 
aforementioned sums are to be drawn, and the Board shall 
thereupon order said warrants to be drawn. 

No. 5.—Sec. 4. This appropriation shall be in lieu of all 
other appropriations. 

No. 6.—Src. 5. All ordinances or resolutions of the 
Board in relation to the several fire companies named in 
the second section of this ordinance, are hereby repealed 
and made null and void.

Fines and forfeitures recoverable before Justices of the Peace, 1 


Act of the Legislature, passed 27th March, 1795. 


A supplement to the act, entitled “An act to incorporate the District of 
Southwark.” . 


Sec. 1. Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in 
General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That all fines, penalties and for- 
feitures, arising from the breach of ordinance or regulation 
passed or which may be passed, by the Board of Commis- 
sioners for the district of Southwark, respecting any offence 
for which the party might not have been proceeded against 
by indictment before the passing of the act, entitled “ An 
act to incorporate the district of Southwark,” may be re- 
covered before any Justice of the Peace in the county of 
Philadelphia ; provided the fine, penalty or forfeiture do 
not exceed the sum of fourteen dollars: Provided always, 
That if any person shall conceive him, her or themselves 
aggrieved by any judgment to be given as aforesaid, it 
shall and may be lawful for such person or persons, at any 
time within the space of six days next following the date 
of such judgment, to appeal therefrom to the next Court 
of Common Pleas of the county of Philadelphia, he, she or 
they first entering into recognizance, with at least one suf- 
ficient surety, in the sum of twenty-eight dollars, to prose- 
cute the said appeal with effect, and to abide the order of 
the court, or, in default thereof, to be sent by mittimus, to 
the sheriff of the county, by him to be kept, until he, she 
or they perform the judgment of the court, or be otherwise 
legally discharged.

An ordinance directing the appropriation of Fines. 


Wuereas it hath been the practice of the superinten- 
dents of the district of Southwark, on the recovery of fines 
under the laws of the state or the ordinances of the district, 
to appropriate one moiety thereof to their own use as in- 
formers, and whereas the superintendent being an officer 
of the district, he is paid for his services by the Board of 
Commissioners, and in consequence of which it ought to be 
his duty to attend to the interests of the district, and to 
have the laws and ordinances enforced, without any other 
emolument than his salary: Therefore, 

Sec. 1. Be it ordained and enacted, &c. That all fines 
recovered under the laws of the state, or the ordinances of 
the district of Southwark, by the superintendent thereof, 
in which he may be informer, shall be received by him 
wholly for the use of the district, and of which he shall 
render an account in his monthly reports to the board, and 
debit himself with the same, any ordinance or usage to the 
contrary notwithstanding.

Act of the Legislature, passed 28th March, 1787. 


An act for securing the City of Philadelphia, and the neighbourhood 
thereof, from damage by gunpowder. 


_ Wuernas, it appears that the act entitled “An act for 
better securing the city of Philadelphia and its liberties, 
from danger of gunpowder,” is in several instances defec- 
tive: Therefore to remedy the defects thereof, 

Sec. 2. Be it enacted, &c. That from and after the pass- - 
ing of this act no person shall keep in any house, store, shop, 
cellar, or other place, within the city of Philadelphia, nor 
the county adjacent, within two miles of the said city, any 
greater quantity of gunpowder, at one time, than thirty 
pounds weight thereof, under the penalty of forfeiture of the 
whole quantity so over and above stored or kept, together 
with the sum of twenty pounds for every such offence. 

Sec. 3. Every captain or master of, or merchant owning 
any ship or vessel, bringing therein into such part of the 
port of Philadelphia, as lies between the southern boundary 
of the district of Southwark, and the north-eastern boundary 
of the township of the Northern Liberties, any gunpowder 
for sale or other purpose (other than such gunpowder as 
shall be especially licensed in that behalf by the supreme 
executive council) shall, within the space of forty-eight 
hours from the arrival and coming to anchor of the said ship 
or vessel within the limits aforesaid, and before such ship or 
vessel shall be brought to any wharf of the said port within 
the said limits, deliver or cause to be delivered, all the gun- 
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powder above thirty pounds weight, brought as aforesaid, 
at the said magazine, between the hours hereinafter pre- 
scribed ; under the penalty of forfeiting at and after the rate 
of twenty pounds for every cask of gunpowder so withheld, 
and not delivered as aforesaid, together with the whole of 
such gunpowder, above the said thirty pounds weight, if 
such gunpowder be the property of the offender; and in 
order that strangers may be the better apprised of the tenor 
of this act, the health-officer and his deputies are required 
and enjoined, as soon as they have opportunity, to give in- 
formation thereof to such captain, master or merchant ; and 
the custom-house and naval officers and their deputies are 
required and enjoined to give such information to the cap- 
tains or other persons coming to their several offices, to 
make entry or report of their arrival or of their cargoes. 

Sec. 4. If any gunpowder stored in the said magazine be 
intended for exportation, it shall not be delivered on board 
of the vessel intended to export the same, while she remains 
at any of the wharves in such part of the port of the city of 
Philadelphia, as aforesaid, but after removal of any such 
gunpowder for the purpose aforesaid from the said maga- 
zine, it shall be immediately delivered into some boat or 
craft, to be used for conveying it on board of such vessel, 
and which boat or craft shall be ready to receive and con- 
vey the same to such vessel, and shall forthwith carry it on 
board thereof, under penalty of forfeiture of such gunpow- 
der, and of the sum of twenty pounds, to be paid by any 
person so offending, and of the further sum of fifteen pounds 
for every hour such boat or craft shall remain at any such 
wharf, after taking or receiving such gunpowder on board ; 
and such gunpowder shall not be unladen from any cart, 
dray or other carriage, on any wharf within the said city 
and the aforesaid adjacent country, until the boat or craft 
into which it is to be delivered, for the purpose of conveying 
it to the vessel intended to export the same, shall be ready 
to receive it, under the penalty of twenty pounds, to be for- 
feited by every person so offending. [Limits altered, see the 
JSollowing act of March 14, 1818.} 

Sec. 5. All gunpowder brought by land into the said city 
or the adjacent country, within two miles of the said city, 
if above thirty pounds weight at one time, shall be imme- 
diately carried to the said magazine, and delivered to the 
superintendent thereof, or his deputy, within the hours here- 
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inafter prescribed for his attendance at the said magazine, 
under the same penalties as if brought by water, and not 
delivered, as in such case is herein directed, at the said ma- 
gazine. 

Szc. 6. No person shall convey in any dray, cart, wagon 
or other carriage, any greater quantity of gunpowder than 
thirty pounds weight, in or through the said city or the ad- 
jacent country, within two miles of the said city, without se- 
curing it in a good bag or bags, or putting a sheet of can- 
vass under and around the said powder, sufficient to prevent 
the same from scattering from the said carriage under the 
penalty of forfeiture of the said gunpowder, and for every 
such offence, the sum of twenty pounds, to be paid by every 
person so offending. 

Src. 7. The superintendent or keeper of the said maga- 
zine shall have and receive for storage of such powder so 
deposited there, twelve pence per barrel per month, and so 
proportionably for half barrels and quarter barrels, for the 
first six months, and six pence per barrel per month, and so 
proportionably for half barrels and quarter barrels, for every 
month any such powder shall remain in the said magazine, 
above the space of six months, and likewise shall have and 
receive for every twelve pounds, or less quantity thereof, 
delivered by the said superintendent or keeper of said ma- 
gazine, or his deputy, at one time, six pence over and above 
the said storage, to be paid to him at and upon the delivery 
thereof to the owner thereof, or the person appointed by 
the said owner to receive the same. [By act of March 8, 
1828, the storage is rated at eight cents. ] 

Sec. 8. The said superintendent or keeper of the said ma- 
gazine, or his successors in the said office for the time be- 
ing, shall be accountable to the owners or deliverers of such 
powder, from and after their delivery at, and depositing 
thereof in the said magazine, (lightning and other una- 
voidable accidents of any kind excepted) and shall also 
cause daily attendance to be given at the magazine afore- 
said, from the hour of nine until twelve in the forenoon, and 
from the hour of two until five in the afternoon, except in 
the months of November, December and January, when 
such attendance in the afternoon shall be from two to four 
o’clock, for delivering out and receiving of, and taking in 
such powder ; and immediately on so receiving into his cus- 
tody, at the said magazine as aforesaid, any quantity of 
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gunpowder, the said superintendent or keeper of the said 
magazine, or his successors for the time being, shall give re- 
ceipts in writing for the same, expressing the quantity of 
powder, and describing the numbers and marks of the 
casks. 

Sec. 9. The supreme executive council shall have power 
to remove the said superintendent or keeper of the said ma- 
gazine, and appoint another in his place, whenever it shall 
appear to them necessary, as well as to appoint a succes- 
sor in case of death, in all which cases, the successor in of- 
fice shall make out an account of all powder in the said 
magazine in the presence of a person to be appointed by 
the council, as also in the presence of his predecessor, if liv- 
ing, and, if not, in the presence of one of his executors or 
administrators, if any, if he shall attend on notice given, 
and the quantity found to be in the said magazine shall be 
charged to the new officer, which account shall also be 
compared, in the presence of such persons as aforesaid, with 
the account of the immediate predecessor, for which pur- 
pose the said superintendent, or the keeper of the said ma- 
gazine, and his successors in the said office, shall keep fair 
books, in which all such powder, so to be brought into the 
said magazine, or found therein at the passing of this act, 
shall be entered, which books shall be delivered up to the 
successors in the said office ; but in case any disputes or 
mistakes shall arise or appear, the executors or administra- 
tors of any deceased superintendent or keeper of the said 
magazine shall have access, at all reasonable times to the 
book delivered up, in order to adjust the said disputes or 
mistakes.

Powder brought up the Delaware where to be landed, 1 
Act of the Legislature, passed 14th March, 1818. 


A supplement to an act, entitled “ An act for securing the city of Philadel- 
phia and the neighbourhood thereof from damage by gunpowder.” 


Sxc. 1. From and after the first day of May next, it 
shall not be lawful for any person or persons to import or 
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introduce gunpowder within the following limits excepting 
as hereinafter directed, that is to say, No vessel having a 
greater quantity than five kegs of gunpowder shall be per- 
mitted to anchor north of the pier next above the Point 
House on the river Delaware, in the township of Moya- 
mensing, and county of Philadelphia, and all gunpowder 
brought up the Delaware shall be landed at the aforesaid 
pier, and when the same is intended to be conveyed to the 
United States arsenal or the state magazine, the same 
shall be transported thither by the most convenient route, 
not approaching nearer to the city than as follows, viz: 
Beginning opposite to the east end of Keeler’s lane on the 
margin of the river Delaware, thence westward along the 
said lane and the southern boundary of Southwark to Pas- 
syunk road, thence up the said road to Federal road, thence 
westward along the same to Gray’s ferry road, thence up 
the same directly to the said United States arsenal on the 
east bank of the river Schuylkill.

An act for the relief and employment of the poor of the city of Philadel- 
phia, the district of Southwark, and the townships of the Northern Li- 
berties and Penn. 


Sec. 1. The select and common councils of the city of 
Philadelphia, the commissioners of the incorporated district 
of the Northern Liberties, the commissioners of the district 
of Southwark, the commissioners of Spring Garden choos- 
ing for the township of Penn, and the commissioners of the 
Kensington district choosing for said district and the unin- 
corporated part of the Northern Liberties, shall meet on 
the third Monday of May next, each body in its usual place 
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of meeting, at three o’clock in the afternoon, or as soon 
thereafter as may be, and shall elect and choose as follows, 
that is to say; the said select and common councils, by 
joint vote, shall elect six respectable citizens inhabitants of 
the city, the commissioners of the incorporated district of 
the Northern Liberties shall elect two respectable citizens 
inhabitants of said district, the commissioners of the district 
of Southwark shall elect two respectable citizens inhabit- 
ants of said district, the commissioners of Spring Garden 
shall elect one respectable citizen an inhabitant of Penn 
township, and the commissioners of the Kensington district 
shall elect one respectable citizen residing in said district 
or in the unincorporated part of the Northern Liberties, to 
be guardians of the poor of the said city, districts and town- 
ship. And the said electing bodies shall, by their respec- 
tive clerks, give notice in writing to each of the persons so 
chosen within two days thereafter: and it shall be the duty 
of the said guardians of the poor on the fourth Monday of 
May next, to meet at the Alms house in the city of Phila- 
delphia, at three o’clock in the afternoon; and each of 
them shall take an oath or affirmation, to be administered 
by any alderman of the city or justice of the peace of the 
county of Philadelphia, that he will discharge the office of 
guardian of the poor truly and impartially to the best of 
his knowledge and ability. ‘The said guardians shall then 
form themselves into a board and shall appoint one. of their 
own body as president, who shall preside over their delibe- 
rations; the said guardians shall then divide themselves b 

lot as follows: The six from the city shall be divided into 
three classes; two of whom shall serve for one year, two 
for two years, and two for three years; and the select and 
common councils shall annually thereafter on the third 
Monday of May, in manner aforesaid, elect guardians to 
supply the place of those who shall go out of office. The 
guardians from the district of the Northern Liberties and 
the district of Southwark shall respectively divide them- 
selves into two classes; two of whom, that is, one from each 
district, shall serve for two years, and the other two for 
three years; and it shall be the duty of said districts re- 
spectively, on the third Monday of May in any year, when 
a vacancy may occur, to meet and elect as aforesaid guar- 
dians to supply the place of those who shall go out of office. 
The guardians from Penn township and the district of Ken- 
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sington shall respectively serve three years; and it shall be 
the duty of the said commissioners of Spring Garden and 
Kensington district respectively, on the third Monday of 
May, in manner aforesaid, to elect guardians to supply the 
place of those whose term of office shall expire. All guar- 
dians appointed after the third Monday in May next shall 

be elected for three years. Provided always, ‘That when- 
ever a vacancy shall occur in the said board of guardians 
by death, resignation, removal from office, or otherwise, it 
shall be the duty of the electing body in whose district the 
vacancy may occur, within ten days after notice from said 
board of guardians, to proceed to fill such vacancy in 

manner aforesaid, and in case such electing body shall neg- 
lect or refuse to fill such vacancy within ten days after due 
notice given to them in writing, then it shall and may be 
lawful for the said board of guardians to appoint a suitable 
person to fill the same. 2nd provided, 'The said guardians 
during their continuance in office, shall be exempted from 
the duties of jurors and from military services, and all guar- 
dians may be re-elected as often as they are willing to 
serve. ! , 
No. 2.—Sxc. 3. On the second Tuesday of December 
annually, the select and common councils of the city of 
Philadelphia, by joint vote, shall select six members of their 
own bodies, the commissioners of the incorporated dis- 
trict of the Northern Liberties, and the commissioners of 
the district of Southwark shall each select two members 
of their own bodies respectively, and the commissioners 
of Spring Garden and the commissioners of Kensing- 
ton district shall each select one member of their own 
bodies respectively, to be directors of the poor tax; and 
the twelve persons thus elected shall be styled, “'The 
Directors of the Poor Tax.” It shall be the duty of the 
said directors of the poor tax on the second Monday of 
January annually, and at such other times as they shall be 
requested by the guardians of the poor, to meet at the 
Alms-house or such other place as may be designated by 
the guardians of the poor; and it shall be the duty of the 

guardians of the poor to make and exhibit to the said di- 

rectors estimates of the probable amount of money that 

may be required for the relief, support, and employment of 
the poor for the current year; and the said directors, or a 

majority of them shall proceed to make and lay such rate 
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or assessment for the purpose aforesaid, as may be neces- 
sary, not exceeding fifty cents on the hundred dollars at 
any one time, upon the value of all the real and personal 
estate within the said districts and townships respectively, 
and not more than one dollar per head on every freeman 
in any fifty cents tax, and so in proportion for every less 
rate on the county assessment... The directors in laying 
the rates as aforesaid, shall be guided by the county assess- 
ment made or to be made, having due regard to every 
man’s estate within the said city, districts and townships 
so to be rated and assessed ; and shall cause such rates to 
be fairly entered in a book and signed by said direc- 
tors, which shall be delivered to the said guardians; and 
shall also return to the respective corporations a statement 
of the amount of money required and the rate of assess- 
ment laid; and the said guardians shall permit any inhabi- 
tant to inspect the rates at all reasonable times without 
any charge, and shall give copies on demand, being paid at 
the rate of six cents for every twenty-four names; and the 
said guardians shall immediately after the rates and assess- 
ments are returned by the directors of the poor tax, as 
aforesaid, cause the necessary number of duplicates to be 
made in alphabetical order or otherwise, as the said board 
may direct. Provided always, That no money shall at 
any time be raised by way of loan or on credit, by or on 
behalf of the said guardians of the poor, without the con- 
sent of the said directors of the poor tax to the raising of 
such money first had and obtained, excepting the loans to 
be made pursuant to the authority given by the eleventh 
section of this act. 

No. 3.—Sxc. 8. The board of guardians shall appoint 
six suitable persons citizens of and residing in the city or 
districts, for which they may be appointed, as visitors of 
the poor, viz: One for the city, one for the incorporated 
district of the Northern Liberties, one for the district of 
Southwark, one for Penn township, and one for the Ken- 
sington district, and one for the unincorporated Northern 
Liberties; who shall each receive such compensation, paya- 
ble at such times as the board of guardians may from time 
to time think proper, that the said visitors shall be continu- 
ed in office at the discretion of the board, and shall give 
such security for the faithful performance of their duty, as 
may be required. That it shall be the duty of the visitors, 
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to act as agents under the direction of the board of guar- 
dians, and when called upon by an applicant for relief, or 
by a citizen in behalf of any poor persons, to visit such 
party without delay, and after full examination, to report 
in writing the particulars of the case, to the next meeting 
of the board of guardians, stating the residence, name, age, 
sex, colour, birth-place, number of children, if any; on re- 
ceipt of which report, the board, if satisfied of the necessity 
of the case, shall direct the mode and determine the amount 
of relief to be furnished to such applicant, and shall also 
cause the name, residence and amount of relief directed to 
be furnished, to be entered ina book to be kept for that 
purpose. Provided, That in all cases of sudden emergen- 
cies, when the party cannot be removed to the hospital or 
alms-house, it shall be the duty of the visitor, with the con- 
sent and approbation of one of the guardians, to administer 
such relief and assistance as the case may require, the par- 
ticulars of the case and amount of relief, to be reported to 
the next meeting of the guardians, who shall take such 
order therein as they may think proper. nd provided 
also, That after the necessary accommodations are pre- 
pared in the hospital, alms-house or other buildings, all re- 
lief granted to the out-door poor shall be temporary, and 
consist entirely of fuel, provisions, clothing, medicines and 
medical attendance: Provided always, That said guar- 
dians may from time to time, appoint such number of sub- 
visitors, and also all such other officers as they may deem 
necessary, for the purpose of carrying the objects and pro- 
visions of this law into effect.

Act of the Legislature, passed 29th January, 1818. 


An act for establishing a Health Office, and to secure the city and port of 
Philadelphia, from the introduction of pestilential and contagious dis- 
eases, and for other purposes. 


No. 1.—Sxc. 1. Be it enacted by the Senateand House of 
Representatives of the commonwealth af Pennsylvania 
in General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That from and after the first Mon- 
day in March next, a Board of Health shall be established 
in the manner hereinafter directed, which shall be and 
hereby is erected into a body corporate, in deed and in law, 
by the name, style and title of, “'The Board of Health,” 
who shall have perpetual succession and enjoy all and 
every the rights, liberties, and privileges, powers, authori- 
ties, and immunities, incident or belonging to a corporation 
or body politic; and by that name may take and hold all 
the estate real and personal now vested in the present 
Board of Health, and shall have moreover and exercise the 
powers and authorities hereinafter mentioned, that is to 
say: The members of the Board of Health shall be eleven, 
[now twelve, Kensington being authorized to elect one] 
who shall serve without compensation or emolument, and 
shall be appointed in the manner following, to wit: The 
select and common councils of the city of Philadelphia, in 
a joint meeting to be held on the afternoon of the second 
Monday in March, annually, between the hours of two and 
six o’clock, shall elect by ballot, six citizens, who shall be 
taxable inhabitants of the said city ; and the commissioners 
of the incorporated part of the Northern Liberties shall 
annually on the same day, and between the same hours, 
elect by ballot two citizens, who shall be taxable inhabi- 
tants of the said district; and the commissioners of Penn 
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township shall annually on the same day, and between the 
same hours, elect by ballot one citizen, who shall be a 
taxable inhabitant of the said district; and the commis- 
sioners of the district of Southwark shall annually, on the 
same day and between the same hours, elect by ballot one 
citizen, who shall be a taxable inhabitant of the said dis- 
trict; and the commissioners of Moyamensing shall, an- 
nually, on the same day, and between the same hours, elect 
by ballot one citizen, who shall be a taxable inhabitant of 
the said township, who shall constitute the Board of Health, 
of which a majority shall be a quorum. And in case the 
appointments hereby directed should not take place on the 
day specified, they may be made on any other subsequent 
day prior to the third Monday in March, between the 
same hours; and the number of years for which any indi- 
vidual may be eligible asa member of the Board of Health, 
shall not be limited; and in case of the removal, death, 
sickness, resignation, inability or refusal to serve, of any of 
the said Board, their places shall be supplied by other ap- 
pointments to be made by the same authority which ap- 
pointed the individuals by whose delinquency the vacancies 
shall be occasioned. | 

No. 2.—Sxc. 34. nd be it further enacted, by the authori- 
ty aforesaid, That the said Board of Health shall on the first 
Monday in January, in every year, exhibit their accounts 
to the auditors of the county of Philadelphia, and it shall 
be the duty of the said auditors to settle and adjust the ac- 
count of all monies received and expended by the said 
Board of Health, and the said auditors shall have like power 
and authority in settling such accounts, as they have in 
other cases, and on filing a copy of such settlement in the 
prothonotary’s office, it shall be under the same laws, rules 
and regulations, and shall have the same operation and 
effect upon every of the members of the said Board of Health, 
and in all other respects as the report of auditors against 
county treasurers.

An act to provide for registering the births of children in the City of Phi- 
phia, and its vicinity. 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania,in Gene- 
ral Assembly met, and itis hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That it shall be the duty of all persons who 
may pursue or practice Midwifery in the city of Philadel- 
phia, in the incorporated part of the Northern Liberties, in 
the township of Penn, and the districts of Southwark and 
Moyamensing, between the first day of March and the first 
day of April, annually, hereafter, to leave their names in 
writing, and the places of their residence, at the office of 
the Board of Health, and when so left it shall be the duty 
of the clerk to receive and enter the same alphabetically in 
a book to be kept for that purpose, which shall be open at 
all times, during office hours, to persons desirous to inspect 
the same. And all persons pursuing or practising Midwife- 
ry as aforesaid, shall keep a true and exact register of the 
births that take place under their care and superintendence, 
and shall from time to time, as they may happen, enter the 
same, with the sex of the child so born, on a blank schedule 
to be furnished to them by the clerk of the Health Office,

An Ordinance, passed February 27th, 1884. 


An ordinance for the appointmont of a Superintendent of the Hall, defin- 
ing his duties and/fixing his compensation. 


Sec. 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the commission- 
ers andinhabitants of the District of Southwark, in coun- 
cil assembled, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That on the first Thursday in the month of 
March next, and on the first Thursday in the month of 
March annually thereafter, or whenever a vacancy shall 
occur by death, resignation, removal from office or other- 
wise, there shall be elected a superintendent of the hall; 
who, together with his family, shall at all times reside with- 
in the building in such apartments as shall be appropriated 
for his use by the hall committee, and the said superinten- 
dent shall continue in office for one calendar month after a 
new appointment shall have been made. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
said, That the superintendent so elected as aforesaid, shall 
take entire charge of the hall, and of all public property in 
and about the same, under the general supervision of the 
hall committee; he shall preserve its several apartments in 
a Clean and orderly condition, and ready for the accommo- 
dation of any meeting that may be directed to be held 
therein; he shall attend upon all meetings of the board,

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
said, That whenever any meeting is to be held in the hall, 
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other than those of the board or of its committees, or of such 
bodies as meet therein at stated periods by permission of the 
hall committee or of the board of commissioners, upon a 
written permit being presented to him, signed by at least 
two of the hall committee, or by the president of the board, 
he shall in due time open and light the apartment in which 
the said meeting is to be convened, and after it is dissolved, 
he shall see that all the lights are extinguished and the 
apartment is carefully closed. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
said, That the said superintendent shall likewise attend in 
the watch-house every night during the period the watch- 
men are on duty, and shall, under the direction of the su- 
perintendent of the nightly watch, or in his absence, of the 
deputy superintendent of the nightly watch, take charge 
of and safely keep all persons arrested during the night, so 
long as the same shall remain in the custody of the watch. 

Sec. 5. Be tt further enacted by the authority afore- 
said, That the said superintendent of the hall shall receive 
for his services the sum of two hundred dollars per annum, 
to be paid in equal monthly payments: he shall likewise 
receive for his attendance upon each public meeting held 
in the hall, the sum of one dollar, and for all other meet- 
ings the sum of fifty cents, to be paid to him by the person 
calling the said meeting; he shall demand, however, no 
further compensation than his salary for attendance upon 
the meetings of the board of commissioners or of its commit- 
tees, or upon meetings of the citizens preparatory to elec- 
tions, or in relation to objects affecting the general interest 
of the District of Southwark. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
said, That for continued neglect of his duties, or improper 
conduct generally, the said superintendent of the hall may 
be removed from office, by a vote of the board at any of its 
stated meetings; and at the expiration of one calendar 
month after a new appointment shall have been made, he 
shall peaceably and quietly surrender up to the commis- 
sioners possession of the apartments in the hall which may 
be allotted him for his residence. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
said, That the said superintendent of the hall, before en- 
tering upon his duties, shall give bond, in the penal sum of 
five hundred dollars, with security to be approved by the 
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board, for the faithful performance of the duties enjoined 
upon him by this ordinance, or which may hereafter be en- 
joined upon him by any further ordinance of this board.

Act of the Legislature, passed 15th of April, 1782. 


An Act to vest a certain lot or lots of ground, in the district of South- 
wark, in Trustees, for the use of a public landing, upon the conditions 
hereinafter mentioned, and other purposes. 


No. 1.—Sec. 1. Wuerxas the inhabitants of the district 
of Southwark have been long desirous to procure a com- 
modious lot or lots of ground, for the purpose of public 
landings and streets within the said district, and in pursu- 
ance of such desire, Luke Morris, Thomas Penrose and 
James Penrose, did, in the year of our Lordone thousand seven 
hundred and sixty-eight, purchase of John Jekyll three lots 
of ground, situate on the east side of Front street, in the said 
district, and extending from thence across Penn street and 
‘Water street into the river Delaware, which said lots were 
conveyed to them, as joint-tenants, in fee by indenture, 
bearing date the twelfth day of May, anno domini one 
thousand seven hundred and sixty-eight: And whereas the 
said Luke Morris, Thomas Penrose and James Penrose, by 
a certain deed-poll, under their hands and seals duly exe- 
cuted, bearing date the said twelfth day of May, in the same 
year, did declare and acknowledge that the said purchase, 
so as aforesaid by them made, was intended for public use ; 
and did covenant and promise, that if the inhabitants of the 
said district should incline to take the same, and should, 
within three years then next following, well and truly pay, 
or cause to be paid, to the said Luke Morris, Thomas Pen- 
rose and James Penrose, their heirs, executors, administra- 
tors or assigns, the full purchase money by them paid, to-.

ble costs and charges as should accrue to them upon the

Be it therefore enacted by the Represen- 
tativesof the Freemenofthe Commonweaith of Pennsylva- 
nia, in General Assembly met, and by the authority of the 
same, That James Pemberton, Joseph Swift, Peter Knight, 
Henry Drinker and Richard Wells, or any three of them, 
shall be, and they are hereby appointed auditors, to hear 
forthwith the said Luke Morris, ‘Thomas Penrose and Abel 
James, and examine their accountsand vouchers, and to settle

No. 9.—Sec. 1. Wurreas the rapid improvement of the 
water lots in the district of Southwark, of late years, hath 
rendered them of great value, and unless timely care is ta- 
ken to procure convenient places for public landings, for 
the unlading of hay, wood, boards, timber, sand and stone, 
and other bulky and heavy articles, brought into the same 
by water for the use of the inhabitants, the public may in 
time be deprived of the benefit of access to the water for 
such purposes, to their great injury, by increasing their land 
carriage: And whereas the inhabitants of the said district, 
fearing those inconveniences, have for several years past 
been endeavouring to procure some proper and convenient 
lots for those purposes, and have applied to the legislature 
to enable them to purchase and hold such lots, and have by 
Robert Knox, Joseph Blewer, Joseph Turner, John Brown,

An Act to regulate the assize of Bread, and for other purposes therein men- 
tioned. 


It shall and may be lawful to and for the 
clerk of the market of any city, borough or town, within 
this province, to weigh all butter brought into the same to 
be sold by weight, which, if found deficient, the said clerk 
shall forthwith, in the presence of two reputable freehold- 
ers, weigh again, and if it appears to the said freeholders, 
that the said butter is under weight, the same shall be 
seizable; one-third part thereof for the use of the said 
clerk, and the other two-thirds for the use of the poor of the 
place where seized; and in case any owner or owners of 
butter so seized shall conceive him, her, or themselves ag- 
grieved by such seizure, he, she or they may appeal to any 
magistrate or justice aforesaid, of the city, borough or place, 
where such seizure is made, who shall hear, try and de- 
termine the same.

An ordinance entitled an ordinance for the regulation of Wharton Market 
in the District of Southwark, and for other purposes therein mentioned, 


No. 1.—Sec. 1. Be tt therefore ordained and enacted 
by the commissioners and inhabitants of the District of 
Southwark, in council assembled, and it is hereby enact- 
ed by the authority of the same, That a Market shall be 
held in Moyamensing Road, below Prime street, in said 
district, on week days, to begin at three o’clock in the 
morning, and end at four o’clock in the afternoon of each 
day. 

No. 2.—Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That all 
Butchers, Farmers or other persons, who shall frequent 
the said market, shall after unloading his or their carts, 
wagons, and other carriages, shall remove them to Moya- 
mensing road, at least twenty feet below Federal street, on 
the east side thereof, which shall be the stand for wagons, 
carts, drays, chairs, and other carriages ; every wagon, cart,

Supplement to an ordinance entitled “an Ordinance for the regulation of 
Wharton Market, in the District of Southwark. 


No. 16.—Src. 1. Be tt enacted by the commissioners 
and inhabitants of the district of Southwark, in coun- 
cil assembled, and it is hereby enacted by the autho- 
rity of the same, That from and after the passage of this 
ordinance, all butchers, farmers, or other persons, who 
shall frequent the Wharton market, in said district, and 
who shall bring their marketing to the said market for 
sale, laden on horses, carts, or carriages, shall cause the 
same to be unladen as soon as may be, and forthwith re- 
move the same to Moyamensing road, at least twenty feet 
below Wharton street, on the west side thereof, which 
shall be the stand for wagons, carts, drays, and other car- 
riages; every wagon, cart, dray, chair, or horse, left in the 
limits of said market after unloading, &c. shall for every 
offence pay a fine of two dollars, with costs upon convic- 
tion thereof.

A supplement to an ordinance, entitled “ An ordinance for the regulation 
of the Wharton Market in the District of Southwark, for the establishing 
and regulating a market for the sale of hay and straw. 


Sec. 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the commission- 
ers andinhabitants of the district of Southwark, in coun- 
cil assembled, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That from and after the passing of this ordi- 
nance, a market for the sale of hay and straw shall be es- 
tablished on the east side of Moyamensing road, commenc- 
ing thirty feet south of the south side of Christian street, 
and extending along said road southwardly to Prime street, 
and on the west side of Second street, thirty feet south of 
Christian street, to twenty feet north of the hay scales. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the wagons 
or carts that may frequent the said market for the above 
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purpose shall bein a single line ; with their tongues or shafts 
in a line with the street towards the north,so that the pass- 
age up and down the said road or streets shall not be ob- 
structed. And any owner or driver that shall permit his 
wagon or cart to extend a greater distance than twelve feet 
from the line of posts, or intrude on the foot pavements, shall 
forfeit and pay for every such offence the sum of two dol- 
lars with costs. —

An Ordinance passed 11th December, 1835. 


An ordinance for the regulation of Washington Market in the District of 
Southwark, and for other purposes therein mentioned. 


Section 1. Beit ordained and enacted by the commis- 
sioners and inhabitants of the District of Southwark, in 
council assembled, and itis hereby enacted by the authority 
the same, That the limits of the Washington market shall 
include Shippen street, from Passyunk road to Third street, 
and that public markets may be held in the market houses 
thereof, and elsewhere within the said limits daily, except 
on Sundays, beginning at day-light ; and ending on Wed- 
nesday and Saturday at 5 o’clock in the afternoon, from 
the first day of June to the first day of November, and at 
four o’clock from the first day of November to the first day 
of June, and on the other days of the week at sunset through- 
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out the year, or at such earlier convenient hour in the af- 
ternoon as the board may from time to time direct. 

Sec. 2. The stalls and stands within the limits of each of 
the market houses, shall be numbered and defined, and 
shall be rented annually by the committee on the Wash- 
ington market, during the last fortnight in December, when 
the committee shall give at least ten days notice by adver- 
tisement in two or more newspapers, and by handbills post- 
ed at the corners of the market houses and elsewhere, of 
the days and times when applications for renting the stalls 
and stands in said markets will be received by them. 

Sec. 3. The leases shall be for one year, commencing on 
the first day of January, and the rents shall be fixed by the 
committee before the days of letting, at such rates as they 
shall judge reasonable, payable in advance; and if the said 
rents shall not be paid before the first day of January in 
each and every year, the lease shall then be null and void. 

Sec. 4. If any stands or stalls shall not be leased at the 
appointed period, or shall thereafter become vacant, the 
committee may lease the same for the remaining portion of 
the year at such rents, regard being had to the season of the 
year, as they shall think equitable; and the clerk of the 
market may rent such vacant stands as are appropriated 
for the sale of fish to transient persons bringing fish to mar- 
ket, at such rents by the day as shall be fixed by the com- 
mittee. 

Szc. 5. The market houses and adjoining places shall be 
thus appropriated : 

‘The stalls, both inside and out, on the south side of the 
eastern market for inhabitants of New Jersey, bringing to 
market the produce of their farms and gardens. 

The inside stalls on the north side for victuallers, and the 
eave stalls on the north side for persons from the country, 
bringing vegetables and other produce of their gardens to 
market. 

The ten stands at the east end near Third street, as stands 
for persons vending fresh fish in baskets or tubs: and the 
space immediately north and south of the said stands as 
four stands for wagons having sea fish for sale ; such wagons 
to stand crosswise the street in two rows, front to front, 
with the tongues detached, leaving a passage of twenty feet 
between them and the curb. 

The ten stands between the western end of the eastern 
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market and Fourth streets, as stands for salt fish, and the 
various kinds of bread and cakes. 

All the inside stalls in the western market for victuallers, 
and all the eave stalls, excepting the fourth on the south 
side of the western market nearest Passyunk road, which 
are reserved for the use of persons vending flour and meal, 
for persons from the country bringing the produce of their 
farms and gardens to market. 

The ten stands at the east end of the western market, 
and the thirteen stands at the west end of said market, as 
stands for domestic manufactures, and other articles per- 
mitted by the committee. | 

Sec. 6. The following shall be stations for horses and 
vehicles, in which persons from the country may expose for 
sale the produce of their farms and gardens free of rent: 

Shippen street, on the north side from Third street to 
Passyunk road. The vehicles to be placed lengthwise, close 
to the curb. ” 

Src. 7. All horses and vehicles of whatsoever kind, which 
shall be brought to the market place for the purpose of there 
depositing articles for sale, by persons renting stands or sta- 
tions within the market limits, shall be forthwith unladen 
and removed from said limits, and such as shall be brought 
for the purpose of taking away articles remaining unsold, 
shall be laden and removed in like manner. 

Sec. 8. The following stations are assigned for the horses 
and empty vehicles which have been employed to bring ar- 
ticles to market: : 

George street, on the east side, from Plumb street to Ship- 
pen street; Third street, on the west side, from South street 
to Shippen street. 

Sec. 9. On every Wednesday and Saturday at seven 
o’clock in the morning, strong chains shall be stretched 
across the cartway of the south side of Shippen street, fif- 
teen feet west from the west side of Third street, and fifteen 
feet east from the east side of Fourth street; so as to pre- 
vent the passage of horses, cattle and carriages, which 
chains shall be removed at eleven o’clock in the morning, be- 
tween the first day of June and the first day of November, 
and at ten o’clock in the morning during the rest of the 
year; and no horses, cattle, vehicles or barrows shall be 
brought within the limits included by said chains, except for 
the purpose of being laden or unladen ; and all horses, cattle 
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and vehicles shall be removed from within such limits before 
the prescribed hours of erecting them, nor shall any horse 
or other animal be at any time fastened to any of the co- 
lumns, pieces or fixtures of the market houses. 

Sec. 10. The committee shall have prepared for the use 
of the clerk of the market a plan, showing the position of 
each stall or stand, with the name or names of the person 
or persons who are authorized to occupy and use the same ; 
and no person or persons shall occupy any of the stands or 
stalls, or expose thereon any articles for sale, or shall use 
the same for other purposes than those for which they are 
appropriated, nor shall any person or persons vend any ar- . 
ticles within the limits of the market houses after the pre- 
scribed hours of the market. 

Sec. 11. All vehicles from which articles shall be offered 
for sale by persons attending the markets, and the horses 
and empty .vehicles of persons having stalls or stands in the 
market places, shall be placed only-in those streets which 
may be appropriated as stations therefor respectively, and 
no where else; such vehicles to be in a single row, their 
sides to the curbs, without encroaching on the footways, and 
not nearer than four feet to any hydrant, pump or fire plug, 
nor nearer than six feet to the crossing of any street or 
cartway, the horses belonging to the empty vehicles of per- 
sons having stalls or stands in the market places to be un- 
geared, and fastened by the head to the front part of the 
wheel next the middle of the street, and the shafts of each 
vehicle extending under the body of the adjoining one. 

Sec. 12. If any person shall sell or expose for sale within 
the market limits, any blown, stale, imperfect, or unwhole- 
some provision whatever, the same shall be forfeited, and 
removed forthwith by the clerk of the market; and the 
person so offending shall incur a penalty for the first of- 
fence of five dollars, and for the second offence ten dollars, 
and for the third offence, shall be deprived of the right of 
renting or using any stall or stand within the market limits 
for two years thereafter. 

Sec. 13. No person shall use steelyards within the mar- 
ket limits,;nor shall sale be made by other weights and 
measures than such as shall have been legally regulated 
and stamped, and by just scales, under penalty of five dol- 
lars, and of forfeiting such steelyards, weights, measures 
and scales. 
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Sec. 14. Ifany person shall sell, or bring to the market 
limits for sale, any bread, butter, lard, fruit, or other pro- 
vision, in lumps, loaves, tubs, vessels or parcels, as, or for a 
greater weight or measure, than the true weight or mea- 
sure thereof, or shall employ any device, for imposition or 
fraud in the sale of any provision whatever, the same shall 
be forfeited. 

Sec. 15. No person shall sell or expose for sale, within 
the market limits, any live animals, except poultry, game, 
small pigs, and fish, nor shall any beast be killed, nor any 
meat or fish be cured or salted, nor shall any pickle, gar- 
bage, or offal matter be Jaid or thrown out, or fish cleaned 
at any time within the market limits; nor shall any person 
sell within the market places, or on the pavements adjoining 
the same, any soups or other prepared victuals after the 
prescribed hours of market. 

Sec. 16. All blocks, benches, tubs, baskets, and other 
things used in the market house for the accommodation of 
persons occupying stands or stalls, shall be kept within the 
prescribed limits of such stands or stalls, in such manner as 
not to extend into the market houses further than two feet 
six inches beyond the inner line of such stand or stall; and 
no such property used by persons occupying eave stalls, 
shall extend more than four feet beyond the line of the 
same, nor beyond the curbs. 

Sec. 17. Persons occupying stalls or stands shall, when 
leaving them, remove therefrom all blocks, benches, tubs, 
baskets and other property, used by them, or those occu- 
pying stalls may secure such property beneath them by 
strong chains and locks; the moveable posts and bars, where 
such shall be used, shal] in like manner be secured in the 
places provided for them, by the persons occupying such 
stalls. | | 

Sec. 18. Any victualler renting a stall in either of the 
market houses, who shall at any time omit to occupy the 
same for four successive market days, in the regular exer- 
cise of his business, without presenting to the committee a 
satisfactory reason for such omission, shall be deemed to 
have abandoned such stall to the district, together with the 
rents which have been paid thereon, and the committee 
may proceed to let such stall in the usual manner, for the 
rest of the year, to any other person entitled by law or or- 
dinance to rent the same.

Src. 19. The renters and occupiers of stands under the 
eaves, and at the end of market houses, shall not attach 
thereto any posts, railing or other appendage; but shall

due weight, for which the same are offered, or ought 
to be, and to try allscales, weights and measures, by which 
any provisions offefed for sale, are to be weighed or mea- 
sured in the said market, and to enforce the payment and 
recovery of all fines and forfeitures and penalties which by 
the ordinances of said district are ordained and enacted, 
and to decide all disputes which may arise in the said mar- 
ket between buyer and seller, touching weights and mea-

Sec. 40. Wuernas great complaint is made by divers 
inhabitants of the city and suburbs of Philadelphia, that 
distillers, soap-boilers and others, frequently discharge large 
quantities of foul and stinking liquors, the returns from 
their stills and boiling vessels, on the adjacent grounds, or 
into the kennels of the public streets, lanes or alleys, to the 
great annoyance of the inhabitants, or by discharging the 
same into wells, vaults, or sinks, dug for that purpose, have 
injured, if not totally ruined, their neighbours’ waters; and 
that there are a variety of other nuisances in and near the 
said city, to the great annoyance and damage of the inha- 
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bitants. To prevent which inconveniences and damages, 
Be it enacted, That if any distiller, soap-boiler, or tallow- 
chandler, within the said city, district of Southwark, or built 
parts of the Northern Liberties, shall, after the publication 
hereof, by themselves, their agents, journeymen or servants, 
presume to discharge out of or from any still-house or work- 
shop, foul and nauseous liquor of any kind whatsoever, into 
or upon any adjacent ground, or into any well, vault or 
sink, within the said city, district or township, every person 
so offending, and being thereof legally convicted in the 
court of Quarter Sessions of the peace held for the said 
city or county respectively, shall, for every such offence, 
forfeit and pay the sum of twenty pounds. 

Sec. 42. If any distiller, soap-boiler or tallow-chandler, 
within the said city, district or township, shall, as aforesaid, 
discharge any foul or nauseous liquor from any still-house 
or work-shop, so that such liquor shall pass into or along 
any of the streets, lanes or alleys of the said city, district 
or township; or if any soap-boiler or tallow-chandler shall 
keep, collect or use, or cause to be kept, collected or used, 
in any of the built parts of the city, district or township 
aforesaid, any stale, putrid or stinking fat, grease or other 
matter; or if any butcher shall keep, at or near his 
slaughter-house, any garbage of filth whatsoever, so as to 
annoy or offend any neighbour, or any person whatsoever, 
he, she or they so offending, and being thereof convicted, 
before any Justice of the Peace of the said city and county 
respectively, shall forfeit and pay, for every such offence, 
the sum of thirty-five shillings. 

Sec. 43. If any person or persons shall, after the publi- 
cation hereof presume to cast, carry, draw out, or lay any 
dead horse or other dead carcase of cattle, sheep, hog or 
dog, or any excrement or filth from vaults, privies or neces- 
sary-houses, and shall leave such carcase, carrion or filth 
without burying the same a suflicient depth in the ground, 
on any part of the commons of the said city, or on or near 
any of the streets, lanes, alleys or high-ways within the said 
city, district or township, adjoining the same, every person 
or persons so offending, and being convicted thereof before 
any Justice of the Peace of the city or county of Philadel- 
phia respectively, shall forfeit and pay, for every such of- 
fence, the sum of thirty shillings.

Ordinance of the District of Southwark, passed 22d Sep- 
tember, 1794. 


An ordinance for the suppression of nuisances, for the regulation of the 
drivers of carriages and horses in and through the streets, lanes and al- 
leys, and for regulating the cording of wood, and paying of wharfage 
for the same, and other commodities landed on the public landing places 
within the district cf Southwark, and for enforcing useful regulations, 
and other purposes therein mentioned. 


Wuerras, great inondeiaiels has attended the inhabi- 
tants within the district of Southwark, for want of salutary 
regulations—for remedy whereof, it has become necessary 
to enact the following ordinance. - 

No. 1.—Src. 1. Be it therefore enacted, &c. That 
from and after the first day of November next, no person 
or persons shall saw or cut, or cause to be sawed or cut, 
any wood upon any brick pavement or footway within this 
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district, under the penalty of one dollar ; nor pile or place, 
or cause to be piled or placed any wood, brick, stones, 
boards, scantling, plank or other lumber, upon any brick or 
stone pavement, in any public street, lane or alley, within 
the district of Southwark; and every person who shall of- 
fend herein shall forfeit and pay for every such offence, the 
sum of ten dollars; and be subject to pay all costs for re- 
moving the same by the superintendent, who is hereby re- 
quired and enjoined to have it done, Provided always, 
That any person, who may be building, or preparing to 
build, on applying to the board of commissioners, shall have 
liberty to use so much of the street or footway, as the com- 
missioners may judge necessary for such purpose. 

No. 2.—Sxc. 2. And it is hereby further enacted, 
That if any person or persons whatever shall place, or 
cause to be placed, any trunk, bale, box, crate, cask or 
any other package, article, or thing whatsoever, or any 
other goods, wares or merchandize, or lumber of any 
kind, on or over any part of the brick or stone pavement, 
or on the regulated foot or cartway of any street, lane or 
alley, in this district, whether the same shall be exposed 
for sale there or otherwise, and shall suffer the same so to 
remain more than six hours after it is first placed there, the 
person or persons so offending shall forfeit and pay the sum 
of two dollars for every such offence. 

No. 3.—Src. 3. nd it is hereby further enacted, That 
if any person or persons whatever, after the first day of 
January next, shall place, or cause to be placed, any . 
goods, wares or merchandize in the porch, or on or over 
the cellar door, or suspend them from the penthouse of any 
house or store, in any of the public streets, lanes or alleys, 
in this district, for the purpose of exposing them to sale, or 
shall set up (or keep up those that are already set up) any 
sign, board or other device, to denote his, her or their trade 
or occupation, or otherwise, so that the same shall project 
or extend from the wall of the said house or store, more 
than six inches towards the street, the person or persons so 
offending shall forfeit and pay the sum of two dollars for 
every such offence, except those taverns, who keep enter- 
tainment for man and horse, with suitable stabling, and 
stalls for at least six horses, who may hang their signs, as 
customary in the city of Philadelphia; all others are de- 
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clared public nuisances, and are to be removed by the su- 
perintendent. 

No. 4.—Sxc. 4. And be it further enacted, That from 
and after any streets, Janes or alleys, are paved, and fixed 
with curb-stone, no person shall fix any awnings, by posts 
from the pavement, but shall have them hung by hooks, 
and supported by braces from the walls of their houses, 
which shall not be less than seven feet and six inches above 
the pavement; and every person who shall use any awning 
not as above described, for every such offence shall forfeit 
and pay the sum of two dollars. 

No. 5.—Sxc. 5. nd it is hereby further enacted, 
That all and every awning, which are or shall be placed, 
and shall not be of the height aforesaid, above the stone 
pavement, are hereby declared to be common nuisances ; 
and it shall and may be lawful for the superintendent, and 
he is hereby enjoined and required to take down and re- 
move the same. 

No. 6.—-Sxc. 6. And, in order to prevent such accidents 
as may arise from the practice of innkeepers, livery-stable 
keepers, and the owners of private stables, watering their 
horses and cattle at the pumps in the streets of this district, 
Be it therefore enacted, That no person whatsoever shall 
place, or set up, any trough or other vessel, in any public 
street, lane or alley in this district, for the purpose of water- 
ing horses or cattle there, under the penalty of one dollar 
for every such offence: Provided, That this regulation 
shall not extend, or be construed to prevent carters, wa- 
goners or draymen, carrying water to their horses whilst in 
service, in the streets, lanes or alleys of this district; and all 
troughs, or other vessels, already placed in the regulated 
streets, for the purpose of watering horses or cattle, which 
shall not be removed by the proprietor or proprietors of 
them, or any of them, within one month from the publica- 
tion of this ordinance, are hereby declared to be public 
nuisances, and may be removed as such ; and the owner or 
owners of them, or any of them, shall be liable to the 
penalty of fifty cents for every day such trough or other 
vessel shall be suffered to remain in the street, after notice 
has been given to the owner thereof by the superintendent, 
or other person appointed by the commissioners for that 
purpose, to remove the same. 

No. '7.—Src. 7. And be it further enacted, That from 
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and after the first day of January next, if any goat, hog or 
pig, shall be found going at large in any public street, lane 
or alley in this district, they shall be forfeited; one half to 
the person or persons who shall take them up, and the 
other half to the use of the poor. 

No. 8.—Skrc. 8. 4nd be it further enacted, That from 
and after the first day of January next, if any person or 
persons shall make any bonfire, or burn shavings or other 
combustibles, in any of the streets of the regulated parts of 
this district, without having first obtained permission of the 
president of the board of commissioners for the time being, 
every such person or persons shall pay a fine of two dollars. 

No. 9.—Sxc. 9. And whereas, the firing of cannon, or 
other great pieces of artillery or small arms, and the illu- 
minating of houses within the houses within the district, on 
occasions of public rejoicings, have been attended with 
many great mischiefs and inconveniences: J¢ ts therefore 
enacted by the authority aforesaid, That no person or 
persons whatsoever, shall fire or discharge any cannon, or 
other piece of artillery or small arms, or illuminate or 
cause to be illuminated any house within the regulated 
parts of this district, without the permission of the president 
of the board of commissioners, for the time being, first had 
and obtained in writing, under his hand, shall be subject 
to the penalty of forfeiting, and paying for every piece of 
cannon or other artillery, or small arms so fired, or house so 
illuminated, the sum of ten dollars. 

No. 10.—Segc. 10. 4nd be it further enacted, That if 
any driver, owner or person, having the ordering or super- 
intendence of any cart, dray, wagon, stage or hackney 
coach, stage wagon or other carriage, new or old, finished 
or unfinished, (other than carts or wagons coming from the 
country with produce) shall suffer the same to be and re- 
main in any street, lane or alley in this district, more than 
six hours after the same shall have first been placed there, 
every such driver, owner or person, having the ordering or 
superintendence of such carriage so suffered to remain in 
any street, lane or alley as aforesaid, shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of one dollar. | 

No. 11.—Skc. 11. And be it further enacted, That if any 
person or persons shall wilfully ride, drive or lead a horse, or 
shall drive a carriage of any kind along, or unlade or cast out 
of any cart or other carriage any timber, cord wood, brick, 
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stone or coal, on or across any paved footway in any of the 
streets, lanesor alleys in the built parts of this district, he or 
they, so offending, shall forfeit and pay the sum of one 
dollar. 

No. 12,—Src. 12. nd be it further enacted, That no per- 
son whatsoever shall sit or stand in or upon any coach, chariot, 
sleigh, wagon, cart, dray, or any other carriage, or any horse 
or beast harnessed thereto, in order to drive the same, un- 
less he shall have strong reins or lines fastened to the bri- 
dle of his beasts, and held in his hands, sufficient to guide 
them in manner aforesaid; and restrain them from running, 
galloping, or going at immoderate rates through the said 
streets, lanes or alleys, and that no person whatsoever driv- 
ing such carriage, or riding upon any horse, mare or geld-

No. 13.—Suc. 13. And be tt further enacted, That if any 
blacksmith, or other person, shall cause any horse, mare or 
gelding, to stand in any of the streets, lanes or alleys, with- 
in the district, whilst he is shoeing or preparing to shoe such 
horse, mare or gelding, for each offence, every such black- 
smith, or other person, shall pay a fine of one dollar. 

No. 14.—Sxc. 14. And be tt further enacted, That from 
and after the publication of this ordinance, all and every 
the drivers, and driver of all coaches, chariots, caravans, 
wagons, phzetons, chaises, chairs, solos, sleighs, carts, drays, 
and other carriages of burthen and pleasure, driving and pass- 
ing in and through the streets, lanes, and alleys of this dis- 
trict, where there is room sufficient for two to pass, shall 
keep on that side of the street, lane or alley, on his or their 
right hand respectively, in the passing direction ; and if any

(milk excepted) excepting in the months of May, June, 
July, August and September, and that only at the market

An Ordinance for preventing Nuisances in the District of Southwark. 


No. 33.—Serc. 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the 
commissioners and inhabitants of the district of South- 
wark in council assembled, and it is hereby enacted by 
the authority of the same, That from and after the pas- 
sage of this ordinance, all persons are prohibited from 
bringing oyster shells into the said district, and depositing 
the same upon any lot, yard or enclosure therein. And 
every person who shall be convicted of bringing and depo- 
siting oyster shells within the district as aforesaid, and the 
owner or lessee of the lot, yard or enclosure upon which 
the same are deposited, shall forfeit and pay for every such 
offence a fine not exceeding ten dollars. 

No. 34.—Sxc. 2. From and after the passage of this or- 
dinance, it shall not be lawful for any person to bring 
street dirt, or other kinds of manure, in the district of 
Southwark, and to deposit or allow the same to be deposit- 
ed upon any lot, yard or enclosure, or to receive, land or 
deposit the same at or upon any wharf, dock or slip within 
the said district. And every person who shall be convicted 
of bringing street dirt or manure into the district, and of 
depositing, receiving, or landing the same as aforesaid, 
shall forfeit and pay for every such offence a fine not ex- 
ceeding ten dollars. Provided, That nothing herein con- 
tained shall prevent any person owning or occupying a 
farm or garden within the said district from introducing 
and depositing therein such manure as may be actually 
necessary for the proper culture thereof. 

No. 35,—Src. 3. From and after the passage of this or- 
dinance, no person shall be permitted to dig, or cause to be 
dug, a privy well within any vault extending from his or 
her dwelling beneath the public footway within the district 
of Southwark. And whoever shall be legally convicted of 
digging, or cause to be dug such privy well, shall forfeit 
and pay for every such offence a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars, and shall be compelled to fill up the well so dug 
within ten days.

A Supplement to an Act to enable the Governor to appoint Notaries Pub- 
lic, and for other purposes therein mentioned. 


Sec. 1. Be tt enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
in General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by 
the authority of the same, ‘That the Governor be, and he 
is hereby authorised to appoint two additional Notaries 
Public in the county of Philadelphia, one of whom shall 
hold his office only during the continuance of his residence 
in the district of Southwark, and the other shall hold his 
office only during the continuance of his residence in the 
Northern Liberties, under the restrictions and provisions 
contained in the act to which this is a supplement, except- 
ing only so much of the first provision in the second section 
of the said act, as limits the number of Notaries to be ap- 
pointed within the city and county of Philadelphia, which 
part of the said proviso, and no more, is hereby repealed.

No. 1.—Szc. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in

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authority of the same, That the taking of oysters at impro- 
per times tend to deprive the markets in this province of such 
supplies of them, as by prudent regulations may be continued. 
Be tt therefore enacted, That if any person or persons whatso- 
ever shall, at any time between the first day of March and 
the first day of December, in any year, after the publication 
of this act, at any place within this province, offer to sale at 
any time between the tenth day of May and the first day 
of September, in any year after the publication hereof, at 
any place within this province, offer to sale any oysters 
whatsoever, the person or persons so offending shall forfeit 
such oysters; and the clerk of the market, or any overseer 
of the poor or constable in the city of Philadelphia, or any 
overseer of the poor or constable of the borough, district or 
township respectively, in which any oysters shall be offered 
to sale contrary to this act, shall and are hereby required 
immediately to seize the same, for the use of the poor of 
such city, borough, district or township. . 

No. 2.—Sxc..2. And whereas it has been a practice with 
some persons, who carry about oysters for sale, to cover such 
oysters with clams, alleging that they do not offer such oysters 
for sale, yet dispose thereof contrary to law, falsely pre- 
tending tosell clams only : Be zt therefore further enacted, 
That if any person or persons shall, at any time between the 
tenth day of May and the first. day of September, as afore- 
said, at any place within this province, carry about or have 
- in his possession at the same time, any oysters, together 
with clams or other articles, offering such clams or other 
articles for sale, every such person or persons so offending 
shall forfeit such clams or other articles, together with such 
oysters; and the clerk of the market, or any overseer of 
the poor, or constable of the city of Philadelphia or any 
overseer of the poor or constable of the borough, district or 
township respectively, in which such clams or other arti- 
cles shall be so offered to sale, shall immediately seize the 
same, together with such oysters, for the use of the poor of 
such city, borough, distriet or township 

No. 3.—Sxc. 3. Provided always, That if any person or 
persons shall think him, her or themselves aggrieved by such 
seizure as aforesaid, he, she or they may appeal to any Jus- 
tice of the Peace in and for the city, borough or county, 
where such seizure shall be made, who is hereby empowered 
to hear and finally determine the same: and if thereupon it 
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shall be adjudged by such justice, that the seizure was le- 
gally made, the person or persons so appealing, shall fur- 
ther forfeit ten shillings, for the use of the poor of the city, 
borough, district or township respectively, in which such 
seizure shall be made.

any other lien hereafter created, and that the commis- 
sioners of said district be, and they are hereby authorized 
and empowered to collect the said debts, together with the 
uncollected taxes remaining due upon said real estate from 
the time of assessment, in the like manner as county rates 
and levies are collected.

An ordinance for the regulating, pitching, paving, watering, cleaning, 
lighting and amending the streets, lanes and alleys, in the District of 
Southwark, and for other purposes therein mentioned. 


Sec. 3. Be it enacted, §c., That as soon as the middle of 
the streets are regulated for pebble paving, the holders of 
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all grounds in the district aforesaid shall put down and fix, 
agreeable to the said regulations, all across the front of 
their lots, where such regulation has taken place, good 
hard curb-stones not less than five inches thick, and eigh- 
teen inches wide, approved of by the superintendent, and 
shall amend or make a-new the brick pavement, as the 
case may require, to complete the footways in front of his, 
her or their lot or lots, to the width of four feet ten inches, 
measuring from the front of the curb-stone. 

Src. 4. And be it further enacted, That it shall and may 
be lawful for the superintendent, on the neglect or refusal 
of any landholder, attorney, or other person, having charge 
of any ground as aforesaid, on eight days’ notice, to put 
down and fix such and so many curb-stones, of the dimen- 
sions aforesaid, as shall be necessary, and to amend or make 
a-new the brick pavement, as the case may require, to 
complete the pavement in front of said lot or lots of ground, 
and to levy and assess all just charges for the aforesaid 
curb-stone and brick pavement so amended, or made 
a-new; to be recovered as debts under forty shillings, with 
costs, of such of the owners of said lot or lots, or their attor- 
nies, or other persons having charge thereof. | 

Sec. 5. Whereas it is necessary for the protection of the 
pavers, and other workmen employed in the streets, lanes 
and alleys within the district aforesaid, to put up or place 
poles, chains, or other security, across the streets, lanes and 
alleys, for defending the work until it is complete— 

Be it therefore enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
any person or persons whatever, who shall take down or re- 
move any pole, chain, or other security, as aforesaid fixed 
or put up by the superintendent, or other person or per- 
sons under his direction, shall for the first offence, forfeit 
and pay the sum of five dollars, and for the second and. 
every subsequent offence, the sum of ten dollars, upon con- 
viction thereof before any competent tribunal; except the 
superintendent or other person under his direction.

No. 1.—Sec. 2. nd be it further enacted, That every 
person who shall be licensed as aforesaid, shall at the time 
of receiving the said license, enter with two sufficient sure- 
ties, into a joint and several bond, in the penalty of five 
hundred dollars, conditioned for the observance of this ordi- 
nance, and such further ordinances as may be made by the 
commissioners and inhabitants of the district of Southwark 
in the premises, and of the laws of the state of Pennsylvania, 
relating thereto. | 

No. 2.—Szc. 3. And be tt further enacted, That no per- 
son or persons shall use, exercise, or carry on the trade or 
business of a pawnbroker, without having first obtained such 
license as aforesaid, or after the revocation thereof, under 
the penalty of one hundred dollars, for each and every such 
offence, to be sued for and recovered with costs, before any 
justice of the peace in the district of Southwark, as debts 
not exceeding one hundred dollars are by law recoverable ;

No. 5.—Sre. 7. And be it further enacted, That if any 
goods, articles or thing, which shall be advertised in any 
public newspaper printed in the city of Philadelphia, or 
district of Southwark, as having been lost or stolen, and 
which goods, articles or thing, shall be, or thereafter come 
into the possession of any pawnbroker, he or she shall im- 
mediately thereafter give information in writing at the of- 
fice of any justice of the peace in the district of Southwark, 
that certain goods, articles or thing, are in his or her pos- 
session, and shall also state from whom the same were or 
was received, under the penalty of one hundred dollars for 
each and every such neglect or offence, to be sued for, re- 


covered and disposed of in the same manner hereinbefore 
mentioned. 


Supplement to an Ordinance passed Ist January, 1827. 


A supplement to an Ordinance for regulating Pawnbrokers, passed 26m day 
of December, 1823. 


No. 6.—Sxc. 1. Beit ordained and enacted, &c. That the 
President of the Board of Commissioners shall, by order of 
the board, from time to time, give and grant licenses under 
his hand and seal of the corporation, to such person as shall 
produce the board satisfactory evidence of their good char- 
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acter, to use, exercise, or carry on the trade or business of 
a pawnbroker, which said license shall continue in force for 
one year unless sooner revoked by the president, by order 
of the board of commissioners, on legal conviction of a vio- 
lation of the provisions of this ordinance or the one to which 
this is a supplement, and that each person to whom such 
license shall be given, shall annually pay therefor the sum 
of fifty dollars, for the use of the district of Southwark. 

No. 7.—Sxc. 2. And be tt further enacted, by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That no pawnbroker shall sell any goods, 
articles or things, pledged or pawned, until the same shall 
have remained six months in his possession, within which 
time such goods, articles or things, shall be delivered on ap- 
plication made by the owner or owners thereof, or his, or 
her, or their legal representative, provided such applicant 
shall surrender the duplicate, certificate or note, and pay 
the sum originally loaned, with the interest and charges 
that may have accrued thereon. And in case any person 
who has received such duplicate, certificate or note, shall 
have lost the same, the oath or affirmation shall be sufficient 
to exonerate the pawnbroker, and shall stand in the place 
of such duplicate, certificate or note ; and such goods, arti- 
cles or things that shall remain unredeemed at the expira- 
tion of the time before mentioned, shall be sold at public 
auction, and not otherwise, after five days notice of the 
time and place of sale, and the kind of goods, first given in 
one or more public newspapers printed in the city of Phila- 
delphia, or the district of Southwark, and the surplus mo- 
ney, if any arising from said sale, after deducting the amount 
of the loan, the interest and charges then due on the same, 
and the expenses of the advertisement and sale, shall be 
paid over by the pawnbroker to the person who would 
have been entitled to redeem the pledge, in case no sale 
had taken place. And if any pawnbroker shall be guilty 
of any offence in violating the provisions of this section, such 
pawnbroker shall forfeit and pay for every such offence, the 
sum of fifty dollars, to be sued for, recovered and disposed 
of in the manner prescribed by the ordinance to which this 
is a supplement. ; 

No. 8.—Sec. 3. And be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the first and eighth sections of the 
ordinance to which this is a supplement, be, and the same 
are hereby repealed. 
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Ordinance passed February 7, 1832. 


A Supplement to an Ordinanee, entitled “an Ordinance for regulating 
Pawnbrokers,” passed December 26, 1823. 


No. 9.—Skc. 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the com- 
missioners and inhabitants of the district of Southwark, 
in council assembled, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, 'That no pawnbroker shall demand 
or receive a greater rate of interest than six per centum 
per annum: and in addition thereto, he is authorized and 
permitted to demand and receive for each certificate, du- 
plicate, or note, according to the following rates, viz. 

For each certificate, duplicate, or note, for ail sums ad- 
vanced, not exceeding one dollar, three cents. | | 

For each certificate, duplicate or note, for all sums ad- 
vanced more than one, and not exceeding five dollars, six 
and a quarter cents. 

For each certificate, duplicate, or note, for all sums ad- 
vanced exceeding five dollars, two cents upon each dollar 
so advanced, any thing in any other ordinance to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

No. 10.—Src. 2. “Ind be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, ‘That from and after the passage of 
this ordinance, every Pawnbroker in the District shall effect 
insurance from fire to such an extent as shall as near as 
practicable cover the average amount of goods or merchan- 
dise pledged to him, by some of the legally incorporated 
Fire Insurance Companies of Philadelphia, without any ad- 
ditional charge therefor; and any Pawnbroker who shall 
neglect or omit to effect insurance as aforesaid, agreeably 
to the provisions of this ordinance, shall in event of any ac- 
cident by fire, become personally liable, together with his 
sureties, to the person or persons sustaining loss thereby, 
for double the amount so advanced ; Provided always, That 
in the event of the total destruction of such goods or mer- 
chandise by fire, the owner or owners thereof shall be enti- 
tled to receive as much more money from the aforesaid 
Pawnbroker, as he in the first instance shall have advanced 
on the said goods or merchandise so pledged. Or should it 
so happen that the goods or merchandise aforesaid, should 
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sustain damage in consequence of fire, then the owner or 
owners thereof shall be entitled to receive a just and equita- 
ble allowance for such damage so done or sustained. 

No. 11.—Src. 3. And be it enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That if the person who has pawned or pledged 
any goods, article or thing, neglect or refuse to renew his 
certificate, duplicate or note, each and every month as is 
provided, then when the said goods, article or thing may or 
shall be redeemed or sold as is provided, the pawnbroker 
shall be entitled to demand and receive the monthly char- 
ges, per centage, or rates above mentioned, for the time 
that the said goods, articles or thing have or has remained 
in pawn or pledge. And any pawnbroker who shall de- 
mand or receive any higher rate of interest or charges than 
is herein provided, shall forfeit and pay the sum of one hun- 
dred dollars, to besued for and recovered with costs, before 
any Justice of the Peace in the district aforesaid, for the use 
of the said district. 

No. 12.—Src. 4. Mad be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That from and after the passage of 
this ordinance, all unredeemed pledges pawned in the dis- 
trict of Southwark, shall be sold at public auction within 
the limits of the district aforesaid, and all and every pawn- 
broker exposing to sale unredeemed pledges out of the dis- 
trict aforesaid, shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding 
fifty dollars, to be sued for, recovered and disposed of in the 
manner hereinbefore mentioned. : 

No. 13.—Src. 5. And be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That from and after the passage of 
this ordinance, every pawnbroker in the district of South- 
wark, shall keep a sale book, in which shall be registered 
the number of all goods, articles or things, pawned and un- 
redeemed, according to the certificate of the same, and the 
price or prices for which the same sold, the same to be re- 
gistered at the time of sale; which said sale book shall be 
submitted by every such pawnbroker to the inspection of 
all and every person or persons having interest therein, and 
desirous to examine the same, and in case of any fraudu- 
lent or intentional mis-entry of the price or prices for which 
the said goods, articles or things sold, or in case of any frau- 
dulent or intentional misrepresentation of the price or prices 
as aforesaid, to any person or persons interested therein, 
such pawnbroker shall for each and every mis-entry or 
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misrepresentation as aforesaid, forfeit and pay a sum not 
exceeding fifty dollars, to be sued for, recovered and dispos- 
ed of in the manner hereinbefore mentioned. 

No. 14.—Src. 6. And be tt further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, 'That any pawnbroker who shall be 
convicted of violating any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, or the ordinance in force to which this is a supple- 
ment, shall forfeit his license.

Section 10. The commissioners and inhabitants of the 
district of Southwark are hereby authorized to purchase 
when they deem it expedient, a lot of ground in said dis- 
trict—to be kept open as a public square for ever, in the 
same manner that the public squares in the city of Phila- 
delphia are kept open.

Act of the Legislature, passed 18th February, 1769. 


Section 41. And the more effectually to preserve the 
waters in the said city, district of Southwark, and the 
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Northern Liberties, wholesome and fit for use, Be tt enact- 
ed, That the commissioners by law appointed for paving 
the streets of the said city, and supervisors of the district of 
Southwark and township of the Northern Liberties, re- 

spectively, with the assent of the mayor or recorder, and 

any two aldermen of the said city, or any two magistrates 

of the county of Philadelphia aforesaid, shall limit, direct 

and appoint the depth of all vaults, wells and sinks, hereaf- 

ter to be dug in the built parts of the said city, district or 

township, for privies or necessary-houses ; which regulation, 
being so made as aforesaid, shall be advertised in one at 

least of the newspapers of the said city, and then deposited 

in the hands of the clerk of the court of quarter sessions for 

the city and county of Philadelphia, subject to the inspec- 

tion of any inhabitant of the city, district and township 

aforesaid, applying for that purpose ; and that if any person 

or persons shall dig, or cause to be dug, any such vault, 

well or sink, for privies or necessary-houses, of any greater 

depth than shall be limited and appointed as aforesaid, 

every such person or persons so offending, and being thereof 
legally convicted as aforesaid, shall forfeit and pay the sum 

of twenty pounds, and the person or persons employed in 
digging the same, shall forfeit the sum of ten pounds. [‘The 

office of Supervisors of the district of Southwark, abolished, 

and the power of performing their duties vested in the com- 
missioners of Southwark, see page 19, No. 23.] 

Sec. 50. The one half of all fines and forfeitures arising 
by this act in the city of Philadelphia, not hereinbefore ap- 
propriated, shall be paid to the informer, or the person or 
persons that shall sue for the same ; and the other half 
thereof shall be paid to the treasurer, appointed by the com- 
missioners for cleansing and paving the streets of the said 
city, to be applied towards paving and cleansing the streets 
of the said city.

Wuereas the general provisions of the existing law to- 
wards “the establishment of schools throughout the state, 
in such manner that the poor may be taught gratis,” and 
the special provisions made relative to the city and county 
of Philadelphia, have not proved to be a public benefit 
within the said city and county, commensurate with the 
expense incurred by occasion of the same, | 

For remedy whereof, 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted, §&c., That the city and county of 
Philadelphia shall be and hereby are erected into a district 
for the purposes of this act, to be denominated “ 'The first 
school district of the state of Pennsylvania, and shall be di- 
vided into the following sections, and so many other sec- 
tions as may be established hereafter, in the manner here- 
inafter provided. First, the city of Philadelphia shall be a 
section, and shal] be denominated “The First Section.” 
Second, the Northern Liberties and Kensington shall be a 
section, and shall be denominated “ 'The Second Section.” 
Third, Southwark, Moyamensing and Passyunk shall be a 
section, and shall be denominated “ The Third Section.”’ 
Fourth, Penn ‘Township shall be a section, and shall be de- 
nominated “ The Fourth Section.” 

Src. 2. And be it further enacted, That the common 
and select councils, the commissioners of the incorporated 
part of the Northern Liberties, the commissioners of the 
district of Southwark, the commissioners of the township of 
Moyamensing, and the commissioners of the district of Spring 
Garden shall meet, as soon as conveniently may be after the 
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passing of this act, in their respective districts, and thereaf- 
ter, on some day between the first and twentieth days of

An Ordinance, passed 23d June, 1837. 


For the appointment of a Superintendent of Police for the District of 
Southwark, prescribing his duties, and fixing his compensation, &c. 


Sec. 1. Beit ordained and enacted by the commis- 
stoners and inhabitants of the district of Southwark, in 
council assembled, and it is hereby enacted by the autho- 
rity of the same, That on the fourth Thursday in June in 
every year hereafter, and whenever a vacancy shall happen 
by death, resignation, removal from office or otherwise, there 
shall be chosen by the Commissioners, by ballot, a Super- 
intendent of Police, for the said district of Southwark, 
which officer shall carry in his hand a mace, to distinguish 
him in the execution of his duties. And all constables and 
citizens of the said district, are hereby enjoined and requir- 
ed to aid and assist the said Superintendent of Police in the 
execution of his office, whenever legally required by him. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the particular and especial duty of 
the Superintendent of Police to take notice of, inquire into, 
and so far as he is able, prevent all violations and neglect 
of the laws and ordinances relating to the district; for 
which purpose he shall daily walk through the streets, 
lanes and alleys of the district, with his mace in his hand, 
taking such rounds that within a reasonable time he shall 
visit every part of the district, and shall examine all va- 
grants, beggars, and such other persons as shall fall under 
the legal description of idle and disorderly persons, as to 
their place of residence, and means of acquiring a liveli- 
hood, and upon such persons refusing or being unable to 
give him satisfactory answers, to apprehend and carry the 
same before the police or some other magistrate of the dis- 
trict, that they may be dealt with according to law; he 
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shall disperse all disorderly, riotous and unlawful assem- 
blages occurring in any of the streets, lanes or alleys of the 
district ; inform against all disorderly houses which ma 
come under his notice; give information to the President of 
the Board of Commissioners, or to the Police Magistrate of 
the district, of all nuisances, obstructions and impediments 
in the streets, lanes and alleys of the said district, in order 
that they may be removed, and the persons who have 
caused the same, prosecuted. He shall give information to 
the President of the Board of Commissioners or to the Police 
Magistrate of the district, of all offences of whatever de- 
scription which may be committed against the laws and or- 
dinances relating to the district, together with the names 
of the offenders and witnesses, in order that prosecutions 
may be commenced and obedience enforced to all regula- 
tions established for the well governing of the district. The 
said Superintendent of Police shall in an especial manner 
take care that the laws for the suppression of vice and im- 
morality, be strictly enforced; and for this purpose he shall 
walk the streets, lanes and alleys within the district, on 
Sundays, and apprehend and carry before the police or 
some other magistrate of the district, in order that they 
may be dealt with according to law, all persons whom he 
shall find offending against the aforesaid laws; and do and 
perform all such matters and things as the President of the 
Board of Commissioners or the Police Committee shall rea- 
sonably require, touching the orders, regulations and policy 
of the district. — 

Sec. 3. The Superintendent of Police is hereby invested 
with all the powers and authorities that a constable of the 
district can exercise by the common law, by act of Assem- 
bly of this Commonwealth or by any ordinance of this cor- 
poration, so far as it regards the apprehending of vagrants, 
disorderly and suspicious persons, or persons by him detect- 
ed in the violation of the laws and ordinances relating to 
the district of Southwark. But whenever any legal pro- 
cess is to be issued upon information given by the said Sua- 
perintendent of Police, the said process shall be served and 
executed by the ordinary constables of the said district. 

Sec. 4. The Superintendent of Police to be appointed by 
virtue of this ordinance, shall, as a full and complete com- 
pensation for all duties and services incumbent on, and to 
be performed by him, receive a salary of five hundred dol- 
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lars per annum; high salary he shall receive in equal 
quarterly payments, and the said Superintendent shall give 
good and sufficient security, to be approved of by the Police 
Committee, in the sum of one thousand dollars, for the 
faithful performance of the duties assigned him. 

Sec. 5. The said Superintendent of Police shall not be 
permitted to receive, either directly or indirectly, for the 
performance of his official duties, any fee, reward, or 
emolument whatever, other than the annual salary provid- 
ed for by the ordinance ; all fines and forfeitures recovered 
under the laws of the state or the ordinances of the district, 
in suits in which the Superintendent of Police may be pro- 
secutor, shall be received by him wholly for the use of the 
district, and of which he shall render to the Police Commit- 
tee a monthly account, and debit himself with the same, 
any law, ordinance or usage to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing. And it shall be the duty of the respective persons, 
holding appointments under the authority of the Commis- 
sioners, and they are hereby required and directed, to re- 
port to the Police Magistrate, all violations of the Laws 
and Ordinances, connected with their several duties and 
stations. 

Sec. 6. Upon complaint being adh by any citizen of 
the district, as to the acts of the said Superintendent of 
Police, of his neglect of the duties enjoined upon him by 
this ordinance, or of his having received any fee or reward 
contrary to the provision of the preceding section, the Po- 
lice Committee shall forthwith inquire into all the facts 
connected with the said. complaint, and if they deem the 
evidence presented to them sufficient, they may suspend 
him from office until the next meeting of the Board, at 
which time the committee will report the facts of the case, 
and, if confirmed by the Board, the vacancy thus produced 
may be filled by the Board of Commissioners at its next 
meeting, by a new election. 

Sec. 7. From and after the passage of this ordinance, all 
previous ordinances of the district providing for the ap- 
pointment of a Superintendent of the Police, defining his 
duties and fixing his compensation are hereby repealed.

Defining the duties of the Police Magistrate of the District of Southwark. 


Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the commis- 
sioners and inhabitants of the district of Southwark, in 
council assembled, and itis hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That it shall be the duty of the police magis- 
trate, agreeably to the second section of an act of assembly, 
passed 7th day of March, 1829, to attend every morning at 
the watch house in the said district, if notice be given, at 
such hour as shall be fixed by the lamp and watch com- 
mittee, for the purpose of examining into the offences with 
which all such prisoners as shall have been charged, ar- 
rested and detained in custody by the watchmen of the 
district, during the preceding night, stand charged, and of 
deciding the fines and penalties to which the said prisoners 
are respectively liable, or the mode in which they are to 
be disposed of, or proceeded against, according to the ordi- 
nances of the district and the laws of the commonwealth. 

Sec. 2. Whenever a complaint is lodged with the said 
police magistrate by a citizen, member of the corporation, 
or by the superintendent or police oflicer of the district, of 
any violation of the laws and ordinances for the regulation 
and government of said district, it shall be his duty to 
proceed against the person or persons against whom the 
said complaint is lodged, according to law, and without any 
unnecessary delay. 

Sec. 3. When a complaint is made by a citizen, or by a 
member or officer of the corporation of the district, of any 
offence committed against the laws and ordinances of said 
district, the said police magistrate shall recover the legal 
fees for his services from the offenders when convicted. 
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Src. 4. The said police magistrate shall not be allowed 
to compromise or dismiss any suit or action brought before 
him in the name of the district, after judgment has been 
entered therein, unless by the advice and consent of the 
board of commissioners. 

‘Suc. 5. The police magistrate shall keep a separate dock- 
et for all cases heard and determined by him in virtue of 
his appointment from the district, which docket shall be at 
all times open to the inspection of the members and officers 
of the corporation. 

Sec. 6. He shall present to the board of commissioners 
monthly, a detailed statement of all fines, forfeitures, and

Sec. 1. Be it enacted, §c. That three regulators and 
one principal regulator shall be appointed for the district 
of Southwark by the commissioners thereof, at any meet- 
ing which may be held in the month of February annually ; 
to continue for one year, if they shall so long conduct them- 
selves to the satisfaction of the said commissioners. And 
each and every regulator so appointed, before he enters 
upon the duties of his office, shall take and subscribe an 
oath or affirmation, that he will, to the best of his abili- 
ties, execute the duty of a regulator for the district of 
Southwark, agreeable to the laws of this commonwealth, 
and the ordinances and resolutions of the commissioners of 
the said district.

sentative or representatives, the circumstances attending 
the same, and particularly the manner in which such lot 
or lots are bounded by such street, road, lane or alley, in- 
tersecting the same. And if any regulator or regulators, 
shall refuse or neglect to comply with the provisions of this 
section, he or they so offending shall, for each and every 
such offence, on conviction thereof before any proper tri- 
bunal, forfeit and pay the sum of twenty dollars, for the 
use of the said corporation. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, 'That it shall be the 
special duty of the principal regulator to enter and record 
in books provided by the commissioners for that purpose, 
agreeable to the twenty-first section of the act for incorpo- 
rating the district of Southwark, all awards made by the 
said regulators or a majority of them, according to law and 
the ordinances of the commissioners aforesaid, respecting 
the boundaries of any lot or piece of ground within the said 
district by them regulated, within thirty-five days there- 
after; provided a legal appeal is not made from their deci- 
sion ; together with a copy of the notice given by the regu- 
lators to the parties having property adjoining, or to their 
legal representatives.

ACT OF ASSEMBLY. 
Act of Assembly, passed April 2, 1831. 


An Act authorising the Governor to incorporate the Philadelphia and 
Delaware county, and Southwark Rail Road Companies, 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives of he Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in 
General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That Thomas D. Grover, John 
Pierce, James M’Cann, William G. Alexander, Joseph Bur- 
den, Philip Peltz, F. A. Raybold, Joseph Solms, George 
M. Hickling and John Crean, are hereby appointed Com- 
missioners, who may fill any vacancy occurring in their 
body, who are hereby authorized to receive subscriptions 
to a company, to be known by the name and style of “ The 
Southwark Rail Road Company ;” the amount of stock of 
said Company not to exceed two hundred thousand dollars, 
at fifty dollars a share; the Company to be subject to all 
the restrictions, and entitled to all the provisions and privi- 
leges, contained in the preceding sections of this act; and 
when one thousand shares or more shall be actually sub- 
scribed, and five dollars on each share paid to said commis- 
sioners, and a certificate thereon shall have been made, 
under oath or affirmation, to the Governer, he shall, by 
letters patent, under his hand and seal of the Common- 
weath, create and erect the subscribers into a body corpo- 
rate and politic, in deed and in law, by the name and style 
of “The Southwark Rail Road Company,” who are here- 
by authorized to construct a rail road, of one or more 
tracks, from the river Delaware, in the District of South- 
wark, and thence through the county of Philadelphia to 
Broad and Cedar Streets, in such direction as they shall 
deem best to connect with the termination of the city rail 
road: Provided that said company shall be, and are here- 
by empowered to construct a rail road from Broad street, 
in the county of Philadelphia, to the river Schuylkill. | 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That the president or secretary of the said com- 
panies, shall annually, on the first Monday in December, 
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transmit to the Auditor General, a full statement of the 
affairs, under oath, of the said companies, and shall pay 
annually into the treasury of the commonwealth, a tax of 
eight per centum on all dividends which may exceed six 
per centum on the capital stock actually paid in.

Act of the Legislature, passed 29th September, 1787. 


An Act to appoint Commissioners to regulate the streets, lanes and alleys 
in the district of Southwark, and to lay out new streets, lanes and alleys 
therein, for the accommodation of the inhabitants, and to Jay out the 
roads, therein mentioned, through the said district and parts of the town- 
ships of Moyamensing and Passyunk. 


Sec. 1. Wurreas the district of Southwark has become 
populous, and the freeholders thereof are daily erecting 
buildings, and making improvements therein, but for want 
of a public and general regulation of the streets, lanes and 
alleys, they are irregularly placed, and there is danger that 
in time they will become a heap of confused buildings, 
without order or design, unless a remedy be speedily ap- 
plied: And whereas it is highly necessary that every town, 
or part of a town, should have a direct and convenient 
communication with the country, in order to an easy ex- 
change of the necessaries of life with each other, and there 
is no road from the district of Southwark to the surround- 
ing country, but what is circuitous and inconvenient: 

No. 1.—Src. 2. Be it therefore enacted by the Repre- 
sentatives of the freemen of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, in General Assembly met, and by the autho- 
rity of the same, That Francis Gurney, Richard Wells, 
Presley Blackiston, Thomas Shields, and Gunning Bedford, 
be, and they are hereby, appointed commissioners, for the 
purposes in this act contained, and they, or any three of 
them, shall have full power and authority to do and perform 
all and every the matters and things hereinmentioned and 
contained by the commissioners to be performed, and that 
in case of the death, resignation or inability of any or either 
of the said commissioners, it shall and may be lawful for the 
Supreme Executive Council of this commonwealth to ap- 
point another or other proper and judicious person or per- 
sons, to supply his or their places, from time to time, 
until the end of this act shall be fully answered, which per- 
son or persons, so to be appointed, shall have the same 
powers, as if he or they were named in this act. 
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No. 2.—Src. 3. And be it further enacted, That the said 
commissioners, before they take upon themselves the duties 
required by this act, shall take and subscribe, before one of 
the Judges of the Supreme Court, or Court of Common 
Pleas for the county of Philadelphia, an oath or affirma- 
tion, that they will well and faithfully execute the duties 
required by this act, according to the best of their judg- 
ment and abilities, without favour or partiality. 

No. 3.—Sxc. 4. nd be it further enacted, ‘That the said 
commissioners, or any three of them, so qualified as afore- 
said, shall have full power and authority to survey and lay 
out such and so many new Streets, lanes and alleys, within 
that part of the district of Southwark, where proper streets, 
Janes and alleys are not already laid out, as in the best of 
their judgment will be necessary to accommodate all the in- 
habitants and Jand-holders with convenient ways and pas- 
sages, to and from their respective grounds, laying the same 
at, or as near to, right angles with each other as the na- 
ture of the place and a reasonably conformity to the 
streets, lanes and alleys, already established and built upon, 
will admit. 

No. 4.—Szc. 5. And beit further enacted, That the said 
commissioners shall have full power and authority to survey 
and lay out a public road or highway from George Gray’s 
commonly called the Lower Ferry, to run as nearly ina 
right line, and as nearly parallel to the south street of the 
city of Philadelphia, as the ground and other circumstauces 
will reasonably admit, across the isthmus, into some central 
part of the district of Southwark, and to survey and Jay out 
one other road, leading, in the most direct manner that the 
nature of the ground will reasonably admit, from some cen- 
tral part or street of the said district, through the same, 
and the townships of Moyamensing and Passyunk, to the 
State-Island ferry ; and the said commissioners shall make, 
or cause to be made a correct draft or plan of all the said 
streets, lanes, alleys and roads, so by them to be laid out, 
and return the same, under their hands, to the Supreme 
Executive Council, who are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to examine the same, and, after hearing the ob- 
jections of any land-holders, who may think themselves ag- 
grieved, shall adjudge and determine how many and which 
of the said streets, lanes, alleys and roads, shall be public 
streets, lanes, alleys and high-roads, and shall direct the

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said plan, together with their adjudication thereupon, to be 
recorded in the office for recording of deeds for the county 
of Philadelphia, and from thenceforth all the said streets, 
lanes, alleys and roads, so adjudged, shall be for ever here- 
after deemed, adjudged and taken, to be public highways, 
for the use of the inhabitants of this state.

Southwark, and to lay out new streets, lanes and alleys therein.” 


IN COUNCIL. 


Philadelphia, Tuesday, January 5th, 1790. 


Council resumed the consideration of the report of the commissioners ap- 
pointed by the act of assembly of the twenty-ninth of September, 1787, 
to regulate the district of Southwark, and townships of Moyamensing 
and Passyunk, as follows, viz: 


To the Hancarabis, the President and Supreme Execu- 
tive Council of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania. 


No. 5.— We, the commissioners appointed by an act of as- 
sembly, passed the twenty-ninth day of September, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and eighty- 
seven, entitled “An act to appoint commissioners to regu- 
late the streets, lanes and alleys in the district of South- 
wark, and to lay out new streets, lanes and alleys therein, 
for the accommodation of the inhabitants, and to lay out 
the roads therein mentioned through the said district and 
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parts of the townships of Moyamensing and Passyunk,” most 
respectfully certify and return. 

That, having first taken the oath and affirmation required 
by the act of assembly, we have caused to be made a survey 
of all the streets, lanesand alleys of the said district, and se- 
veral of the roads in the townships of Moyamensing and 
Passyunk, and have carefully viewed and considered the 

round through which they severally pass, in order to com- 
ply with the directions of the said act, and to accommodate 
as nearly as possible the convenience of the several owners 
of ground, through which the new streets and roads were 
to be laid out; and after mature deliberation thereon, we 
unanimously report, and return the following streets, ways, 
and roads, agreeably to two plans herewith returned and 
presented and by ussigned, wherein all the old streets, lanes, 
alleys and roads are coloured with light brown, and the new 
streets, alleys and roads hereafter described are coloured 
with green; these streets and ways which are coloured with 

ellow,* are only intended to show the direction of the se- 
veral streets, which may hereafter be laid out and may 

rove a convenience in the improvement and division of es- 
tates in those parts of the district, and prevent future irre- 
gularities in buildings. | 

WHARF-STREET.—A street laid out in order to 
a communication from wharf to wharf, between the storcs 
and buildings now erected, and hereafter to be erect- 
ed by the owners of the water lots in the said district, and 
the heads of the docks hereafter to be formed for the accom- 
modation of ships, &c. Beginning for the eastwardly side of 
the said Wharf street, at the distance of one hundred and 
sixty feet from the intersection which is made by the east — 
side of Water street, and south side of South street, (the 
said South-street, being the boundary between the city 
of Philadelphia and the district of Southwark,) and 
thence the east side of said Wharf street extends south 
five degrees west until it crosses the south line of a 
street hereinafter mentioned, and laid out by the name 
of Federal street, thence continuing the same course for the 
easterly side of said Wharf street eighty-nine feet, thence 
south twenty-one degrees and a half east to the south-eas-

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terly boundary of the said district. The said easterly Jine 
of the said Wharf street being at the distance of one hun- 
dred and four feet from the line laid out by the Wardens of 
the port of Philadelphia, for the utmost limit or extent of 
the piers or wharves projecting into the river Delaware, 
the said Wharf street to be and extend to the breadth of 
thirty-three feet,” the whole length of the said street except 
that part which crosses and immediately joins Federal street 
on the south side thereof, which part is as follows, on said 
Federal street beginning at the distance of thirty-three feet 
from the east side of said Wharf street, and continues a 
course south five degrees, west sixty-nine feet until it inter- 
sects the continuation of a line to be drawn, north twenty- 


one and a half degrees west from the westerly side of said 
Wharf street. — 

MEADOW-STREET,—Beginning on the north side 
of a street hereinafter mentioned, by the name of Reed 
street, at the distance of three hundred and thirty feet east- 
wardly from Swanson street, and extending north fourteen 
degrees, east fifty feet wide until it intersects the westward 
line of Wharf street, gradually narrowing as the western 
line of said Meadow street approaches the angle of Wharf 
street. 

SWANSON STREET,—A continuation of old Swan- 
son street heretofore laid out, beginning for the west side 
thereof on the south side of Christian street at the dis- 
tance of two hundred and seventy feet eastward of the east 
side of Church alley, hereafter described by the name of 
Church street, and extends south nine degrees and a half 
west to Federal street, thence crossing said Federal street 
extends south fourteen degrees west to the street herein- 
after laid out, by the name of Reed street, which said con- 
tinuation of Swanson street is to be, and extended of the 
breadth of fifty feet except where some part thereof com- 
prehends part of the burial ground and premises belonging 
to the corporation of the Swedish church of Wicacoe, and 
is coloured yellow in the plan, and also excepting the ground 
late belonging to the estate of Samuel Morris, Esquire, and 
now occupied as a rope-walk. 

CHURCH STREET,—A continuation of Church al- 
ley, (heretofore laid out) beginning on the south side of

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Christian street and eastwardly side of said Church alley 
being two hundred and seventy-six feet westward from 
Swanson street, and extending south fourteen degrees west 
to a street hereinafter laid out by the name of Reed street, 
which said Church street is every where to be and extended 
of the breadth of fifty feet, except in that part which was 
heretofore laid out for Church alley, and also excepting the 
ground late belonging to the estate of Samuel Morris, Esq. 
and now occupied as a rope-walk. 

FRONT STREET,—A continuation of old Front street 
heretofore laid out, beginning on the south side of Green- 
wich street in the said district, and extends in a direct 
line with said old Front street, south fourteen degrees west 
until it intersects Keeler’s lane, which said continuation of 
Front street is to be and extended of the breadth of sixty 
feet during all the distance aforesaid. 

SECOND STREET,—A continuation of old Second 
street heretofore laid out, beginning at the distance of 
two hundred and eight feet from the south side of Christian 
street, and in a direct line with said old Second street, ex- 
tending south fifteen degrees west until it intersects Green- 
wich street, which said continuation of Second street is to 
be and extended of the breadth of fifty feet during all the 
distance aforesaid. 

THIRD STREET,—A continuation of old Third street 
heretofore laid out, beginning on the south side of Ca- 
tharine street and in a direct line with said old Third 
street, and extending south fourteen degrees west until it 
intersects Moyamensing road, which said continuation of 
. Third street is to be and extended of the breadth of fifty 
feet during all the distance aforesaid, except where the in- 
tersections of the road interfere with it and form a part 
thereof. 

FOURTH STREET,—A continuation of Fourth street 
of the city of Philadelphia, beginning on the south 
side of South street, and in a direct line with said Fourth 
street, and extending south fourteen degrees west until it 
intersects Johnston’s lane, which said continuation of Fourth 
street is to be and extended of the breadth of fifty feet dur- 
ing all the distance aforesaid. 

CRAB STREET,—A continuation of old Crab street 
heretofore laid out, beginning at the south end of said 
old Crab street, and extending in a direct line therewith, 
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south fourteen degrees west until it intersects a street here- 
inafter mentioned by the name of Plumb street, which said 
continuation of Crab street is to be and extended of the 
breadth of thirty-three feet during all the distance afore- 
said. 

FIFTH STREET,—A continuation of the line of 
Fifth street of the city of Philadelphia, beginning on the 
south-easterly side of Passyunk road, and extending in a di- 
rect line with the said Fifth street, south fourteen degrees 
west until it intersects Johnston’s bel which said continua- 
tion of Fifth street, is to be and extended of the breadth of 
fifty feet during all the distance aforesaid. 

SIXTH STREET,—A continuation of the line of 
Sixth street of the city of Philadelphia, beginning on the 
south-easterly side of Passyunk road, and extending in a 
direct line with the said Sixth street, south fourteen degrees 
west until it intersects Wharton street, which said continua- 
tion of Sixth street is to be and extended of the breadth of 
fifty feet during all the distance aforesaid. 

SEVENTH STREET,—A_ continuation of the line 
of Seventh street of the city ofPhiladelphia, beginning 
on the south-easterly side of Passyunk road, and extending 
in a direct line with the said Seventh street, south fourteen 
degrees west until it intersects Wharton street, which said 
continuation of Seventh street is to be and extended of the 
breadth of fifty feet during all the distance aforesaid. 

EIGHTH STREET,—A continuation of the line 
of Eighth street of the city of Philadelphia, beginning 
on the south-easterly side of Passyunk road, and extending 
in a direct line with the said Eighth street, south fourteen 
degrees west until it intersects Wharton street, which said 
continuation of Kighth street is to be and extended of the 
breadth of fifty feet during all the distance aforesaid. 

SHIPPEN STREET,—A continuation of old Ship- 
pen street heretofore laid out, beginning on the west 
side of Fourth street, and extending in a direct line with 
the said Shippen street, north seventy-six degrees west un- 
til it intersects Passyunk road, which said continuation of 
Shippen street is to be and extended of the breadth of fifty 
feet during all the distance aforesaid. 

PLUMB STREET,—A continuation of old Plumb 
street heretofore laid out, beginning at the west end of 
said Plumb street, and extending in a direct line there- 
with, north seventy-three degrees west until it intersects the 
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line of Fifth street hereinbefore continued, which continua- 
tion of Plumb street is to be and extended of the breadth of 
forty-seven feet during all the distance aforesaid. 

A STREET OR LANDING,—Beginning for the 
south side thereof at the distance of two hundred and se- 
venty-eight feet six inches, to the northward of Catharine 
street, on Swanson street, and extending south eighty-one 
degrees east into the river Delaware, until it intersects the 
line as fixed by the port-wardens, which said street or land- 
ing is to be and extended of the breadth of fifty feet during 
all the distance aforesaid. 

GERMAN STREET,—Nearly in a line with old Ger- 
man street heretofore laid out, beginning on the east side 
of Front street, at the distance of three hundred and thir- 
ty-eight feet from the north side of Catharine street, being 
the south side of said German street, and extending south 
seventy-six degrees east until it intersects Swanson street, 
which said continuation of German street is to be and ex- 
tended of the breadth of forty feet, during all the distance 
aforesaid. pe 

MEAD ALLEY,—An old alley now widened, and 
partly opposite old German street, beginning for the 
south side of said alley, on the west side of Front street, 
three hundred and thirty-eight feet from the north side of 
Catharine street, extending to and intersecting Second 
street at the distance of three hundred and thirty feet from 
said Catharine street, the said Mead alley being extended 
to the breadth of thirty feet during all the distance afore- 
said. 

GERMAN STREET,—A continuation of old German 
street, beginning at the west end of said street, and 
extending in a direct line therewith north seventy-three 
degrees west until it intersects Passyunk road, which said 
continuation of German street is to be and extended of the 
breadth of fifty feet during all the distance aforesaid. 

QUEEN STREET,—A continuation of old Queen 
street heretofore laid out, beginning at the west end of 
said street and extending in a direct line therewith, north 
seventy-three degrees, west until it intersects the line of 
Sixth street continued, which said continuation of Queen 
street is to be and extended of the breadth of fifty feet dur- 
ing all the distance aforesaid. 


’ CARPENTER STREET,—Continued, beginning for 
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the south side thereof, forty-seven feet from the south 
end of old Church alley, and on the west side thereof, 
and extending north seventy-six degrees west until it inter- 
sects Third-street, which said continuation of Carpenter 
street is to be and extended of the breadth of fifty feet dur- 
ing all the distance aforesaid. 

WASHINGTON STREET,—A new street, begin- 
ning for the north side thereof, on the west side of Swan- 
son street, continued at the distance of five hundred and 
eighty-four feet from the south side of Christian street, 
and extending north seventy-six degrees west until it inter- 
sects Passyunk road, which said Washington street is to be 
and extended of the breadth of fifty feet during all the dis- 
tance aforesaid. 

FEDERAL STREET,—A new street, beginning for 
the north side thereof, on the west side of Swanson street, 
continued at the distance of three hundred and twenty- 
six feet from the south side of Washington street, and ex- 
tends north seventy-six degrees west until it intersects Pas- 
syunk road, which said Federal street is to be and extend- 
ed of the breadth of fifty feet during all the distance afore- 
said. | 

CONTINUATION OF FEDERAL STREET,—Be- 
ginning for the south side of said continuation of Federal 
street, at the distance of twenty-five feet south of the 
southern line of Federal street and on the east side of Swan- 
son street, and extending into the river Delaware, south 
seventy-six degrees east until it intersects the boundary 
line as fixed by the port-wardens ; which said continuation 
of Federal street is to be and extended of the breadth of 
one hundred feet during all the distance aforesaid. 

WHARTON STREET,—A_ new street, beginning 
for the north side thereof, on the west side of Swanson 
street and at the distance of four hundred feet from the 
south side of Federal street, and extending north seventy- 
six degrees west until it intersects Passyunk road, which 
said Wharton street is to be and extended of the breadth of 
fifty feet during all the distance aforesaid. _ 

CONTINUATION OF WHARTON STREET,— 
Beginning on the east side of Swanson street, and in a 
direct line of said Wharton street and extending into the 
river Delaware, south seventy-six degrees east until it in- 
tersects the boundary line as fixed by the port-wardens, 
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which said continuation of Wharton street is to be and ex- 
tended of the breadth of fifty feet during all the distance 
aforesaid. | 

REED STREET,—A new street, beginning for the 
north side thereof, on the east side of Third street, and 
at the distance of four hundred feet from the south side of 
Wharton street, and extending into the river Delaware, 
south seventy-six degrees east until it intersects the boun- 
dary line as fixed by the port-wardens, which said Reed 
street is to be and extended of the breadth of fifty feet dur- 
ing all the distance aforesaid. 


Agreeably to the directions contained in the act of assem- 
bly, we also return the following roads. 


A ROAD leading from the district of Southwark to 
Gray’s Ferry, on the river Schuylkill, beginning on the 
westerly side of the Passyunk road, opposite to the west 
end of Federal street, and extends north seventy-four de- 
grees west six thousand four hundred and five feet; thence 
north seventy-six degrees west six thousand one hundred 
and three feet to low-water mark on the river Schuylkill, 
which said road is to be and extended of the breadth of fifty 
feet during all the distance aforesaid. 

A ROAD leading from the district of Southwark to 
State Island Ferry on the river Schuylkill, beginning for 
the easterly side of said road at the south boundary of said 
district, and at the south-westerly corner of Keeler’s Jane, 
on the old Moyamensing road, thence south twenty-four de- 
grees west five hundred and thirty-five feet, thence south 
forty-six degrees west nine hundred and twenty-six feet, 
thence south eighty degrees and a quarter west two thou- 
sand two hundred feet, thence south seventy-five de- 
grees and a half west thirteen hundred feet, thence south 
sixty-seven degrees west three thousand one hundred and 
seventy-four feet, thence south fifty-five degrees and a half 
west five hundred and sixty-seven feet, thence south sixty- 
five degrees west four hundred and fifty feet, thence south 
eighty-seven degrees and a half west twelve hundred and

Act of the Legislature, passed 7th April, 1807. 


An act for extending the width of Wharf street, and regulating the wharves 
within the district of Southwark. 


Wuereas from the increase of trade, in the district of 
Southwark, the street called Wharf street as laid out under 
the act of Assembly to which this is a supplement, is too 
narrow, and the docks too short to accommodate the ship- 
ping in the winter season ; and the wharves or piers erected 
on the plan heretofore adopted, cause the docks to fill with 
mud for want of a regular current of water through them ; 
and many of them are not sufficiently strong and, durable: 
Therefore, 
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No. 6.—Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, in General Assembly met, and it is 
hereby enacted by the authority of the same, That 
the street called Wharf street, shall hereafter be fifty feet 
wide, to be widened on the east side of said street to that 
width, and when the intercourse through the said street 
shall require it, the commissioners of the district of South- 
wark, shall order and direct a foot pavement to be laid off, 
not less than twelve feet wide, with curb-stone- on the 
west side of the said street, under such regulations and re- 
strictions as the foot pavements of other streets are regu- 
lated and paved in the district. | 

No. 7.—Sxc. 2. And be it further enacted, That all 
and every person or persons, intending hereafter to wharf 
any part of their estate beyond the west side of Wharf 
street, shall in the first instance extend no further than the 
east side of said street, the front of which shall be compos- 
ed of good solid square timber, down to the bottom, and 
well secured. 

No. 8.—Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That all 
pier heads, hereafter intended to be sunk in the river, be- 
yond the east side of Wharf street, shall be of the width of 
not more than thirty feet from east and west, and shall be 
so sunk that the easternmost side of the said pier head shall 
be at the distance of one hundred and twenty-five feet, 
from the east side of Wharf street, and no more; and the 
said pier shall be composed of good substantial square tim- 
ber, down to the bottom, and well fitted and secured. 

No. 9.—Src. 4. And be it further enacted, That a 
pier or wharf, may be placed and sunk at equal distance 
between the west side of the pier head aforesaid, and the 
east side of Wharf street, of not more than twenty feet in 
width, east and west, and platformed to the pier head and 
Wharf street, or may be platformed on piles from the west 
side of the pier head, to the east side of Wharf street, 
without the middle pier, at the discretion of the owner. 

No. 10.—Src. 5. And whereas, There are certain 
wharves in the said district, which already are extended in 
such a manner, as to prevent a strict compliance with the 
provisions of this act : 

Be it therefore enacted, That the owner or owners, of 
any estates within the district aforesaid, on which such 
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wharves have been already erected, shall be authorized to 
erect a pier, at the distance of one hundred and twenty-five 
feet, from the east side of Wharf street, in the manner and 
under the regulations herein before prescribed ; but no per- 
son erecting such pier, shall be at liberty to erect a middle 
pier, without the consent of the wardens of the port of Phi- 
ladelphia in writing ; and the said wardens shall, on a view 
of the premises, determine whether the said middle pier 
shall be erected, or that a platform, shall be laid on piles, 
from the outer pier to the wharf already erected, as the 
one or other shall be most conformable to the meaning, and 
intent of this act. 

No. 11.—Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That from 
and after the passing of this act, it shall be the duty of 
every person intending to erect a pier or wharf, in the river 
Delaware, in the district of Southwark, to exhibit a plan 
of the same to the wardens of the port of Philadelphia, and 
if the plan so exhibited is on examination found to be con- 
formable to the provisions of this act, the wardens shall in 
writing, signify their assent to the same; and if any person 
or persons shall hereafter erect or cause to be erected, or 
if any master workman or undertaker, shall be aiding or 
assisting, in erecting or sinking any pier or wharf contrary 
to the provisions of this act, he, she or they on conviction 
thereof, shall forfeit and pay to the commissioners of the 
district of Southwark, for the use of paving streets of the 
said district the sum of four thousand dollars, to be by them 
recovered in any court of record in the county of Philadel- 
phia: Provided, always, That any thing contained in this 
section, shall not extend to any wharf or pier which shall 
be sunk west of Wharf street. 


Act of the Legislature, passed 25th March, 1809. 


A supplement to the act entitled “An act for extending the width of 
Wharf street, and regulating the wharves in the district of Southwark.” 


Wuenreas it has been represented to the legislature by 
the proprietors and representatives of the greater part of 
the water lots within the district of Southwark, that the 
act entitled “An act for extending the width of Wharf 
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street, and regulating the wharves in the district of South- 
wark,”? has tended much to discourage and prevent the 
improvement of their estates, because several of the provi- 
sions thereof, if carried into operation, instead of preserving 
the depth of water in the docks will hasten their filling up: 
Therefore in order to remove the difficulties complained of, 
and promote the improvement of the said district. : 
No. 12.—Src. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, in General Assembly met, and it is here- 
by enacted by the authority of the same, That all and 
every person or persons desirous of improving their water 
lots within the district of Southwark be, and they are here- 
by authorized and empowered, after submitting their plan 
or plans of improvement to the board of wardens of the 
port of Philadelphia, which being by them approved, but 
not otherwise, to extend their piers, with or without tho- 
roughfares, to the distance of one hundred and twenty-five 
feet from the east side of Wharf street, as regulated by the 
act to which this is a supplement, into the river Delaware. 
No. 13.—Sec. 2. nd be it further enacted, That any 
person or persons who shall erect, or cause to be erected 
any pier or piers in the district aforesaid, in any other 
manner or way than is hereby authorized and directed; on 
conviction thereof before any proper tribunal, shall forfeit 
and pay to the commissioners and inhabitants of the said 
district, the sum of one thousand dollars, to be by them 
appropriated to the improvement of the said district. 

‘Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That so much of 
the act entitled “ An act for extending the width of Wharf 
street, and regulating the wharves in the district of South- 
wark,” passed the seventh day of April, one thousand 
eight hundred and seven, as is hereby altered or supplied, 
be and the same is hereby repealed, and made null and 
void. : 


Act of the Legislature, passed 31st March, 1812. 


An Act to vacate part of a street of the width of forty feet in the District 
of Southwark as a public highway. 


No. 14.—Sec. 1, Beit enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsyloania, in 
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General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, 'That so much of a street of the 
width of forty feet, extending from Carpenter street to Mar- 
riott’s lane in the district of Southwark, and county of Phi- 
ladelphia, as are not included within the limits of Fourth 
street, containing forty feet wide on Carpenter street and 
ten feet wide on Marriott’s lane, be, and the same is hereby 
vacated as a public street or highway, and vested in fee 
simple in Edward Bonsall, of the city of Philadelphia, his 
heirs and assigns: Provided always, That nothing in this 
act contained shall in any manner injure or affect the pri- 
vate rights or interest of any other person or persons what- 
soever.

An Act vacating certain streets in the District of Southwark, in the county 
of Philadelphia. 


No. 15.—Szc. 1. Be i¢ enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives, of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in 
General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of the same, ‘That so much of a street of the width 
of forty feet, extending from Carpenter street to Marriott’s 
lane in the district of Southwark, and county of Philadel- 
phia, as is not included within the limits of Fifth street, con- 
taining on Carpenter street forty feet, and extending on the 
west side of Fifth street two hundred and fifteen feet nine 
inches to a point at the south-west corner of Fifth street 
aforesaid, be and the same are hereby vacated. 

No. 16.—Skrc. 2. nd be tt further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, 'That so much of a street of the width of 
fifty feet, extending from Prime street to Christian street, in 
the district of Southwark, in the county of Philadelphia, as 
is not included within the limits of Delaware Third street 
continued, be, and the same are hereby vacated. 
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An Act to suspend the opening of certain streets, lanes and alleys, in the 
District of Southwark. 


No. 17.—Sxc. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
in General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, 'That so much of an act entitled an 
act to appoint commissioners to regulate the streets, lanes and 
alleysin the district of Southwark, andso lay out new streets, 
lanes and alleys therein, for the accommodation of the inhabit- 
ants and to lay out the roads therein mentioned through the 
said districts and part of the township of Moyamensing and 
Passyunk, passed on the twenty-ninth day of September, in 
the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred and eighty-

Whereas it has been represented to the legislature, that 
it is expedient to vacate part of Carpenter street in the 
district of Southwark, and connty of Philadelphia, and that 
the same cannot be effected without an act of the general 
assembly authorizing it to be done: Therefore, 

No. 18.—Ssc. 1. Be it enacted, by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
in General Assembly met, and itis hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of the same, ‘That the board of commissioners of 
the district of Southwark, for the time being, are hereby 
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authorized to review and vacate so much of a certain street 
therein called ‘‘ Carpenter street,” laid out by the commis- 
sioners appointed in and by virtue of a certain act of the 
general assembly, passed the twenty-ninth day of Septem- 
ber, one thousand seven hundred and eighty-seven, entitled 
‘¢An act to appoint commissioners to regulate the streets, 
lanes and alleys in the district of Southwark, and to lay out 
new streets, lanes and alleys therein for the accommodation 
of the inhabitants, and to lay out the roads therein mentioned, 
through the said district, and parts of the townships of Moy- 
amensing and Passyunk,”’ as lies between Third street and 
Church street or alley.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
in General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That so much of an act, entitled “ An 
act to appoint commissioners to regulate the streets, lanes 
and alleys in the district of Southwark, and to lay out new 
streets, lanes and alleys therein, for the accommodation of 
the inhabitants, and to lay out the roads therein mentioned 
through the said district, and parts of the township of Moy- 
amensing and Passyunk,” passed on the 29th day of Sep- 
tember, in the year of our Lord one thousand seven hundred 
and eighty-seven, and of the supplement thereto, passed on 
the first of April, one thousand eight hundred and eleven, 
as authorizes the opening of any street, lane or alley through 
the ground now occupied as a navy yard in the said district 
and no more,.be and the same is hereby suspended, and that 
no street, lane or alley shall at any time be opened within 
said navy yard, without the consent in writing of the Se- 
cretary of the Navy of the United States for the time being, 
first had and obtained.

Be zt further enacted, That within three 
months after the report of the jury hereinbefore directed 
shall have been made and confirmed by the Court of Quar- 
ter Sessions, the damages so assessed and confirmed shall be 
paid out of the treasury of the county of Philadelphia, to the 
person or persons whose property may have been injured by 
the suspension of the opening of the streets aforesaid.

That 
the same provisions that are contained in the act entitled, 
“A supplement to the act entitled an act for laying out 
and keeping in repair the public highways within this com- 
monwealth, and for laying out private roads,” passed the 
third day of April, one thousand eight hundred and four, 
so far as the same relates to assessing of damages which the 
owner or owners of lands, house, houses or other property,

An act to cede the jurisdiction of the territory occupied for a navy yard, in 
the county of Philadelphia, to the government of the United States. 


No. 25.—Skc. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate, §c. That 
all the jurisdiction, right, title, property and interest of this 
commonwealth, over, in, and to, the territory now in pos- 
session of the United States, and occupied as a navy yard, 
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included within the present wall around the same, situate in 
the district of Southwark, in the county of Philadelphia, 
and bounded on the east side by the river Delaware, ishere- 
by ceded and conveyed, together with all the buildings and 
appurtenances thereunto belonging, to the government of 
the United States ; Provided always nevertheless, That the 
cession hereby made shall continue in force so long as the 
same territory shall be used by the government of the Unit- 
ed States for the purposes of the navy yard and no longer ; 
“ind provided also, 'Vhat all process, civil and criminal, of 
the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, shall extend into and 
be effectually within the territory hereby ceded, asif this law 
had not been passed. 


STREETS. 
Act of Assembly, passed March 26, 1831. 


No. 26.—Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the ‘Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania in General Assembly met, and it is hereby en- 
acted by the authority of the same, That the commis- 
sioners of the district of Southwark, and the township of 
Moyamensing, respectively, be and they are hereby au- 
thorized to open Broad street, from Cedar to Prime street, 
of the same width as it now is in the city of Philadelphia, 
and to open Washington street, from the river Delaware to 
Fourth street, and to open Prime street from Fourth to 
Broad street, one hundred feet in width, respectively ; and 
the damages accruing to the owners of property, in the 
opening of said streets, shall be assessed and paid in like 
manner as is provided for by the laws of this common- 
wealth, regulating the opening of streets in the city of 
Philadelphia and its districts. 


STREETS AND ROADS. 
Act of Legislature, passed 3d of May, 1832. 


No. 27.—Suc. 39. And be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the commissioners of Southwark be 
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and they are hereby authorized to collect from owners of 
property on the west side of Passyunk road, between Cedar 
street and the site of the new county prison and debtors’ 
apartment, one half the expense which may be incurred by 
said district, in laying pipes for the introduction of Schuyl- 
kill water, and one half the expense of paving said Passyunk 
road from Federal street to the southern boundary of said 
district of Southwark, in like manner as debts of like nature 
are now or may be by law recoverable from owners of pro- 
perty in said district of Southwark.

No. 28.—Src. 27. nd be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That the commissioners of the district of 
Southwark are hereby authorized to widen Moyamensing 
road, from Wharton street to the southern boundary of the 
district of Southwark, to the same width that it now is from 
Prime to Wharton street, and that the commissioners of 
Moyamensing township be authorized to widen Eleventh 
street from Shippen to Federal street in said district, fifty 
feet in addition to its present width, damages to be assessed 
relative to the said street according to Jaw, and that the 
said commissioners of Moyamensing township be, and they 
are hereby empowered to pass such ordinance or ordinan- 
ces as they may deem necessary for regulating the construc- 
tion or removal of wooden buildings in said township.

A further Supplement to an Act, entitled “An act to appoint Commis- 
sioners to regulate the streets, lanes and alleys in the district of South- 
wark, and to lay out new streets and alleys therein, for the accommoda- 
tion of the inhabitants, and to lay out the roads therein mentioned 
through the said district, and parts of the townships of Moyamensing 
and Passyunk,” passed the 29th day of September, A. D. 1787. 


Wuenrzgas, in the report and plan of the commissioners 
appointed by the act to which this is a supplement, it is de- 
clared that the streets and ways on the said plan, which 
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are coloured with yellow, are intended to show the direction 
of the several streets which may hereafter be laid, and 
prove a convenience to the improvement and division of 
estates in those parts of the district, and prevent further ir- 
regularities in buildings. nd whereas, The said plan, 
agreeably to the directions of the said act, is the public 
plan of the said district, and is recorded in the office for 
recording of deeds for the county of Philadelphia. And 
whereas, it is proper to provide for the opening of the said 
streets and ways, from time to time, as the increasing im- 
provements shall require.

2. nd be it further enacted by the autho- 
rity aforesaid, 'That, upon the petition of any number of 
freeholders of the district of Southwark, not less than 
seven, whose lands lie near to or adjoining any of the said 
streets, lanes, alleys or roads, it shall and may be lawful to 
and for the Court of Quarter Sessions of the county of Phila- 
delphia, after hearing the petitioners and such other free- 
holders through whose lands any such street, lane, alley or 
road may pass, as shall make objections thereto, to deter- 
mine whether it will be proper, at the time, to open such 
street, lane, alley or road; and if the said court shall think 
it proper at the time to open any such street, lane, alley 
or road as aforesaid, then the said court is hereby required 
to designate, in their order, for opening the courses and 
distance, and the width of any such street, lane, alley or 
road so opened.

And be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That upon the return and assessment of 
damages as aforesaid, for ground, houses, or other property 
taken for any such public street, alley, lane or road as

An Act relating to taxes on certain real estate, in the city and county of 
Philadelphia. 


Sxc. 1. Beit therefore enacted, by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
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in General Assembly met, and itis hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That all taxes, rates and levies, 
which may hereafter be lawfully imposed or assessed, to be 
applied for any purposes, either in the city or county of 
Philadelphia, on real estate, situate in the said city and 
county of Philadelphia, shall be, and they are hereby de- 
clared to be a lien on the said real estate, on which they 
may hereafter be imposed or assessed, together, also, with 
all additions to and charges on the said taxes, rates and le- 
vies, which by the provisions of this act are directed to be 
made ; and that the said lien shall have priority to and shall 
be fully paid and satisfied before any recognizance, mort- 
gage, judgment, debt, obligation or responsibility, which the 
said real estate may become charged with or liable to, from 
and after the passing of this act. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That whenever any 
taxes, rates or levies, which may hereafter be lawfully im- 
posed or assessed as aforesaid, shall remain in arrear and 
unpaid on the first day of April, in the year following that 
in which the said taxes, rates or levies may have become 
due and payable, it shall be, and it is hereby declared to 
be, the duty of the collector or agent authorized to collect 
and receive the said taxes, rates or levies, forthwith to de- 
liver to the commissioners of the county of Philadelphia, a 
true and accurate list or schedule of the said taxes, rates 
or levies, so due and unpaid, together with the name or 
names of the person or persons charged in the duplicate 
with the same; and also.a description of the estate and 
property on which the said taxes, rates or levies shall have 
been as aforesaid, imposed or assessed, setting forth, in the 
same, the name of the ward, district or township in which 
the said estate may be, together with the name or names 
of the owner or owners of the adjoining or contiguous estate 
or property ; and also, that the said taxes could not be col- 
lected, although the said collector or agent has been diligent 
in endeavouring to collect and obtain the same; of the truth 
of all which facts the said collector or agent shall make af- 
fidavit, before a justice of the peace or an alderman of the 
city of Philadelphia, which said affidavit shall be annexed 
to and shall be filed with the list or schedule aforesaid, in 
the office of the said commissioners. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That upon all taxes, 
rates or levies, which may hereafter be lawfully imposed or 
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assessed, on real estate in the city and county of Philadel- 
phia, and which shall remain unpaid on the first day of 
April, in the year following the year in which the said 
taxes, rates or levies may have become due and payable, 
there shall be charged and added to the amount of the said 
taxes, and upon each and every amount thereof, at the rate 
of six per centum, until said taxes are paid, which said 
charges and additions are hereby declared to be a lien as 
aforesaid, on the said real estate, on which the said tax, 
rate or levy, shall hereafter be imposed or assessed, to the 
same extent and in the same manner as the said tax, rate 
or levy shall hereafter be a lien on the said real estate, ac- 
cording to the provisions of this act: Provided always, and 
at is hereby enacted, hat it shall be the duty of each and 
every collector or agent, authorized to collect taxes, rates 
and levies, at least thirty days before the first day of April, 
in the year following the year in which the said taxes, rates 
or levies may have become due and payable, to leave a no- 
tice, printed or written, at the place of residence of the per- 
son or persons charged in the duplicate, with the said taxes, 
rates and levies, on real estate, which shall be unpaid, and 
at the place of residence of all and every person who may 
be known to be the agent for or have charge of the said real 
estate, ifany such person or persons, or his, her or their place 
of abode can be found; which said notice shall be signed by 
such collector or agent, and shall set forth, that the taxes, 
rates or levies, on such real estate, are unpaid, and that if 
they are not paid to such collector or agent, before the first 
day of April following, the same will be registered according 
to the provisions of this act, and that an addition of six per 
centum on such taxes, rates and levies will be charged there- 
on, until paid; a copy of which notice, and an affidavit of 
the service thereof, or that the said person or persons, of 
his, her or their place, of residence could not be found, shall 
be filed in the office of the commissioners, with the aforesaid 
list or schedule. ht 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That it. shall be the 
duty of the commissioners of the county of Philadelphia, to 
keep a fair and correct register in a book or books to be 
opened by them for that purpose, and to be called “The 
Register of unpaid taxes on real estate,” in which they 
shall enter all taxes, rates or levies, lists or schedules of 
which shall be delivered to them in conformity with the 
provisions of this act. 
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Src. 5. And be it further enacted, That it shall be the 
duty of the commissioners of the county of Philadelphia at 
all times, on demand made of them, within the hours during 
which their office shall be opened for the transaction of bu- 
siness, to make out and furnish a transcript or extract from 
the register of unpaid taxes, aforesaid, which shall truly set 
forth the taxes, rates or levies, due and unpaid upon any 
real estate, according as the same may appear in the said 
register, and which said transcript or extract shall be cer- 
tified by the clerk or one of the assistant clerks of the said 
commissioners ; and any person demanding and receiving 
the same, shall pay to the said commissioners of the county 
of Philadelphia the sum of twenty cents, which shall be paid 
over by the said commissioners, to the county treasurer, for 
the purpose of defraying the said expenses attending the re- 
gistering of taxes, according to the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That all collectors 
or agents empowered or authorized to collect and receive 
the taxes, rates or levies, due and unpaid on any real estate, 
which may be hereafter imposed or assessed, and which 
shall have been registered according to the provisions of this 
act, shall be and they are hereby authorized and empower- 
ed, at any time when the same may be found on the estate, 
on which such taxes, rates and levies may be due, to levy 
upon any goods, chattels or personal property, which 
may be found thereon ; and to sell and dispose of the same, 
after ten days’ notice of such sale in one or more of the daily 
newspapers of the city of Philadelphia, and in not less than 
twenty handbills, one whereof shall be put up on the said 
estate, and the others in the most public places near the 
place where such sale shall, be made; and out of the pro- 
ceeds of such sale, after the expenses attending the same, 
the said collector or agent shall pay over to the person au- 
thorized to receive the said taxes, rates and levies, the 
amount thereof, together with the addition of six per cen- 
tum, which may be due and chargeable thereon according 
to the provisions of this act; and if any surplus should be 
and remain, after such deduction and payment, so made as 
aforesaid, then and in such case, the collector or agent 
aforesaid, shall pay over to the owner or owners of the said 
goods, chattels or personal property, so sold as aforesaid, 
the said surplus; and in case of neglect or refusal to pay 
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over the said surplus, within ten days after such sale, if de- 
manded, the collector or agent shall forfeit and pay a sum 
not exceeding ten per cent. to be calculated on said sur- 
plus, to be recovered, together with such surplus, as debts 
of like amount are now recoverable by law, without any 
stay of execution: nd it is hereby declared and enacted, 
That it shall be lawful for any person or persons, whose 
goods, chattels or personal property may be levied upon 
and sold, under the authority of this law, for taxes, rates or 
levies, or who may pay the said taxes, rates or levies, by 
action of debt or otherwise, to recover the amount so paid, 
or the value of the goods and chattels levied on and sold, 
together with all costs and damages, against the owner or 
owners of the real estate; or at his or their election to de- 
falcate the amount thereof, in payment of any rent which 
may be due to the owner or owners of such estate, unless 
such defalcation or recovery would impair any contract or 
agreement between them previously made. 

Sec. 7. 4nd be it further enacted, That all and every 
person to whom taxes, rates and levies which shall have 
been registered as unpaid on any real estate in the city 
and county of Philadelphia, shall have been paid, or who 
shall collect and receive the same, shall give a certificate, 
that such taxes, rates and levies have been so paid, col- 
lected or received by him or them, to any person or persons 
who shall be entitled to require the same; and also, that it 
shall be the duty of the person or persons so receiving the 
said taxes, rates or levies, to certify the same within thirty 
days after the receipt thereof, under a penalty of five dol- 
lars, to be recovered as debts of an equal amount are by 
law recoverable, for the use of the person injured, to the 
commissioners of the county of Philadelphia, who thereupon 
shall cause the payment of the same to be entered in the 
register of unpaid taxes. 

Sec. 8. 4nd be it further enacted, That all and singu- 
lar the provisions of this act shall be deemed and taken to 
apply to taxes, rates and levies imposed or assessed by au- 
thority of the city of Philadelphia, or any corporation in 
the city or county of Philadelphia, upon real estate, situate 
in the said city or county, except water rents, which may 
be imposed for the use of the Schuylkill water, which shall 
not be considered as coming within the provisions of this 
act.

Act of the Legislature, passed 27th January, 1819. 


An Act more effectually to prevent the selling of liquors by less measure 
than a quart, without license, in the city or county of Philadelphia. 


Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
in General Jssembly met, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same, That if any: per- 
son or persons shall sell or retail within the city or 
county of Philadelphia, less than one quart of rum, wine, 
brandy or other spirituous liquor, to be delivered at one 
time and to one or more than one person, without having 
first obtained license agreeably to law for that purpose, he, 
she or they, shall forfeit and pay for the first offence, on 
conviction before any court of competent jurisdiction, such 
fine, not exceeding fifty dollars, and for the second and 
every subsequent offence, such fine, not exceeding one 
hundred dollars, as the said court may in its discretion 
think proper to inflict, or if unable to pay the said penalty, 
shall be committed to the prison of the said city and county 
for any time not exceeding one month. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That the said pen- 
alties shall inure to the guardians or overseers of the poor 
of the city and county, township or district where such of- 
fence shall be committed. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That the Court of 
Quarter Sessions of the county of Philadelphia, and the 
Mayor’s Court for the city of Philadelphia respectively, 
shall have power to allow the constables attending the said 
courts, a reasonable compensation, to be paid by an order 
of the court, drawn on the said guardians or overseers of 
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the poor, out of the fines and penalties hereby directed to 
inure to the said guardians and overseers, not exceeding 
five dollars at each session, for making a return of the re- 
tailers of liquors within their respective wards or townships, 
which return said constables are hereby required to make, 
under oath or aflirmation, stating particularly the name 
and place of abode of each person so retailing, and on neg- 
lect so to do, the said courts, on presentment of the grand 
jury of such neglect, are hereby authorized to fine said 
constables any sum not exceeding fifty dollars. And the 
said constables are hereby declared to be competent wit- 
nesses in al] prosecutions under this act. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, That all fines, issues, 
amercements, forfeited recognizances and other forfeitures 
for the appearance of witnesses or defendants on prosecu- 
tion for tippling houses, which now are or hereafter shall 
be set or imposed, lost or forfeited in the Courts of Quarter 
sessions in the county of Philadelphia, or in the Mayor’s 
Court for the city of Philadelphia, shall, by the respective 
clerks of the same, be certified and estreated to the guar- 
dians of the poor of the city of Philadelphia, the district of 
Southwark and the township of the Northern Liberties, 
and to the overseers of the poor of the districts or townships 
respectively, where the defendant resides, within ten days 
after the expiration of the term at which such fines or for- 
feitures were imposed; together with all orders and judg- 
ments of the said courts respectively, on all forfeited recog- 
nizances, which estreat or returns of fines or forfeitures, 
shall be under oath or affirmation of the respective clerks. 
And so much of the act passed the twenty-fourth day of 
March, one thousand eight hundred and eighteen, entitled 
“An act appropriating the monies arising from fines and 
forfeitures to county purposes,” as is hereby supplied, is 
hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. And be it further enacted, That the Mayor’s 
Court of the city of Philadelphia shall have full power and 
authority to issue process on all recognizances whatsoever, 
now or hereafter forfeited in the said court, and to prose- 
cute the same to final judgment and recovery, and to mo- 
derate or remit the same as effectually as the several 
Courts of Common Pleas in this commonwealth now may or 
can do. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, That no person

Act of the Legislature passed 16th March, 1809. 


An Act to prohibit the distilling and boiling of turpentine and oil, and the 
manufacturing of varnish, within the city of Philadelphia and its neigh- 
bourhood. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House af 
Representatives of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
in General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That from and after the first day 
of May next, no person shall distil or boil any turpentine or 
oil, or manufacture or boil any varnish in any house, shop, 
cellar or other place to the eastward of Tenth street, in the 
city of Philadelphia, or within the district of Southwark, 
or within that part of the township of Moyamensing, situate 
between South street, Seventh street and the Passyunk 
road, or within the incorporated limits of the Northern Liber- 
ties, and including the village called Spring Garden, unless 
the said distilling, boiling, or manufacturing be carried on in 
an open place, at least thirty feet distance from any build- 
ing, vessel of commerce or other property which might be 
injured thereby, or in a completely fire-proof building, the 
sufficiency of which fire-proof shall be determined and 
agreed upon by at least five respectable master brick- 
layers of the said city, who shall certify the same under 
their hands, under the penalty of forfeiting the whole 
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quantity of the articles so distilled, boiled or manufactured, 
together with the sum of two hundred dollars for every such 
offence. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, 'That any alderman 
of the said city, or any justice of the peace in the district 
of Southwark, the township of the Northern Liberties or 
the township of Moyamensing aforesaid, respectively, on 
information lodged and demand made by any person show- 
ing a reasonable cause on oath or affirmation, shall issue his 
warrant under his hand and seal, empowering any consta- 
ble of the said city or district or proper township, to search 
any house, shop, cellar or other place within the limits afore- 
said, where the said articles are alleged to be distilled, boil- 
ed or manufactured, and the said constable upon finding 
such distillery, boiling of oil or manufacture to be then going 
on, may seize and remove the said articles therefrom with- 
in the space of twenty-four hours, to some safe and conve- 
nient place, and therein detain the same until it be deter- 
mined in the proper court whether the same be forfeited or 
not, by virtue of this act. , 

Sec. 3. nd be tt further enacted, That the penalties 
and forfeitures mentioned in this act may be recovered as 
debts of equal amount are by law recoverable, with costs 
of suit, the one moiety of which penalties and forfeitures 
shall go to the guardians of the poor of the city of Phila- 
delphia, the district of Southwark, and the township of the 
Northern Liberties, or to the overseers of the poor of the 
township of Moyamensing, respectively, accordingly as the 
said seizure was made within the said city, or district, or 
either of the townships as aforesaid, and the other moiety 
to the informer or prosecutor who shall sue for the same. 

Sec. 4. And be it further enacted, 'That if any suit 
or action be commenced and prosecuted against any person 
or persons for any thing done in pursuance of this act, every 
such person or persons may plead the general issue, and give 
this act and the special matter in evidence, and if a verdict 
shall pass for the defendant, or the plaintiff become nonsuit 
or discontinue his action, or if on demurrer or otherwise 
judgment shall be given against the plaintiff, the defendant 
shall recover treble costs.

No. 1.—Sxc. 24, Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in 
General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of the same, That the Treasurer of the said commis- 
sioners, before he undertakes his office, shall give a bond 
with two sufficient sureties, to the commissioners, in such 
penalty as they from time to time shall judge proper, condi- 
tioned, that he will well and faithfully execute his office, 
keep regular accounts of his receipts and disbursements, 
pay all the orders drawn on him by the said commissioners, 
or a majority of their board, as soon as sufficient monies 
shall come to his hands from any of the funds under the di- 
rection of the commissioners, and that he will once in every 
year or oftner, if thereunto required, settle and adjust with 
the said commissioners a full and just account, supported by 
proper vouchers, of all his receipts and payments during the 
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preceding time ; and that upon his death, or the appointment 
of another treasurer in his room, which the said commission- 
ers, or a majority of their board, are hereby authorized to do 
whenever they see cause, he, his executors and administra- 
tors, shall and will settle and adjust all his accounts with 
the said commissioners, and pay the remaining balance in 
his hands to his successor in office, charging for his trouble 
no more than shall be allowed him by the commissioners. 


ORDINANCE. 


An Ordinance, passed 27th November, 1834. 


An Ordinance providing for the appointment of a Treasurer of the District of 
Southwark, enjoining further duties, fixing his compensation, and for 
other purposes. 


No. 2.—Sec. 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the 
commissioners and inhabitants of the district of South- 
warkin council assembled, und it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, 'That on the second Thursday in the 
month of January next, and on the second Thursday in the 
month of January annually thereafter, or whenever a va- 
cancy shall occur either by death, resignation, removal from 
office, or otherwise, there shall be elected by the commis- 
sioners a Treasurer to the commissioners and inhabitants of 
the district of Southwark, who shall in addition to the du- 
ties enjoined on him by the twenty-fourth section of the act 
of Assembly entitled an act to incorporate the district of 
Southwark, passed the eighteenth day of April, 1794, re- 
port to the president of the board of commissioners of the 
said district in writing, on the first Monday of every month, 
or oftener if thereunto required, a statement in detail of all 
monies received and paid by him during the month pre- 
ceding, together with the balance remaining in his hands, 
and it shall be the duty of the president to lay the same 
before the board at the meeting then next ensuing. 

No. 3.—Sxc. 2. The said Treasurer shall receive asa com- 
pensation for all the duties to be by him performed, the 
sum of one hundred and fifty dollars per annum, to be paid 
him in quarterly payments by orders drawn upon the 
Treasurer. 
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A supplement to the Ordinance passed 27th Nevember, 1834, entitled “ An 
Ordinance for the appointment of a Treasurer of the District of South- 
wark,” enjoining further duties, fixing his compensation, and for other 
purposes. 


No. 4.—Sec.1. Be it ordained and enacted by the com- 
missioners and inhabitants of the district of Southwark 
in council assembled, That it shall be the duty of the 
Treasurer to demand and receive all the monies of the cor- 
poration, from whatever source they may arise or become 
due, and keep the same in such incorporated bank as may 
be directed by the board, subject to his drafts as ‘Treasurer 
of the corporation: And he shall pay by checks the amount 
of all orders drawn on him by order of the said board of 
commissioners, and shall take receipts for the same, and 
keep fair and just accounts thereof, and shall once a month, 
at the first stated meeting in each month, or whenever 
thereunto required, render a just and true account of all 
his receipts and payments for the month preceding, which 
said account shall exhibit the balance in his hands, and he 
shall at all times submit his books, papers and accounts, to 
the inspection of the committee appointed to examine the 
same, and pay over to his successor in office all such ba- 
lance as upon a final settlement of his account shall be 
found to be in his hands, and at the same time deliver up 
to the President of the Board of Commissioners, for the use 
of the corporation, all his books and accounts, and all pa- 
pers and vouchers that may appertain to. the business of 
the district. 

No. 5.—Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to 
provide a receipt book, wherein he shall enter and subscribe 
duplicates of all receipts for monies paid into the treasury, 
specifying the date, the sum, and by whom the same is paid 
and on what account: and it shall be the duty of the person 
or persons who have made payment into the treasury, to 
compare such receipt with the one he or they have ob- 
tained, and to countersign said duplicate receipt when 
found to be correct, and the Treasurer shall exhibit said du- 
plicate receipt book to the committee appointed to settle 
his accounts, whose duty it shall be to check said receipts 
with the credits given to the respective accounts rendered 
by him, and to certify to their having done so: And it shall 
be the duty of the Treasurer to furnish the chairman of the 
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committee of ways and means, previous to the first stated 
meeting of the board in each month, a statement of the 
amount of monies borrowed on temporary loans, or other- 
wise, during the past month, together with the balance re- 
maining in the treasury, and the probable amount which 
will be required for the ensuing month. 

No. 6.—Sxc. 3. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer toe 
attend at the hall on the morning immediately succeeding 
each stated meeting of the board, between the hours of 
nine and ten o’clock, and at such other hours as may be 
hereafter designated, for the purpose of paying all warrants 
drawn on him by the commissioners, and for the purpose of 
receiving and taking receipts for all monies paid by him 
upon such warrants; which said payments shall be made 
by checks drawn by the ‘Treasurer upon such incorporated 
bank as is hereinbefore mentioned, which said check book, 
bank book, together with all other books, papers, accounts, 
vouchers, documents, and receipts of the said Treasurer, 
shall be deposited and constantly kept in the fire-proof clo- 
set in the hall. 

No. 7.—Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the superinten- 
dent of the public highways, whenever he shall require an 
appropriation, to state in writing an estimate of the amount 
so required for the month, which said requisition in writing, 
together with all bills against the commissioners of the dis- 
trict, shall be placed in the possession of the clerk at least 
five days previous to any stated meeting of the board; and 
thereupon the said clerk shall give notice through the mes- 
senger to the proper committee having supervision of that de- 
partment of the public business for which such bill or account 
has been contracted, and it shall then be the duty of the said 
committee to meet in the hall, and there to audit and ex- 
amine such bill and accounts as to the charges and esti- 
mates therein contained, and if found correct, so to certify 
the same, and thereupon: it shall be the duty of the clerk 
to convene the committee of accounts at least three days 
before the stated meeting of the board, and it shall be the 
duty of the said committee of accounts carefully to ex- 
amine and correct the calculations of allsuch accounts and 
estimate of the superintendent, and when correct to certify 
the same; and it shall be the duty of the chairman of the 
said committee of accounts to lay before the board at the 
stated meeting next ensuing, a schedule of the said bills and 
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requisition, and the adequate sum of money necessary for 
their full discharge: And no warrant shall be drawn upon 
the Treasurer by the commissioners, for any account what- 
ever, unless such account has been previously investigated, 
audited, corrected, certified, and passed in the manner 
herein Jaid down. 3 

No. 8.—Sec. 5. The said superintendent of the district 
shall not sell or dispose of any material or property of the 
board whatever, without the consent first had and obtained 
of the appropriate committee, and when sold, such material 
shall not be removed or delivered until the purchaser shall 
exhibit to the superintendent the receipt of the Treasurer 
for the purchase money thereof: And all wages for work 
and labour done upon the public highways shall be paid by 
the superintendent in the hall, at such times as the street 
committee shall designate ; and all persons to whom he shall 
make such payment shall subscribe duplicate receipts for 
each and every payment so by him made as aforesaid, one 
of which said receipts shall be by him handed over to the 
clerk of the board, to be laid before the appropriate com- 
mittees for examination, in the same manner and formas is 
provided in the preceding section for the auditing of bills, 
and when the said receipts have been examined and ap- 
proved by the board as aforesaid, the amount thereof shall 
be placed to the credit of the said superintendent. 

No. 9.—Sxc. 6. Immediately after the passage of this 
ordinance, and on the first Monday in January, in each and 
every year hereafter, there shall be elected by the com- 
missioners a clerk to the board, and it shall be the duty of 
the said clerk of the board, in addition to the duties herein 
enjoined upon him, to give notice to the members and at- 
tend at, and keep correct minutes of the meetings of the 
board, and minutes of the several standing committees, to 
draw and attest all orders upon the treasurer, to grant all 
permits authorized by the board, to pay over to the Trea- 
surer, quarter yearly, all monies received by him in the 
performance of his duties, to make out and prepare the 
duplicates of all taxes levied by the commissioners; he shall 
take charge of all books and papers belonging to the corpo- 
ration not especially in the hands of any other officer or 
committee: And it shall further be his duty to keep in ap- 
propriate books, all the accounts of the corporation, and a 
regular registry of the service of all notices and bills rela- 
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tive to the grading, paving, curbing, and repairing foot- 
ways, laying down iron pipes, and culverts, and all business 
of the watering committee, and to cause the same to be 
duly served and sworn or affirmed to, by the superinten- 
dent of the district, and he shall attend at the Commission- 
ers’ Hall between the hours of nine A. M. and one P. M., 
in each day, for the purpose of transacting the business of 
the corporation, and generally shall do and perform all 
other duties appertaining to the duties of his office, or en- 
joined upon him by the laws and ordinances of the board. 

No. 10.—Src. 7. Whenever debts have been incurred by 
the owners or agents of real estate in the district, for money 
expended by the Corporation in laying iron pipes of con- 
duit, setting or re-setting of curb-stone, laying or repairing 
of footways in front of such real estate, it shall be the duty 
of the Collector of Debts to present an account thereof to the 
said owner or agent representing such real estate, and if after 
the expiration of forty days, fromthe time of presenting such 
bill, the said owner or agent representing such real estate shall 
neglect or refuse to pay the same, it shall then be the duty of 
the said Collector to render to the Clerk of the Board due proof 
of the serviceaforesaid, of such bill, and that the same remains 
upaid, which said proof the clerk shall carefully preserve ; 
and thereupon the said real estate shall be charged with the 
addition of twenty per cent. on the whole amount of the 
expenses so incurred. ) 

Ssc. 8. All ordinances and parts of ordinances, incom- 
patible with any of the provisions contained in the foregoing 
ordinance, are hereby repealed, altered and supplied. 


VACCINE PHYSICIANS. 


ORDINANCE.

Ordinance, passed May 16, 1831. 


An Ordinance providing for the gratuitous vaccination of persons in indi- 
gent circumstances, in the District of Southwark. 


Sec. 1. Be tt ordained and enacted by the commission- 
ers and inhabitants of the district of Southwark in Coun- 
23 
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cil assembled, and it is hereby enacted by the authority 
of the same, That on the first Thursday in June next, and 
on the first Thursday in the month of June annually there- 
after, and whenever a vacancy shall happen by death, re- 
moval from office, or otherwise, there shall be elected by the 
Board of Commissioners, two respectable physicians, citizens 
of the said district, one for the east and the other for the west 
division of the said district, who shall have had conferred on 
them the degree of Doctor of Medicine, in the University 
of Pennsylvania or elsewhere, whose duty it shall be to vac- 
cinate all poor and indigent persons residing within the said 
district, within the bounds of the east or western division 
of the said district, for which they shall be respectively 
elected as aforesaid, and who are willing to accept their 
services gratuitously, at their respective places of abode, 
and continue to visit any such patient as often as it may be 
necessary, to enable him to ascertain whether the person or 
persons so vaccinated have had and passed through the gen- 
uine vaccine disease. - 

Sec. 2. And beit further ordained and enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That the said physicians respectively 
shall keep a book, wherein they shall record the name, age, 
and place of abode of every such person they shall respec- 
tively vaccinate, stating whether the patient has had the 
vaccine disease or not, with such other notes and observa- 
tions as in their judgment it may be proper toobserve ; and 
they shall, on the first days of April, July, October and Jan- 
uary, respectively, make a fair copy of the records made 
in their respective books during that period, and deposit the 
said copy or transcript for safe keeping, with the Clerk of 
the Board of Commissioners, and it shall be the duty of the 
said clerk annually to publish a statement of the number 
of patients thus vaccinated, with the name of the physician. 

Sec. 3. And beit further ordained and enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That in consideration of the services 
to be performed by the physicians to be appointed for carry- 
ing the provisions of this ordinance into effect, they shalleach 
receive the sum of fifty dollars per annum, payable quar- 
terly, by orders drawn on the Treasurer of the District.

ORDINANCE. 


No vault to be dug without per- Description of grates over 
mit from Permit Committee, 1 vaults, ; 2 


Ordinance, passed July 7, 1831. 


An Ordinance entitled, An Ordinance regulating the digging of Vaults in 
the public highways, and under the foot-paths, in the District of South- 
wark. 


WuerEAs, it is necessary that some regulation should be 
made in the digging of Vaults and fixing of grates over the 
same, in the public streets and highways of the District, 
therefore, 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the commissioners and inhabi- 
tants of the district of Southwark in council assembled, 
and it is hereby enacted by the authority of the same, 
That from and after the passage of this ordinance, no per- 
son shall dig, or cause to be dug any vault or vaults, under. 
any of the streets of the said district, without first obtain- 
ing a permit from the Permit Committee appointed by the 
corporation, who are hereby authorized and appointed to 
judge and determine on the necessity thereof, and the distance 
to be dug under any of the streets aforesaid; Provided, the 
same does not extend further than the front wall of the 
dwelling before which such vault is intended to be dug, and 
the curb-stone or footway of the street—and the walls of 
the said vault shall be built of stone or hard brick, at least 
fourteen inches thick, and the arch thereof shall be built 
of stone or hard brick at least nine inches thick, and the 
top of said arch shall be eighteen inches below the pave- 
ment. | | 
Sec. 2. And beit further enacted by the authority 
aforesaid, That every owner of vaults, over which a grate 
or grates are placed, shall cause the said grate or grates to 
bé made of good iron bars of not less than one inch square 
and not more than eighteen inches long; thesaid bars to be 
laid crosswise of the said streets, and the space between the 
bars shall not exceed one and a quarter of an inch, and 
shall be fixed in an iron rim or a frame of stone, solid in the 
wall of the opening of said vault, and nearly level with 
the pavement and as near the curb-stone as the Permit Com- 
mittee may judge proper ; the wall of the opening with the 
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arch of the vault and the grate or grates always to be kept 
in good repair ; and every owner, if a resident in the city 
or district, or tenant, if a non-resident owner, who has or 
may have vaults under any of the public streets, is hereby 
required and enjoined to comply with the above regulations, 
under a penalty not exceeding one hundred dollars, to be re- 
covered for the use of the said district: and the Superin- 
tendent (or any other person authorized by the commis- 
sioners aforesaid) is hereby directed after five days’ notice 
given to the owner or tenant, to make and amend such vaults 
or grates, which the owners or tenants neglect to repair 
agreeable to the ordinance, and recover the expense thereof 
with the forfeiture from such owner or tenant, as the case 
may be, in a summary way for the use of the district. Pro- 
vided always, nevertheless, 'That nothing contained in this 
ordinance shall be taken or construed as giving permission 
to dig vaults at or around the corner of any corner house in 
the district.

Ordinance of the District of Southwark, passed 11th March, 
1813. 


An Ordinance for the Regulation of Lamps and Nightly Watch, in the 
District of Southwark, and for other purposes therein mentioned. 

Src. 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the commission- 
ers and inhabitants of the district of Southwark, in 
council assembled, and it is hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of the same, 'That from and after the passing of this 
ordinance, there shall or may be erected, put up, and fixed 
from time to time, a sufficient number of Lamps and Watch- 
houses in such parts and places in the said district, as the 
commissioners may determine. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That there shall be ap- 
pointed a Superintendent of the Nightly Watch, an assistant 
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er deputy, and a sufficient number of able bodied men as 
Watchmen, as may be deemed necessary, from time to time. 
The Superintendent of the Nightly Watch, whose duty it 
shall be to take care of the oil, wick and utensils, belonging 
to the district, and to render an account tothe board of com- 
missioners monthly of the quantity of every article received, 
expended and remaining on hand ; to aid the watchmen in 
preventing burglaries, robberies and other outrages and dis- 
orders, within the said district, and to that end he and they 
are hereby empowered and required to arrest, apprehend 
and confine all persons whom they shall find disturbing the 
peace, or shall have cause to suspect of any unlawful or evil 
design; or persons discharging or firing off any hand-gun, 
pistol, or other fire arms; or shall cast or throw, or fire any 
squibs, rockets or other fire-works, or make, or assist at mak- 
ing bonfires within the regulated parts of the district, in the 
night time; and shall take the person or persons so appre- 
hended, as soon as conveniently may be, before some Justice 
of the Peace within the district of Southwark, to be exam- 
ined and dealt with according tolaw. And the said super- 
intendent or deputy shall once or oftener at convenient hours 
of the night, go about the several wards, to take notice if 
the watchmen perform their duties in their several stations, 
according to the order or regulations which are, or shall be 
made; and in case the deputy or watchmen shall misbehave, 
neglect, or refuse to do his duty, the said superintendent shall 
as soon as may be, give notice thereof to the watch and lamp 
committee or some one of them; and the said superintendent, 
deputy and watchmen, shall receive such compensation for 
his and their services as the board of commissioners may 
from time to time direct. 

Src. 3. And be it further ordained and enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That if any person or persons shall 
wilfully or maliciously break, throw down, or extinguish any 
lamp set up to light any street, lane or alley in the limits of 
the said district, or shall wilfully or maliciously damage the 
posts, iron or other furniture thereof, or shall overthrow, or 
otherwise injure, remove, or carry away any watch-house, 
lamp, post, or any thing appertaining thereto, in any of the 
streets, lanes, or alleys within the said district, every such 
person so offending, and every person aiding or concerned in 
such offence, shall forfeit and pay for each and every offence, 
the sum of ten dollars, exclusive of the damages incurred ; 
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and if any person or persons shall accidentally and undesign- 
edly break, throw down or extinguish any lamp, or injure 
any post, iron, or watch-house, or any thing appertaining 
thereto, and shall fail to give notice thereof to the superin- 
tendent of the nightly watch, and pay the damage thereby 
incurred, immediately after committing such injury, or when 
required by the superintendent, every such person so neglect- 
ing, shall forfeit double the sum of money necessary to re- 
pair the injury done. 

Sec. 4. And be it further ordained and enacted, That 
all fines and forfeitures incurred under this ordinance, shall 
be recovered and appropriated in the same manner as direct- 
ed in former ordinances. 


REGULATIONS 


For the government of the Bin dbashalehe Deputy, and N penny Watch of 
the District. of Southwark. 


' Passed 17th June, 1813. 
DUTY OF T Hk SUPERINTENDENT. 


It shall be the duty of the superintendent to see all the 
duties of the district watch house, as well as the ward 
watch, well and duly performed; to attend to receipts of 
oil purchased, to the delivery at each drawing, and to such 
other duties as may be called for by the watch and lamp 
committee and as may be called for at the oil store; to 
make a just return monthly of all the lamps, noting the 
private ones, lighted by the ward watch; to divide the si- 
lent watch in such manner, as to enable them to perform 
their necessary duty in their respective districts; to regu- 
late the last cry of the hour in the morning, according to 
the rising of the sun through the course of the year; and 
every instance, either of the district watch house or ward 
watch, neglecting their duty, by being found asleep or 
otherwise, shal] be reported by him to the watch and lamp 
committee at their next meeting, who will specially fine or 
discharge as such neglect may deserve. 
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DUTIES OF THE DEPUTY. 


It shall be the duty of the deputy to visit each and every 
ward and box in the district as often through the night as 
may be practicable: observing strictly in the rounds, any 
and every circumstance which may tend to disturb the 
peace, or endanger the safety of the citizens in any manner _ 
whatever: to see that the lamps are kept clean and well 
lighted, noting those that are not in order, and that the 
hours are regularly called by the ward watch; and upon 
his return to the district watch house to make report to 
the superintendent of all dangers or disturbance which 
may have come within his notice during his round: and 
also to report each and every neglect or delinquency 
which he may have discovered on the part of the ward or 
silent watch. 


DUTIES OF THE LOUD OR WARD WATCH. 


1. ‘To keep their lamps at all times well cleaned and 
trimmed, and regularly lighted at twilight, (moonlight 
nights excepted.) | 

2. To repair punctually to the district watch house and 
answer to roll call precisely at half past ten o’clock, from 
the 20th day of March until the 20th day-of September, 
and from the 20th day of September until the 20th day of 
March, precisely at half past nine o’clock, and receive 
their staves, rattles, badges, and such other insignia as may 
be provided for them, for the value of which they shall at 
all times be responsible to the superintendent. 

3. They shall then repair quietly and peaceably to their 
several designated boxes, call the hour on the first striking 
of the city clock after the roll call, and proceed on their 
rounds through their several wards for the night—and 
each and every hour to be faithfully called, through each 
and every ward, in all the streets, lanes and alleys, at 
proper distances. . | 

4, 'They shall diligently observe, in the course of the 
round, the situation of the houses in their several wards, in 
order to discover either fire, robbery, riot or other cause of 
alarm, of which they shall instantly give notice, then con- 
tinue on their duty, and keep a good look out. 
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5. Each watchman is also required, in all intervals of 
calling the several hours, frequently to view from his box 
the streets in every direction, and take prudent notice of 
all passengers, for the further safety of the citizens, and to 
apprehend and take to the superintendent for examination 
all dangerous or disorderly persons. 

6. No watchman shall change his number or ward with- 
out the concurrence first had of the watch and lamp com- 
mittee. 

7. No watchman shall nlizent himself from his ward dur- 
ing the hours of duty, unless called upon by rattle, or 
being in pursuit, or having a prisoner in charge. 

8. Any watchman receiving money or other valuable 
article, from a prisoner in his custody as a bribe, shall for- 
feit double the amount so received, and all wages due at 
the time to him, and be liable to be discharged at the dis- 
cretion of the watch and lamp committee. 

9. No ardent spirits to be introduced in the district watch 
house, except at the discretion of the superintendent; no 
profane swearing permitted. 

10. No watchman shall be permitted to place on the 
watch asa substitute, or otherwise, any person without the 
consent of the superintendent. 

11. Every neglect in cleansing lamps to be reported to 
the watch and lamp committee and subject to such fine as 
may be by them adjudged in any sum not exceeding three 
dollars. 

12. After the duties of the night are performed they 
shall blow out their lamps at such an hour as the superin- 
tendent may from time to time order; which being done, 
and their boxes well secured, they shall repair tothe dis- 
trict watch house for the purpose of answering at roll call 
and delivering their staves, rattles, badges, and such other 
insignia to the superintendent as may have been placed in 
their hands, and to assist if necessary, to take the prisoner 
or prisoners before a justice of the district to be dealt with 
as the law directs. 

The annexed fines for delinquency to be deducted 
monthly or otherwise, viz. 

For being absent at roll call, twenty cents. 

Being on duty without staff or rattle, &c. twenty cents. 

For neglecting to trim, fill and light each lamp, in due 
time, ten cents. 
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For putting ina substitute without the consent of the 
superintendent, fifty cents. 

For missing the rounds each time, fifty cents. 

Being found asleep, fifty cents. 

Being absent all night or part of the night, one dollar. 

Being found drunk, one dollar, and dismissed. 

The superintendent, deputy and watchmen, shall be fur- 
nished each with a great-coat, made of cloth, with a cape 
of a different colour, and each watchman with a cap with 
the number of his ward thereon, the great-coat to be the 
property of the superintendent, deputy, or watchman, after 
the expiration of two years from the time of his first receiv- 
ing them, if he so long shall be so employed, and not other- 
Wise. 


NIGHTLY WATCH. 


Resolved, That the superintendent of the nightly watch 
be directed to report every morning, in writing, to the pre- 
sident of this Board, the proceedings of the watch during 
the watch-hours of the previous night.

And be it ordained and enacted, That 
from and after the passage of this act, it is hereby declared to 
be unlawful for any person or persons to remove wooden 
buildings into any part of the district of Southwark, and 
all and every person or persons so offending and being 
thereof legally convicted in the Court of Quarter Sessions of 
the peace for the county of Philadelphia, shall forfeit and 
pay a sum not exceeding five hundred dollars. 
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Ordinance passed August 12th, 1830. 


An Ordinance to prevent the erection of Wooden Buildings within certain 
limits in the District of Southwark, 


No. 3.—That all owners of property may erect 
wooden building for privies, kitchens, work-shops, or sta- 
bles, on the rear of their respective lots, provided said rear 
does not front on any public street, any thing contained in 
this ordinance to the contrary notwithstanding. |

Ordinance passed January 11, 1832. 


A Supplement to the Ordinance, entitled ‘‘ An Ordinance to prevent the 
erection of Wooden Buildings within certain limits of the District of 
Southwark,” passed August 12, 1830. : 


Wuereas by an act of the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, passed on the 13th day of 
April, 1827, power and authority is granted to the corpo- 
ration of the district of Southwark, to pass such ordinances 
as they may deem proper, relative to the erection of wood- 
en buildings, within the limits of the said district. And 
whereas it has been represented that the danger from fire 
is increased by the number of wooden buildings erected in 
the populous parts of said district, and the expense of erect- 
ing brick or stone buildings is not much greater than wood. 
And whereas it is desirable that the public security should 
be strengthened whenever the same can be done without 
violating the rights of private persons ; therefore, 

No. 4.—Src. 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the 
commissioners and inhabitants of the district of South- 
wark, in council assembled, and it is hereby enacted by 
the authority of the same, That from and after the 
passage of this ordinance, no wooden mansion-house, 
store, shop, warehouse, carriage-house, or stable, shall be 
erected, built, or removed into, or from any part of the dis- 
trict of Southwark, except as is hereinafter provided. 

No. 5.—Src. 2. And be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That if after the passage of this ordi- 
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nance, any person or persons shall erect and build, or re- 
move, or cause to be erected or built, or removed, any 
wooden mansion-house, store, shop, warehouse, carriage- 
house, or stable, upon or into any lot or piece of ground, or 
upon, in or to any part or place of any lot or piece of ground, 
in the district of Southwark, except such wooden mansion- 
house, store, shop, warehouse, carriage-house or stable, 
shall be built or erected at least sixteen feet distant from 
the front line of such street, lane or alley, and shall be duly 
convicted thereof, upon indictment found against him, her, 
or them, in the Court of Quarter Sessions for the county of 
Philadelphia, every person or persons so offending and con- 
victed, shall forfeit and be sentenced and adjudged to pay a 
fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, any ordinance to

No. 6.—Src. 3. 4nd beit further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That if the person or persons so convict- 
ed, shall not, after such conviction, pull down and take 
away, or cause to be pulled down and taken away, such 
wooden mansion-house or other wooden building as is before 
described, he, she, or they shall forfeit, and be sentenced 
and adjudged to pay a fine not exceeding one hundred dol- 
lars, and not less than ten dollars for every three months 
after such conviction, during which the same shall remain, 
being first duly convicted of such neglect or omission, upon 
indictment found against him, her, or them, in the Court of 
Quarter Sessions for the county of Philadelphia. y 

No. 7.—Src. 4. And be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That it shall be the duty of the superin- 
tendent of the streets and highways, and the superinten- 
dent of the police, and the constables of the district of South- 
wark, and they are hereby strictly enjoined and required 
to give to the police magistrate, or to one of the justices of 
the peace of the district, immediate information of all offen- 
ces which shall be committed in violation of this ordinance, 
in order that measures may be taken for the prosecu- 
tion of offenders according to the direction thereof.

No. 1.—Src. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia, in General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same, That the board of commis- 
sioners of the district of Southwark, shall have full power 
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and authority, upon the application, in writing, of a majo- 
rity of the owners of real estate, on any street, road, lane or 
alley, within said district, to introduce the Schuylkill or 


other wholesome water, which the said commissioners may | 


hereafter contract for, into any such street, road, lane or 
alley :* Provided, Not less than one nor exceeding two 
squares be inc-uded in any such application ; and the pro- 
perty fronting on any such street, road, lane or alley, shall 


be taxed, and liable for all the expenses that may be in- 


curred for laying the pipes, in proportion to its extent in

ARTICLES OF AGREEMENT, 


Made, concluded and agreed upon, June Ist, 1826. 


Articles of agreement between the Mayor, Aldermen and citizens of Phila- 
deiphia, of the first part, and the Commissioners and Inhabitants of the Dis- 
trict of Southwark, of the second part. 


No. 8.—WuenreEas the said parties have agreed to supply 
and to receive a supply of Schuylkill water upon the terms 
and conditions following: Now this agreement witnesseth, 
that the said parties for and in consideration of the promises, 
covenants and stipulations, hereinafter contained and in their 
favour respectively, to be kept, performed and observed by 
the other party, do for themselves respectively and for their 
respective successors, covenant, promise and agree each with 
the other in the manner following, that is to say: 

First.—That the party of the second part, and their suc- 
cesssors, shall and may from time to time hereafter, at their 
own proper cost and charge, lay and attach iron or leaden 
pipes of the same strength and construction with the iron or 
leaden pipes used in the city of Philadelphia, for the time 
being, to the branches attached by the party of the first part, 
to the iron mains Jaid or to be laid in South street for supply- 
ing the said city with Schuylkill water; and from the said 
pipes convey and introduce the said water into the several 
streets, and public alleys within the said district, and from 
thence by pipes of the same material, connected with fer- 
rules of the same diameter as those used in the said city in 
similar cases, convey the said water into the premises and 
houses in the said district, on the terms and conditions here- 
after stated: and that the said party of the second part, and 
their successors, shall and will, onor before the first day of 
December, in each and every year, make or cause to bemade 
in writing, to the party of the first part, or their successors, 
an accurate return of all the pipes of conduitjwhich shall have 
been laid in the district during the preceding year, stating 
the diameter of the pipes, the names of the streets, or 
alleys where they have been laid, and also the number 
and position of the fire-plugs therein placed, according to the 
provisions hereafter made. 
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Srconp.—That the said party of the second part, and 
their successors may, from time to time, at their own proper 
costs and charges, place and erect in the streets, and public 
alleys of the said district, hydrants or fire-plugs, with open- 
ings for the discharge of water, of the same dimensions, and 
of the same materials and construction with the fire-plugs 
used in the said city, and may connect the said fire-plugs 
with the said pipes; and shall have the right of taking 
water from the same for extinguishing fires, and fer wash- 
ing the streets and public alleys, without any charge or ex- 
pense: Provided, however, That the said party of the se- 
cond part, shall not for the purpose of washing as aforesaid, 
take water from any such fire-plug, longer than half an 
hour in each twenty-four hours, nor from more than one of 
the fire-plugs in the said district at one and the same time; 
but that they may for washing the streets and public alleys 
of a complete square, comprehended within four principal 
streets, running in right lines through the said district from 
one side extremely to the other, or having a superficies 
equal to a square, whose sides are each four hundred feet, 
draw water from two or more fire-plugs for such periods of 
_time as would be equal in the whole to drawing for half an 
hour from one fire-plug: Provided further, That the said 
party of the second part, and their successors shall exercise 
the said right of washing the streets and public alleys, dur- 
ing those periods only of the year when the party of the 
first part or their successors, shall deem it necessary to be 
done in the city, and that the said fire-plugs shall be used 
for no other purposes than those herein enumerated, except 
by special permission of the party of the first part, or their 
successors, or their authorized agents or officers. 

Tuirp.—That the said party of the first part and their 
successors, shal] and will furnish to the party of the second 
part and their successors, a supply of Schuylkill water 
through the same mains through which the said city shall 
receive it, so long as they shall be enabled by the works 
at Fair Mount to afford a greater supply of water than 
shall be requisite for domestic purposes in the said city for 
cleansing the same, and for extinguishing fires therein; and 
that they shall and will extend their works at Fair Mount 
by means of additional wheels and pumps from time to 
time, as an increase of water may be required, until all the 
water power of the said works shall be applied for the pur- 
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poses herein mentioned: Provided always, That in case of 
an insufficiency of the said water at any time hereafter, 
for more than the above objects, to wit, domestic purposes 
in the said city, cleansing the same, and extinguishing fires 
therein, then the said water shall be used only as above 
stated in the said city; but while there shall be an ade- 
quate supply for these purposes, and also for like purposes 
in the said district, then the same shall be used in the said 
district accordingly; and shall not be used for other pur- 
poses in the city, until the district shall be supplied as afore- 
said; and while there shall be an adequate supply for all 
the said purposes, and also for manufactories and other es- 
tablishments in the said city, then the latter shall be sup- 
plied, and if there shall be a surplus of water beyond the 
demand of these, then the same shall be supplied to similar 
manufactories and establishments in the district; it being 
clearly understood, that if the supply of water shall for any 
cause become inadequate for all the purposes of the said 
city and district, then that the manufactories and establish- 
ments in the said district shall first cease to be supplied, the 
manufactories and establishments in the city next in order, 
and that if the deficiency shall continue after ceasing to 
supply the manufactories and establishments in the district 
and also in the city, then that the city shall have the pre- 
ference exclusively for domestic purposes, for cleansing the 
same, and for extinguishing fires, and the district be sup- 
plied with water for like purposes only after the city shall 
have been supplied: 4nd provided further, and it is here- 
by expressly declared and agreed, that the said party of 
the first part and their successors, shall be at liberty at all 
times hereafter to make contracts with any and all of the 
neighbouring districts, for supplying them with the said 
water, and that in case at any time hereafter there shall 
fail to be a full and sufficient supply of the said water for 
the use of the said city and of all the districts with which 
there shall at the time being exist contracts for supply, 
that then and in such a case a proportional distribution of 
the water, after supplying the city, among the said districts 
upon the principle aforesaid shall be deemed and taken to 
be an execution of this agreement: And it is further 
agreed and understood, That no temporary failure of sup- 
ply occasioned by repairs or alterations of the works, or by 
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laying new mains or pipes, or the like, or by casualties, 
shall be considered as any violation of this agreement. 
Fourta.—That the said party of the second part and 
their successors, shall at their own proper costs and charges 
appoint and employ an officer, who shall in behalf and in 
the name of the party of the first part, issue permits signed 
by the said officer, and countersigned by the chairman or 
register of the watering committee of the city councils, or 
by such person or persons as the said councils or the party 
of the first part, or their successors, shall for this purpose, 
from time to time appoint, authorizing the introduction 
and conveyance of the said water from the pipes in the 
streets and public alleys of the said district into the houses 
and premises of persons who shall apply for the same, and 
that the said officer shall keep a book in which he shall at 
the time of granting any such permit, truly register the 
same, with the name of the person or persons to whom 
granted, and the situation of the premises for which the 
same is to be used; and that every such permit shall state 
the same to be in conformity with and subject to the pro- 
visions contained in this agreement, and shall further state 
and describe the diameter of the ferrule of the pipe to be 
used for conveying the said water into the particular house 
or premises designated, which diameters of the ferrules of 
pipes shall be the same as the diameters of the ferrules of 
pipes in similar cases used in the said city. And that the 
said officer shall at the expiration of each calendar month 
in each and every year, furnish to the register of the water- 
ing committee aforesaid, or to such person as the said coun- 
cils or the said party of the first part or their successors 
may appoint, a true and perfect transcript from the said 
book of every permit granted as aforesaid, with an account 
of the persons, who during the said month have declined to 
continue to take the said water, or have been deprived 
thereof after its introduction into their premises; and in no 
instance whatever shall the said water be introduced into 
the house or premises of any person in the said district, 
until permits shall have been signed and countersigned as 
aforesaid, nor until the rates shail have been assessed by 
the said watering committee, or other person or persons 
authorized by the party of the first part or their successors, 
on the same principles as they shall be assessed in the said 
city, with the advance hereafter mentioned and stipulated.

Firru.—That each and every person, who shall have 
the said water introduced into his premises within the said 
district from the pipes aforesaid, whether for domestic uses, 
baths, manufactories or establishments of any other kind, 
shall pay for the same an annual rent therefor exceeding 
in each and every case by fifty per cent. the annual rent 
paid in similar cases by persons within the city of Philadel- 
phia, for the time being, it being the true intent and mean- 
ing of the parties, that the water rents in the said district 
shall rise or fall from time to time with those in the city, 
always maintaining nevertheless an advance of fifty per 
cent. as aforesaid: Provided always, That when the water 
introduced into houses, courts and other property shall be 
conveyed toa cistern and be used therefrom exclusively by 
means of a pump, the rate of rent shall be one-fifth less 
than if used from hydrants or other fixtures operated upon 
by the pressure or head of water through the pipes of con- 
duit; and provided further, and it is hereby expressly 
agreed that the said water rents shall be due and payable 
in advance, on the first day of January in each year, and 
that the rent for the unexpired part of any year in which 
a permit as aforesaid shall be obtained, shall be paid to the 
officer countersigning the permit on behalf of the city at 
the time of obtaining the same; and that on or before the 
first day of June, in each and every year thereafter, the 
said party of the second part, and their successors, shall and 
will pay to the party of the first part, and their successors, 
the full amount of the water rents due, and payable as 
aforesaid, by the persons supplied with water in the said 
district, and shall at the time of such payment, be entitled 
to deduct at and after the rate of six dollars in the hundred, 
from the amount so payable to the city, as an equivalent 
for expenses of collection and losses by the said party of the 
second part, in the collection of the rents. Provided further, 
That in all cases where the water is directed to be stopped, 
by reason of an insufficient supply from the works at Fair 
Mount, that then and in such case the rent shall cease from 
that time, for such persons, manufactories and establish- 
ments as shall not be supplied with the same, until supplied 
again by the party of the first part, and shall be allowed 
for accordingly in the settlements between the parties 
hereto; and that in cases in which without wholly stopping 
the water, there shall for the cause aforesaid be a partial 
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supply, in such case there shall be a proportional abatement 
of the said rents during the time of such defective supply, 
to be allowed for as aforesaid; and provided further, and 
it is hereby expressly agreed, that if the party of the first 
part, should at any time hereafter agree to {rnish a supply 
of water to any other district at a lower rate than is stipu- 
lated in this agreement, then and in that case the rate of 
rents herein stipulated shall fall or be lowered to the same 
rate, as that of such favoured district, during the time that 
such reduced rate shall be in force. 

Sixto.—That the said party of the second part, shall 
and will forthwith pass and enact and carry into execution 
laws, by-laws, ordinances, or other legal regulations similar 
to and corresponding with the ordinances now in force 
within the city of Philadelphia, to regulate the distribution 
and to prevent the illegal use and the improper waste of 
the said water, in the district aforesaid, and the supply 
thereof by a person having the same introduced into his 
premises, to any person or persons who have not; and that 
they and their successors shall and will from time to time 
pass, enact and carry into execution, other sufficient ordi- 
nances for the like purpose; and that they will also forth- 
with pass and enact, and for ever keep in force, a law, by- 
law, ordinance or other legal regulation authorizing the 
agent or agents of the party of the first part and their suc- 
cessors from time to time appointed, to enter at all reason- 
able times into the said district, and the premises therein 
into which the said water shall be introduced, or where 
the pipes of conduit may be laid, for the purpose of examin- 
ing the same, and to prevent and remedy any waste of 
water, or any violation or infringement of this agreement. 

Seventu.—That the said party of the first part, and 
their successors, shall at all times hereafter in addition to 
their other legal remedies for breach of this agreement, 
have full right and power tostop off and withhold the sup- 
ply of water hereby stipulated whenever the said party of 
the second part, or their successors, shall for the space of 
thirty days after the time, when the said rents should be 
paid by them as aforesaid, and after notice in writing by 
the party of the first part or their successors, or agents to 
pay the same, neglect or refuse to make such payment, and 
also whenever the said party of the second part, or their 
successors shall after notice in writing, refuse or neglect

forthwith to remedy any illegal or improper waste of the 
said water within the said district, or to stop the proper 
conduit until the requisite repairs or other remedy shall 
have been ar plied.

Ordinance of the District of Southwark, passed 21st Sep- 
tember, 1826. 


An ordinance for regulating the distribution of Schuylkill Water in the 
_ District of Southwark, and for other purposes. 


No. 9.—Sec. 1. Be tt enacted, &c. That if any person or 
persons, shall wilfully injure the pipes of conduit, the hy- 
drants, pumps or any other device connected with any of 
the pipes, in any of the streets or alleys, or open the same, so 
as to occasion a wanton or wilful waste of the said Schuyl- 
kill water, or inconvenience or damage to the inhabitants, 
or shall suffer the said water to flow unnecessarily for his, 
her or their dwellings or enclosures, or the premises by him, 
her or them occupied, or use the same except for culinary 
or other necessary purposes, he, she or they, so offending, 
shall forfeit and pay, for each and every offence the sum of 
five dollars. And in all cases where several persons receive 
a supply of water by branches, hydrants or other fixtures 
uniting with a private common pipe, each and every person 
who shall so receive the water, shall be bound to keep such 
common pipe in repair. And in case of waste by a leak or 
leaks therefrom, shall be severally liable for the penalty 
above inflicted, and if at any time it shall be necessary to 
repair a private pipe within the limits of the cart-way of 
any public street, court or alley, a permit shall be first 
taken out for so doing, and the expense of repairing paid in 
the usual manner, under the penalty of five dollars, for neg- 
lect of this provision. | 

No. 10.—Sec. 2. And be it further enacted, That if any 
person intrusted with the spanners of the fire-plugs, or others, 
shall open the same on any occasion whatsoever, except at 
the request of the Board of Health, a member of the water- 
ing committee of the board of commissioners of the district 
aforesaid, or such person as shall be appointed to direct the 
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washing of the streets and alleys of the said district, or in 
case of fire in the neighborhood; he, she or they so offend- 
ing, shall forfeit and pay, for each and every such offence, 
the sum of five dollars, and if the person intrusted with the 
spanners of the fire-plugs, shall neglect or refuse to shut the 
same as soon as the fire is extinguished, he shall forfeit and 
pay for such offence the like sum of five dollars. 

No. 11.—Skrc. 3. And be it further enacted, That if any 
plumber, or other person, shall, without a written or printed 
permit, signed and countersigned by the proper officers, in- 
troduce a ferrule into any public or private pipe, or form any 
connection or communication whatever with said pipes, or 
break ground for that or any similar purpose in the public 
streets or alleys, or if any person or persons shall introduce 
or use a ferrule of larger diameter than specified in his or 
their permit, he, she or they, so offending, shall forfeit and 
pay for each and every such offence the sum of twenty dol- 
lars, and for every day’s use of such pipe after such convic- 
tion the sum of one dollar. 

No. 12.—Sxc. 4. And be it further enacted, That any 
person who shall hereafter contract for a supply of the water, 
shall cause the pipe conducting the same to be of sufficient 
strength, and shall also have a stop-cock affixed thereto, 
within the limits of the foot pavement, at the distance of 
twelve inches from the gutter, to prevent accidents from the 
leakage of the said pipe—and all plumbers and other per- 
sons, who may lay such pipes in future, are hereby enjoined 
to affix thereto a sufficient stop-cock, under penalty of ten dol- 
lars, for every neglect thereof, one half to the use of the said dis- 
trict, the other half to the use of such person as shal! sue for the 
same; and every person who may or shall be supplied with the 
Schuylkill water from a branch communicated with a pri- 
vate pipe, shall have a sufficient stop-cock affixed to the said 
branch, as near as conveniently may be to the said private 
pipe, so as to stop the supply of water through the said 
branch when requisite, and not to interrupt the supply to 
other persons having a right to use the pipe, with which such 
connection may be formed, and every person who may be 
supplied with water from a private pipe, having a branch or 
branches connected therewith as aforesaid, shall in like man- 
ner have a sufficient stop-cock affixed to such private pipe 
above the said branch or branches, for the purposes afore- 
said ; and in case of neglect or refusal to have such sufficient 
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stop-cock affixed as aforesaid, every person so offending, shall 
forfeit and pay the sum of five dollars. 

No. 13.—Sue. 5. dnd be it further enacted, That all 
plumbers or other persons, who may hereafter be employed 
tolay branch pipes, or communication with private pipe or 
pipes, having a branch or branches as aforesaid, or to alter 
or repair such branch pipes or private pipes as aforesaid, are 
hereby required and enjoined to affix to such branch pipes 
and private pipes suflicient stop-cocks, with proper open- 
ings to the same, walled up and covered as herein before 
mentioned, under the penalty of ten dollars, for every neg- 
lect thereof. 

No. 14.—Sec. 6. And be it further enacted, 'Vhat over 
every stop-cock place, either within the limits of the foot- 
way, or in the manner hereby directed, there shall be left 
an opening at least three inches square, which shall be 
walled up with brick or stone, and securely covered with 
the same material or with iron, in such manner that the 
situation of the said stop-cock may be readily distinguished, 
which covering if placed in any street or alley, shall be 
even with the surrounding pavement, and if the owner or 
occupier of any building, lot of ground, or premises, into 
which the Schuylkill water shall be introduced, shall neg- 
lect to comply with this provision, or shall suffer such open- 
ing in any public street or alley to remain uncovered; he, 
she or they, so offending, shall forfeit and pay for each of- 
fence, the sum of three dollars. 

No..15.—Src. 7. nd be it further enacted, That if any 
person other than those who may be the actual occupiers 
of a building, lot of ground or premises, into or for the par- 
ticular accommodation of which according to the permit is- 
sued, the Schuylkill water may have been introduced by a 
private pipe toa hydrant or pump, shall resort to any such 
hydrant or pump and use the water therefrom, such person 
so offending shall be liable to forfeit for each offence, the 
sum of two dollars, and the person owning or occupying 
such building, lot of ground or premises, granting permission 
to use the said water contrary to the intent and meaning 
of this section, shall also be liable to forfeit the like sum of 
two dollars. 

No. 16.—Src. 8. And be it further enacted, That all 
fines and forfeitures imposed by this Ordinance, shall be 
recoverable as debts under one hundred dollars, with costs, 
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to the use of the said district, save where otherwise express- 
ly directed. 

No.17.—Src.9. And be it further enacted, 'That it shall 
and may be lawful for the agent or agents of the mayor, 
aldermen and citizens of Philadelphia and their successors, 
from time to time appointed, to enter at all reasonable 
times into the said district, and the premises therein, into 
which the said water shall be introduced, or where the pipes 
of conduit may be laid, for the purpose of examining the 
same, and to prevent and remedy any waste of water, or 
any violation or infringement of the agreement entered into 
by and between the said mayor, aldermen and citizens, 
and the commissioners and inhabitants of the district of 
Southwark, the said commissioners and inhabitants, by 
agent to enter as aforesaid for the like purposes, and to as- 
certain where any delinquencies occur, and any person who 
shall obstruct or oppose such agent or agents, constable or 
such other person authorized as aforesaid, making such ex- 
amination, he, she or they, shall forfeit and pay for every 
such offence the sum of twenty dollars. ! 

No. 18.—Src. 10. And be it further enacted, That the 
annual rents for the use of the water, shall be payable in 
advance on the first day of January in each and every year, 
and every person contracting for a supply of the said wa- 
ter, shall on receiving the permit, pay the proportion of the 
annual rent up to the 31st day of December next ensuing, 
and shall continue to pay the said rent in advance as long 
as the contract shall exist. Any person intending to dis- 
continue the use of the water shall give notice thereof, in 
writing, to the secretary or chairman of the watering com- 
mittee of said district, one month before the expiration of the 
year, for which such payment shall have been made, other- 
wise, he or she shall be chargeable with, and pay the rent 
for the year next ensuing. 

No. 19.—Src. 11. 4nd be it further enacted, That the 
said commissioners and inhabitants, shall on the first Mon- 
day of January, in each year, appoint one suitable person 
to collect the water rents, in the said district, and such col- 
lector, shall receive such compensation for collecting the 
same as shall be agreed upon in writing between him and 
the watering committee of the said commissioners and inha- 
bitants, who are hereby authorized to make such agree- 
ment, provided the same shall not exceed five per centum, 
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and such collector shall before he enters on the d uties of 
his office, give satisfactory security, with bond and warrant 
_of attorney, to confess judgment to the said commissioners 
and inhabitants, in a penalty double the amount of his du- 
plicate, conditioned for the paying over to the treasurer of 
the said commissioners and inhabitants, at the times and in 
the manner prescribed, all the water rents which he shall 
collect, and for the faithful performance of all the duties 
enjoined on him by this ordinance.—{This section revised, 
see “Collector,” ante page 39. | 

No. 20.—Sxc. 12. And be it further enacted, That it 
shall be the duty of the secretary or chairman of the wa- 
tering committee, on or before the fifteenth day of January 
in each year, to make out duplicates of the water rents, and 
to deliver them to the collector, provided he shall have gi- 
ven bond as aforesaid—And it shall be the duty of the said 
collector, thereupon to proceed without delay, in the col- 
lection of the said rents, and to pay over such as he may 
have collected to the said treasurer, on the Saturday of 
each week, and on or before the first day of May in each 
year, to complete the collection and payment of the whole 
amount of the water rents in his duplicate, except such as 
the watering committee shall make allowance for as not re- 
coverable, or such as shall be returned as due from delin- 
quents, as hereinafter provided. 

No. 21.—Sxc. 18. 4nd be it further enacted, That the 
said collector is hereby authorized and required after the 
duplicates are delivered to him, forthwith to demand pay- 
ment of rents from the persons residing on the premises, or 
owning, or having charge of the estates charged therewith, 
and to collect and receive the same, and it shall be his duty 
on the first day of May in each year, to report in writing to 
the secretary or chairman of the watering committee, all 
delinquents on his duplicate, and to make oath or affirma- 
tion, to be written on the said report, and to be signed with 
his name, and by the magistrate by whom the same shall 
be administered, that the said collector has demanded pay- 
ment of the said rent from the person or persons residing on 
the premises, or owning, or having charge of the estates 
charged therewith, and has not received the same, nor any 
part thereof, and the said secretary or chairman shall im- 
mediately give notice in writing to such delinquents of the 
amount of the rent due by them respectively, and that un- 
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ess the said rent, and the rent in advance for the ensuing 
year, shall be paid before the expiration of two weeks there- 
after, they will be deprived of the use of the water, and 
that suit will be instituted for the amount of the rent due, 
as well as the charges of detaching the ferrule from the 
pipe of conduit, and the expenses of repaving over the wa- 
ter pipe, and on the failure of the delinquents to make the 
required payments, the secretary or chairman of the water- 
ing committee is hereby directed and enjoined to make a 
report in writing on the first day of December in every 
year, containing the name and residence, with the rents 
and charges due by each delinquent, and shall deliver the 
same to the superintendent or other person appointed by 
the watering committee, who shall forthwith cause the fer- 
rules of all such delinquents to be detached from the pipe 
of conduit, unless the amount of rent and the rent in advance 
for the following year be paid to him, and which he is here- 
by authorized to receive, and pay over the same to the 
treasurer of the district; and it shall be the duty of the said 
superintendent, or person so to be appointed, to make re- 
port to the said secretary or chairman, of a list of persons 
who have paid in the sums so demanded, and another list of 
those whose ferrules have been detached, with the names 
and amounts of rents and charges due by such delinquents, 
which he shall deliver to the solicitor of the said district, 
who shall immediately, on the receipt of the same, cause 
suits to be instituted to recover the sums so stated to be due, 
and when the same are so recovered, he shall pay them 
over, and also furnish a list of the same to the treasurer of 
the district. 

No. 22.—Src. 14. And be it further enacted, That the 
said collector at the time of demanding or receiving any 
water rent, shall produce the duplicate list of water rents 
containing the rent so demanded and immediately on re- 
ceipt thereof in presence of the persons paying, write the 
word “ paid,” therein opposite to the name of the person by 
or from whom the rent is paid, and shall keep an exact 
list of all water rents received by him in each week, shall 
deliver the same to the treasurer of the district, on the Sa- 
turday of each week, on paying the amount thereof to him ; 
and in case the said collector shall neglect to produce his 
duplicate and make an entry therein, or shall fail to keep 
and deliver to the said treasurer a list of the water rents by

him received as aforesaid, he shall forfeit and pay for such 
neglect and failure the sunt of fifty dollars, to be recovered 
as debts of the like amount; one half to the use of the dis- 
trict, and the other half to the use of the person informing 
and prosecuting for the same. 

No. 23.—Sxc. 15. And be it further enacted, That it 
shall be the duty of the treasurer of the district, and he is 
hereby authorized and required from time to time, to in- 
spect and examine the duplicates of the water rents, which 
may be placed in the hands of the said collector for collec- 
tion ; and if any person or persons shall at any time be found 
delinquent i in discharging the duties prescribed by this or- 
dinance, the treasurer shall forthwith give notice in writing 
of such delinquency to the solicitor, who shall forthwith in- 
stitute legal proceedings against such delinquent collector 
and his sureties, to recover the whole amount due by him, 
and the said collector shall be dismissed from his employ- 
ment, and another appointed in his place. 

No. 24.—Src. 16. And be it further enacted, That the 
superintendent, or such person as shall be appointed by the 
watering committee, is authorized and empowered to in- 
quire at any dwelling or other place whence any unneces- 
sary waste of water proceeds, into the cause of the same, 
and if the said waste proceeds from want of repair of the 
pipes, or other fixtures, and if the owner or occupier shall 
neglect or refuse, on notice given to have the necessary re- 
pairs made forthwith, the superintendent or person so ap- 
pointed shall be, and is hereby authorized and required to 
shut off the water leading to such place or dwelling, and 
any person who shall let on the water before the necessary 
repairs are made, shall forfeit and pay the sum of five dol- 
lars ; and if any person shal] obstruct or oppose the said su- 
perintendent or other person in the performance of their 
said duties, he or she shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten 
dollars. 

No. 25.—Src. 17. And be it further enacted, That it 
shall be the duty of every person or persons, owning, occu- 
pying, or having charge of any house or premises, assessed 
for the expenses of laying the pipes, to call upon and pay 
the treasurer of the district, the amount of his, her or their 
assessment, within ten days after notice thereof left at the 
said premises, and in default thereof, such person or per- 
sons shall be charged with interest and pay the costs of col- 
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lection, over and above the amount of the assessment. And 
no permit shall be issued, unless at the time of the applica-_ 
tion the person or persons applying shall exhibit the receipt 
of the treasurer for the amount of assessment on the pre- 
mises for which the permit is requested. 


Ordinance passed Jannary 20, 1831. 


An Ordinance, entitled an Ordinance supplementary to the Ordinance, en- 
titled “ An Ordinance for regulating the distribution of Schuylkill water 


in the District of Southwark, and for other purposes,” passed September 
21, 1826. 


No. 26.—Sxrc. 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the com- 
misstoners and inhabitants of the district of Southwark 
in council assembled, and it is hereby enacted by the au- 
thority of the same, ‘That whenever any person or per- 
sons shall discontinue the use of the Schuylkill water, 
agreeably to the ordinance in such case made and provid- 
ed, it shall be the duty of the secretary of the watering 
committee, immediately, to make report thereof in writing 
to the superintendent of the district of Southwark, who on 
receiving the same, forthwith shall cause the ferrules of 
such person or persons so discontinuing as aforesaid, to be 
detached from the pipes of conduit. 

No. 27.—Src. 2. And be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, ‘That in all cases where the use of the 
Schuylkill water has been heretofore discontinued, agreea- 
bly to the ordinance aforesaid, the superintendent of the 
district of Southwark is hereby directed to cause the fer- 
rules to be detached from the pipes of conduit. 

No. 28.—Sxc. 3. nd be tt further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, 'Vhat whenever any person or persons 
shall notify his or their intention to discontinue the use of 
the Schuylkill water, agreeable to the ordinance aforesaid, 
he or they shall pay the secretary of the watering com- 
mittee for the charge of detaching the ferrule from the pipe 
of conduit, and the expense of repairing over the public 
water pipes, one dollar and twenty-five cents; and until 
such payment is made, he or they shall not be be permitted 
to discontinue the use of the water as aforesaid, any thing 
in any other ordinance to the contrary notwithstanding. 

No. 29.—Snc. 4. And be it further enacted by the au- 
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thority aforesaid, That in all cases mentioned in the se- 
cond section of this ordinance, the same sum shall be paid 
as is prescribed in the third section of the said ordinance, 
and if the same be not paid, it shall be the duty of the said 
secretary to cause suits to be instituted to recover the 
same,

Act of the Legislature, passed 13th February, 1802. 


A further supplement to the act, entitled, “ An act to incorporate the Dis- 
trict of Southwark.” 


No. 1.—Src. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia,in General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same, 'That the commissioners of 
the district of Southwark, be, and they are hereby autho- 
rized and empowered to appoint one or more proper officer 
or officers, for such time, and under such security and pe- 
nalties, as to them may appear necessary, for the inspec- 
tion and measurement of all cord-wood which may be land- 
ed or offered for sale within any part of the district afore- 
said. . 
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No. 2.—Sxc. 2. And be it further enacted, That every 
person appointed a corder or inspector of wood, agreeably 
to the provision of this act, shall, before he enters upon the 
duties of his office, take and subscribe an oath or affirmatiou 
before some justice of the peace, that he will perform his 
duty with fidelity and impartiality. 

No. 3.—Src. 3. And be it further enacted, That if any 
person or persons shall, from and after the first day of 
March next, exercise the office of corder or inspector of cord 
wood within the district aforesaid, unless he or they be duly 
authorized by the commissioners thereof, he or they so of- 
fending, shall on conviction thereof, forfeit and pay the sum 
of two dollars for every such offence, one moiety thereof to 
the overseers of the poor of the said district, and the other 
moiety to the person who shall sue for the same. 


Act of the Legislature, passed 28th March, 1814. 


A further Supplement to the act entitled “An act to incorporate the | 
District of Southwark.” 


No. 4.—Serc. 1. Be tt enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylva- 
nia, in General Assembly met, and it is hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same, ‘That from and after 
the first Monday of May next, the Commissioners and Inha- 
bitants of the district of Southwark shall have full power 
to affix such compensation to be received for the inspecting 
and cording of wood as they shall from time to time deem 
just and reasonable, any law or usage to the contrary not- 
withstanding. , 


Act of the Legislature, passed 10th March, 1817. 


An Act for the better regulation of Cord Wood and Bark exposed to sale 
within the city and county of Philadelphia. 


No. 5.—Szc. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
in General Assembly met, and itis hereby enacted by the

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authority of the same, That the standard dimensions of a 
cord of wood or bark for fuel, exposed to sale within the 
city and county of Philadelphia, shall be eight feet in 
length, four feet in breadth, and four feet in height, con- 
taining one hundred and twenty-eight feet solid measure ; 
but if it shall so happen, before the first day of September 
next, that any wood brought to market shall be under the 
average length of four feet including one half the kirf, the 
deficiency shall be made up in the breadth or height. 

No. 6.—Sxc. 2. Be it further enacted, From the first 
day of September next, all cord wood brought to market 
within the city and county of Philadelphia, shall be at least 
four feet in length, including one half the kirf, and the cord 
shall be computed at the rate of eight feet in length, four 
feet in breadth, and four feet in height, well stowed and 
packed, the straight wood shall be placed or caused to be 
placed by all venders of cord wood compactly in the lower 
part of the pile, and the crooked wood in the upper part 
thereof, and a reasonable and fair allowance shall be made 
by all corders or venders of wood for the loss sustained by 
crooked and uneven wood; nor shall any corder of wood 
purchase any wood for the purpose of selling the same 
again, by which sale he may derive a compensation or pro- 
fit, and the same is hereby declared unlawful. 

No. 7.—Src. 3. Be it further enacted, From and after 
the first day of September next, if any person shall expose 
to sale within the city and county of Philadelphia, any 
wood less than four feet in length, it shall be liable to be 
seized by any corder of wood and forfeited, one half to the 
use of the said corder, and the other to the guardians of the 
poor of the city, district or township in which it shall be 
seized; but in case the person exposing the wood for sale, 
shall deem himself aggrieved thereby, he may appeal to 
any alderman or justice of the peace of the city, district or 
township in which the seizure is made, who shall hear, try 
and determine the same; and if any person shall within 
said limits, sell as a cord of wood or bark, for fuel, any 
quantity less than the standard measure prescribed by this 
act, unless the same shall have been previously measured 
by a corder, and is sold without any change since such 
measurement, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars ; 
and if any corder shall refuse or neglect to perform the 
duties enjoined on him by this act, he shall, for every such 
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offence, forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars; and if any 
corder shall purchase any wood for the purpose of selling it 
again, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of one hundred dol- 
lars, which several penalties and forfeitures may be re- 
covered as debts of a similar amount are by law recover- 
able before any alderman or justice of the peace within the 
city, district or township in which the offence shall have 
been committed, and shall be one half for the use of the 
person prosecuting for them, and the other for the guar- 
dians of the poor of the said city, district and township.

ORDINANCE. 


Ordinance of the District of Southwark, passed 22nd Sep- 
tember, 1794. 


An ordinance for regulating and cording of Wood, and paying of Whar- 
fage, &c. 


No. 8.—Src. 19. And be it enacted, §c. That the di- 
mensions of a cord of wood, or bark, shall be eight feet 
long, four feet broad and four feet high. 

No. 9.—Sxc. 20. nd be it further enacted, That no 
corder shall suffer any wood to be corded, and offered for 
sale, unless the same be at least four feet in length, includ- 
ing one half of the kirf, and two inches in diameter at the 
smallest end. 

No. 10.—Sxc. 21. And be it further enacted, That all 
cord wood, which shall be brought for sale, to any of the 
landings, or wharves on the river Delaware within the said 
district, shall be corded, and measured by the persons ap- 
pointed to measure and cord wood within the district, who 
shall make proper allowance for the loss sustained in the 
measure by crooked or hollow wood, and who, in cording 
the same, shall place the straight wood together in the 
lower part of the pile, and the crooked wood in the upper 
part of the pile. 

No. 11.—Sxc. 22. And be it further enacted, That if 
any person or persons shall hinder or molest, or endeavour 
to prevent any corder from performing his duty, as enjoined

A supplement to an ordinance, passed September 22d, 1794, for regulating 
the cording of Wood, and paying Wharfage forthe same, and other com- 
modities landed on the public landings, within the District of Southwark. 


No. 12.—Src. 1. Be tt ordained and enacted, &c. That 
from and after the first day of February, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and fifteen, that the 
corders shall demand and receive the following rates for 
the articles hereinafter enumerated, which shall be landed 
on any of the public wharves or landing places within the 
district of Southwark. 

For every cord of wood, eight cents for wharfage, and 
six cents for cordage, the former to be paid by the seller, 
and the latter by the purchaser, and all wood on private 
property, the corder shall receive eight cents per cord for 
cordage. 

For every one thousand feet of board, plank or scantling 
sixteen cents. 

For every wagon load of hay, twenty cents, and for 
every cart load of hay, ten cents. 

For every cart load of sand, six and one quarter cents, 
and shall also demand and receive for every flat or vessel 
coming to any of the public wharves or landing places, 
with any of the aforesaid articles, fifty cents per day, for 
every day they shall lay at said wharves or landing places, 
after the first twenty-four hours after being unloaded, ex- 
cept Sundays, the fourth of July, Christmas day, and Good 
Friday. 

For every perch of stone put into a cart or other car- 
riage out of a vessel, seven cents; if landed on the wharf, 
ten cents; and for every day it shall remain after the first 
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forty-eight hours, twenty cents per perch in addition to the 
first charge. 

For every one hundred posts, or rails, thirty cents; and 
ten cents additional per hundred for every day after the 
first forty-eight hours. 

For every one hundred cedar bolts, twenty-five cents. 

For every one hundred bundles of fagots, six and one 
quarter cents. 

For every one thousand of the following articles, viz. 
plastering laths, three cents; loose shingles, twenty-five 
cents; short shingles in bundles, six and a quarter cents; 
pipe-staves, thirty-three cents; hogshead-staves, twenty- 
five cents; hogshead-heading and barrel-staves, twenty 
cents ; hoop-poles and hoops, thirty-three cents. 

For every cart or wagon load of paving stones; clay, 
bricks, or coals, ten cents. 

For every cart or wagon load of dung, ashes or other ma- 
nure, put into, or taken out of a flat, or other vessel, ten 
cents. 

For every one hundred bushels of wheat, or other grain 
and salt, twenty cents; and shall likewise, demand and re- 
ceive for all other articles not hereinbefore made charge- 
able with additional wharfage, which shall remain on an 
of the public wharves or landing places, longer than forty- 
eight hours from their first being landed, fifty per centum 
above the rates hereinbefore established, for every twenty- 
four hours they shall lay there, exceeding that time. That 
the several rates aforesaid, except as hereinbefore provided, 
with respect to cord-wood, shall be paid by the seller. 

Src. 2. Be it enacted by the authority aforesaid, That 
so much of the act to which this is a supplement, as is here- 
by supplied, altered, or amended, be, and the same is re- 
pealed. 


A supplement to an Ordinance, passed 4th February, 1806. 


A supplement to an ordinance enacted the 22nd day of September, 1794, 
for regulating the prices of landing and hauling lumber from the public 
landings in the District of Southwark. 


No. 13.—Skrc. 1. And be it further ordained and 
enacted, §c. That from and after the first day of March 
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ensuing, there shall be paid by the person or persons own- 
ing, landing and hauling, or causing to be landed or hauled, 
such articles as are hereinafter specified from off the unim- 
proved landings in the district of Southwark, agreeably to 
the following rates.

To be observed by the Commissioners of the District of Southwark, when 
met in their official capacity.

speak more than twice on any question without leave.

No business under consideration shall be interrupted but 
by motion to amend, divide, commit, or postpone, or to ad- 
journ the board ; the last shall be always in order, and de- 
cided without debate.

All questions shall be determined by rising, and if requir- 
ed by two members, the yeas and nays shall be taken and in- 
serted on the minutes, when any member shall have a right 
to have the reasons of his vote inserted likewise. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
On all questions the president shall vote. 


ARTICLE IX. 


On the first reading of a petition, report or other paper, 
it shall be laid on the table subject to a second reading at 
any time, unless a motion should be made and carried to pro- 
ceed to the consideration thereof immediately. 


“ARTICLE X. 


Any motion may be withdrawn by the mover or seconder 
with consent of the board, previous to a decision, and if 
withdrawn, al] proceedings thereon shall be expunged from 
the journals. . 


ARTICLE XI. 


No motion for reconsideration shall be in order, unless 
made and seconded by members who were in the majority 
on the original question. 
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ARTICLE XII. 


Any member may read a bill in his place, and on leave 
given present it to the chair; it shall then be proceeded on 
as if reported by a committee. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


Every bill shall receive three several readings, but shall 
not be read twice at the same sitting; and after its first 
reading be made the order of a certain time, and be read 
in committee of the whole board ; all bills, after a final pass- 
age, shall be signed by the president, attested by the clerk, 
sealed with the common seal, published and recorded as di- 
rected by law, and shall be entered in a book provided for 
the purpose under the care of 7 clerk. | 


ARTICLE XIV. 


Committees shall be of three kinds, viz. committee of the 
whole board, standing committees who shall continue for 
one year, and special committees to be nominated by the 
president, unless otherwise ordered by the board. Provid- 
ed always, That the president shall not be considered as ex- 
empted from serving; and he may, (if he chooses,) attend 
on any of the committees, with his advice and information.
